An  Ordinance  supplementary  to  an  Ordinance  relating  to  Cleaning  the  Streets 
and  Alleys  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  by  Contract. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Commission- 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  ^°  a|!*"" 
commissioner  of  health,  as  directed  by  the  second  section  of  tracts. 
the  ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  to  advertise  for 
proposals  from  contractors  for  cleaning  the  streets,  lanes  and 
alleys  within  the  several  districts,  who  shall,  on  the  first  day 
of  March,  1849,  award  the  contract  in  every  case  to  the  lowest 
bidder,  provided  that  the  said  bidder  shall  be  able  to  give  the 
proper  security  for  the  faithful  carrying  out  of  the  contract. 

Sec  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  it  shall  be  the  Time  of  such 
duty  of  the  aforesaid  commissioner,  to  continue  to  advertise,  annual  adver- 
as  directed  in  the  first  section  of  this  ordinance,  for  proposals, 
in  the  month  of  February,  each  and  every  year,  during  the 
continuance  of  the  ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  supplement. 

Sec  3.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  the  true  in-  Contract  to 
terpretation  of  the  ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  supplement  is,  jnclude  streets 
that  it  includes,  in  the  expression  "streets,  lanes  and  alleys,"  and  city       . 
all  the  city  wharves,  other  paved  thouroughfares,  and  courts  wharves, 
not  less  than  ten  feet  wide  within  the  several  districts  in  the 
city  of  Baltimore. 

Sec  4.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  the  aforesaid  Snow  to  be

from  the  footways  of  the  several  city  springs — the  porters  and 
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other  persons  paid  by  the  city,  are  to  be  responsible  for  this

And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  in  case  any 
or  eited.         contractor  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  comply  with  his  contract 
in  any  particular,  after  having  been  duly  notified  by  the  board 
of  health,  said  contractor  shall  not  only  forfeit  his  contract 
and  all  right  to  claim  any  compensation  for  work  previously 
done,  but  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  health,  with  the 
approbation  of  the  Mayor,  immediately  to  direct  the  city  coun- 
sellor to  institute  suit,  in  the  name  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil of  Baltimore,  against  the  surety  or  sureties  on  the  bond  of 
said  contractor,  to  recover  the  penalty  specified  in  said  bond.

vessel  so  examined  to  unlade  her  cargo  or  come  to  the  wharf,  sPecial  °-ut,cg' 
he  shall  order  said  vessel  to  the   Lazaretto  wharf,  or  to  some  Cargo, 
other  place  outside  the  city  limits,  there  to  perform  the  neces- 
sary purification,  which  shall  be  done  in  such  manner  as  may 
be  directed  by  said  physician,  or  assistant,  to  his  entire  satis- 
faction, or  whenever  the  health  of  the  city,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  physician   or  his   assistant  may  be  endangered,  whether 
from  the  actual  presence  of  disease,  or  from  an  unclean  con- 
dition of  the  ship,  vessel,  or  passengers,  to  require  such  ship  Passsengers. 
or  vessel  to  come  to  anchor  at  the  quarantine  ground,  and  there 
remain  until  the  passengers  have  been  removed,  and  the  ship 
or  vessel  thoroughly  cleansed   and  purified ;  all  expenses  of

An  Ordinance  to  regulate  the  Inspection  of  Beef  and  Pork. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  that  there  shall  be  annually  ap- 
pointed two  inspectors  of  beef  and  pork,  well  skilled  in  the 
quality  and  curing  thereof,  who  shall  have  power  to  appoint 
as  many  deputies,  and  for  such  time  as  they  may  think  proper, 
and  to  fix  their  compensation ;  for  whose  conduct  as  inspec- 
tors, they  shall  in  all  cases  be  responsible  :  all  that  part  of  the 
city  lying  east  of  Charles  street,  shall  be  constituted  a  district 
to  be  called  number  one,  and  all  that  part  of  the  city  lying 
west  of  Charles  street,  a  district  to  be  called  number  two  ; 
and  that  the  inspectors  be  and  they  are  hereby  required  to 
alternate  weekly,  and  the  nett  earnings  of  the  two  shall  be 
equally  divided. 

Sec  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  said  inspectors  or  their  deputies,  or  either  of  them 
to  inspect  each  and  every  tierce,  barrel  and  half  barrel,  or 
other  vessel  or  package,  whether  of  greater  or  less  dimensions 
of  beef  or  pork,  whether  packed  in  or  brought  to  the  city  of 
Baltimore  for  sale,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  charge  and  receive 
as  compensation  for  such  inspection,  the  sum  of  ten  cents  for 
each  and  every  tierce,  barrel  and  half  barrel,  vessel  or  pack- 
age of  intermediate  size  or  of  larger  dimensions  ;  and  five 
cents  for  all  casks,  vessels  or  packages  smaller  than  a  half

And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  prime  mess 
beef  shall  consist  of  an  equal  proportion  of  fore  and  hind 
quarters  of  good  and  well  fattened  cattle,  weighing  when  dead, 
not  less  than  six  hundred  pounds  net  each,  the  necks  and  shins 
to  be  excluded  :  that  mess  beef  shall  consist  of  the  same  des- 
cription of  cattle,  weighing  not  less  than  five  hundred  pounds 
net  each ;  the  shin,  shoulder,  clod  and  neck  to  be  excluded  from 
the  fore  quarter,  and  also  the  leg  and  legrand  (or  round)  from 
the  hind  quarter,  to  be  cut  into  pieces  of  about  eight  pounds, 
and  as  nearly  square  as  possible.  That  number  one  beef  shall 
consist  of  an  equal  proportion  of  fore  and  hind  quarters  of  the 
same  description  of  cattle,  weighing  not  less  than  four  hun- 
dred pounds  net  each :  the  necks  and  shins  to  be  excluded. 
The  prime  beef  shall  consist  of  well  fattened  cattle  of  all  des- 
criptions (except  bulls,  and  they  are  also  excepted  in  all  the 
other  qualities  of  beef)  of  three  years  old  and  upwards,  with 
not  more  than  half  a  neck  and  two  shins  to  each  barrel, 
the  end  joints  of  the  shins  and  necks  to  be  excluded.  Cargo 
beef  may  be  made  from  such  cattle  or  parts  of  cattle  as  are 
not  permitted  in  any  of  the  above  qualities,  not  having  more 
than  a  due  proportion  of  shins  and  necks,  with  the  end  joints 
and  hock  joints  of  each  to  be  excluded. 

And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  clear  pork 
shall  be  packed  from  heavy,  thick  and  well  fattened  hogs,  ex- 
cluding from  the  sides  the  chine  bone  and  spare  ribs,  and  the 
lean  and  blade  from  the  back  of  the  shoulder  without  neck  or 
any  other  parts.  Mess  pork  shall  consist  entirely  of  the  mid- 
dling or  side  pieces  of  heavy  and  well  fattened  hogs,  cut  clear 
from  the  shoulder  blade  and  square  off  before  the  hams. 
Number  one  pork  shall  be  packed  from  heavy  and  well  fat- 
tened hogs,  both  ends  of  each  cask  to  be  filled  with  middlings 
or  side  pieces,  cut  not  less  than  from  four  to  five  inches  wide, 
and  not  more  than  four  shoulders,  or  two  shoulders  and  two 
hams,  three  jowls  (clear  of  skulls)  and  three  tail  chines,  per- 
mitted in  each  barrel.  Prime  pork  shall  be  packed  from  well 
fattened  hogs,  the  top  end  of  each  barrel  or  cask  to  be  filled 
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with  middling  or  side  pieces,  cut  not  less  than  from  four  to  five 
inches  wide  ;  the  balance  of  the  weight  to  be  made  up  from 
other  parts  of  the  hog,  with  not  more  than  one  and  a  half  of 
the  heads  to  the  barrel,  (the  snouts,  ears  and  brains  excluded) 
and  well  cleansed  from  blood.  Cargo  pork  may  be  packed  Cargo  pork> 
from  smaller  or  thinner  hogs,  but  of  wholsome  quality,  not 
more  than  the  parts  of  two  hogs  to  the  barrel,  the  heads  to  be 
well  cleansed  from  blood,  and  the  snouts,  ears  and  brains  ex- 
cluded. In  all  the  above  qualities  the  feet  cut  off  close  to 
the  knee  joint,  must  be  excluded. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  it  shall  be  Navy  beef 
lawful  for  the  inspectors  or  their  deputies,  to  inspect  and  brand  and  Pork- 
or  mark  with  stencils,  navy  mess  beef  and  navy  mess  pork  : 
Provided  it  is  packed  conformably  to  contracts  for  the  use  of 
the  navy,  or  is  in  no  respect  inferior  to  the  highest  grade  of 
number  one  pork  or  beef. 

Sec  7.  And  be  it   enacted  and  ordained,  that  -whenever  Rusty  or  sour 
the  inspectors  or  their  deputies,  are  called  upon  to  inspect  any  bee  and  por  * 
provisions,  which  have  from  age  or  any  other  cause,  become 
rusty  or  soured,  or  are  very  soft,  so  much  so  as  to  become 
unmerchantable,  he  shall  not  put  any  brands  or  stencil  marks 
upon  them ;    and   if  they  have  been  previously  branded  or 
marked  with  stencils,  he  shall  cut  off  so  much   of  the  brands  How  to  be 
or  marks  as  designates  the  quality,  and  shall  write  or  mark branded- 
on  the  head  of  each  cask  the  words  "rusty,  sour  or  soft"  as 
the  case  may  be  ;  and  all  provisions  which  are  tainted,  unsound  Tainted  meats 
or  unwholesome,  shall  be  marked  with  a  broad  arrow,  with  a 
marking  iron. 

Sec  8.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  the  inspee-  How  casks ;are 
tors  or  their  deputies  shall  brand  or  mark  with  stencils,  every  °  e  ran 
cask  of  merchantable  beef  or  pork  packed  (originally)  in  this 
city,  on  the  head,  "Baltimore  packed  beef  or  pork"  as  the  case 
may  be,  and  with  the  quality,  weight,  month,  year,  and  his 
name ;  and  every  cask  of  other  merchantable  beef  or  pork, 
with  "Baltimore"  the  quality,  weight,  month,  year,  and  his 
name. 

Sec  9.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  if  any  person  Review  of 
shall  think  himself  or  herself  aggrieved  by  the  judgment  of  inspection, 
the  inspector,  he  or  she  may  apply  to  the  Mayor,  who  shall 
issue  his  warrant  to  three  disinterested  persons  skilled  in  the 
quality  and  curing  of  salted  beef  and  pork,  to  review  and  ex- 
amine the  same  ;  one  of  whom  shall  be  named  by  the  party 
appealing,  one  by  the  inspector,  and  the  third  by  the  Mayor, 
which  reviewers  shall  after  having  taken  an  oath,  or  affirma- 
tion of  office,  proceed  carefully  to  view  and  examine  the  pro- 
visions in  question ;  and  the  inspector  shall  put  such  brand 
or  stencil  mark  thereon,  as  they  or  any  two  of  them,  may  di- 
rect ;  and  each  of  the  said  reviewers  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
dollar  for  his  services,  to  be  paid  by  the  party  appealing,  if 
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re-paclung,

Penalty  for  Sec  10.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  if  any  person 

shall  alter,  erase  or  deface  the  brand  or  mark  of  the  inspectors 
of  beef  and  pork,  or  their  deputies,  upon  any  cask,  or  shall 
brand  or  mark  any  cask,  with  any  brand  or  mark  similar  to  or

And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  the  inspec- 
tors shall  not  directly  or  indirectly  purchase,  pack  or  vend  any 
beef  or  pork  in  casks  or  packages  whatever,  except  for  his 
family's  use,  nor  shall  directly  or  indirectly  be  concerned  in 
making,  vending  or  coopering,  any  casks  for  provisions,  un- 
der a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  offence. 

Sec  12.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  all  tierces, 
barrels,  half  barrels  or  vessels  for  packing  beef  or  pork  (made  in 
this  city)  shall  be  sufficiently  tight  to  hold  pickle,  and  full 
hooped,  except  a  space  not  more  than  ten  inches  from  hoop  to 
hoop  along  the  bilge,  and  at  least  two  of  said  hoops  to  be  of 
iron,  (for  tierces,)  and  a  space  not  more  than  eight  inches  from 
hoop  to  hoop  along  the  bilge,  (for  barrels)  no  hoop  to  be  less 
than  one  inch  at  the  small  end,  and  no  stave  less  than  half 
an  inch  thick. 

Sec  13.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  all  ordinan- 
ces or  parts  of  ordinances,  inconsistent  herewith,  be  and  the 
same  are  hereby  repealed.

An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  grading  and  paving  of  Fort  Avenue. 

Whereas  an  application  has  been  made  to  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  setting  forth  that  it  will  be  of  great 
public  advantage  and  convenience,  that  the  avenue  commonly 
called  fort  avenue,  lying  within  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Balti- 
more, should  be  graded  and  paved, — and  whereas  the  property 
holders  owning  the  bed  of  said  avenue,  have  expressed  a  wil- 
lingness to  cede  to  the  city  of  Baltimore  the  bed  of  said  avenue 
without  cost  or  charge, — and  whereas  the  said  property  holders 
and  others  interested  in  said  improvement  have  expressed  a 
like  willingness  to  do  all  the  grading  and  paving,  required  at 
their  own  expense  and  cost,  provided  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  will  authorise  the  same  to  be  done  by 
private  contract ;  and  which  proposals  is  just,  reasonable  and 
ought  to  be  granted  :    therefore, 

Section.  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  that  the  Mayor  of  the  city  be  and 
he  is  hereby  authorised  to  receive  from  the  owners  thereof  of 
the  fee  simple  to  the  bed  of  fort  avenue,  provided  the  same 
shall  be  tendered  to  him  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  August 
1849,  in  a  good  and  sufficient  deed  to  be  approved  by  the 
counsellor  of  the  city, — that  is  to  say  from  the  intersection 
of  William  street  to  the  easternmost  limit  of  the  boundary  of 
said  city, — and  provided  further  that  the  said  deed  shall  not 
be  accepted  until  the  said  property  holders  shall  give  bond  to 
the  city  of  Baltimore,  with  a  penalty  to  be  approved  by  the 
Mayor,  that  the  said  paving  and  grading  shall  be  fully  com- 
pleted on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  in  the  year  1851, 
and  shall  be  done  and  executed  under  the  superintendence  of 
the  city  commissioner,  and  subject  to  his  approval,  and  which 
said  bond  shall  be  drawn  by  the  counsellor  of  the  city  in  due 
form  of  law ;  and  provided  further  that  the  said  bond  shall 
contain  the  express  stipulation,  that  the  city  of  Baltimore  shall 
be  at  no  expense  or  cost  in  making  the  said  improvement. 

Sec  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  when  the 
deed  of  the  said  street  shall  be  accepted  by  the  Mayor  as 
heretofore  provided  for,  the  said  Fort  avenue  shall  be  and  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  a  public  highway,  and  by  such  shall  be 
forever  subject  to  all  the  ordinances  and  regulations  of  this 
corporation  in  relation  to  streets.

To  the  members  of  the 

First  and  Second  Branches  of  the  City  Council : 

Gentlemen  : 

You  have  assembled  together,  at  the  call  of  your  fellow-citizens, 
for  the  purpose  of  framing  such  laws  as  may  be  necessary  to  their 
common  welfare;  and  in  thus  assembling,  it  cannot  be  inappropriate 
to  mingle  our  congratulations,  thankfulness,  and  gratitude,  for  the 
health,  prosperity  and  manifold  blessings  which  have  been  granted 
to  the  people  of  this  city  by  a  beneficent  Providence. 

In  one  respect  my  duty  anticipates  yours ;  and  in  laying  before 
you  the  corporate  affairs  of  the  city,  I  practice  no  deception  upon  you, 
nor  upon  myself,  when  I  assure  you  that  I  feel  no  less  embarrassment 
from  the  brief  period  I  have  been  in  office,  than  from  an  unaffected 
distrustfulness  in  my  own  capacity  to  discharge  the  task.  I  shall, 
however,  present  to  you  such  information  as  I  possess,  and  make 
such  suggestions  as  I  may  deem  necessary,  in  a  plain,  straight- 
forward way. 

It  is  most  gratifying  to  find,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  accompanying 
report  of  the  City  Collector,  that  the  promptitude  which  has  hereto- 
fore distinguished  our  citizens  in  the  payment  of  their  taxes,  has 
even  been  exceeded  the  present  year.  The  entire  amount  collected 
and  paid  to  the  Register,  embracing  the  arrearages  of  1844,  1845, 
1846,  and  1847,  and  including  the  discounts  made  for  prompt  pay- 
ment, is  $620,201  71,  being  the  largest  amount  ever  collected  in 
one  year.  This  affords  the  best  testimony  of  the  industry  and  energy 
with  which  this  important  department  has  been  conducted. 

The  report  of  the  City  Commissioners,  herewith  submitted,  so 
fully  details  the  operations  of  the  board,  that  a  reference  to  the  re- 
port itself  would  give  more  information  than  any  commentaries  of 
mine.  The  various  ordinances  and  resolutions  of  the  Council,  under 
which  they  were  required  to  act,  are  specified,  and  satisfactorily 
carried  into  effect. 
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The  bridge  at  Fayette  street,  pursuant  to  a  resolution  passed  at 
the  extra  session  of  the  Council,  has  been  completed,  and  the  exper- 
iment presents  every  promise  of  entire  success.  The  erection  of 
this  bridge,  whilst  it  opens  an  important  thoroughfare  to  our  citizens, 
reflects  great  credit  alike  upon  the  contractors,  Messrs.  Murray  & 
Hazlehurst,  and  the  skill  and  workmanship  of  our  practical  mechanics. 

The  board  of  City  Commissioners  have  at  times  found  it  neces- 
sary to  exceed  the  appropriations  of  the  Council.  I  trust  that 
ample  provision  will  be  made  for  the  future,  so  as  to  prevent  such 
expenditure;  for  at  this  time,  I  can  conceive  no  exigency  except 
the  absolute  protection  of  the  lives  and  property  of  our  citizens, 
the  property  of  the  city,  or  the  necessary  administration  of  the  pub- 
lic business,  when  unauthorized  expenditure  of  the  public  money 
could  be  sanctioned  by  me.  If  the  power  exists,  I  deem  it  one  lia- 
ble to  abuse,  and  it  should  be  checked. 

The  duties  of  the  board  of  Commissioners  are  arduous  and 
responsible,  involving  the  deepest  interest  to  the  public,  and  I  would 
therefore  earnestly  recommend  that  their  salaries  be  increased,  so  as 
to  secure  and  require  their  whole  time  and  attention. 

It  is  important  that  some  provision  should  be  made  for  a  place  of 
deposit  for  the  sediment  removed  from  the  harbor  by  the  mud  ma- 
chines; it  is  greatly  needed,  and  should  have  prompt  attention. 

The  report  of  the  Visitors  of  the  Jail  of  Baltimore  City  and 
County,  refers  to  their  opinions  and  suggestions  heretofore  expressed, 
in  reference  to  the  reconstruction  of  the  buildings  of  this  institution. 
Their  plans  at  large  and  most  ably  advanced,  can  be  found  in  former 
communications,  and  I  believe  them  of  sufficient  importance  to  ask 
your  reference  to  them.  Their  adoption  was  strongly  urged  by  my 
predecessor  in  his  last  annual  message;  and  after  a  careful  examina- 
tion of  his  views,  I  heartily  concur  in  their  force  and  propriety. 
This  institution,  with  all  its  disadvantages,  has  been  conducted  with 
an  order,  system,  and  ability,  which  reflects  the  highest  credit  upon 
all  connected  with  the  administration  of  its  government. 

The  Board  of  Health  give  in  their  report  an  interesting  and  satis- 
factory detail  of  their  actions  the  past  year.  Upon  examination,  you 
will  rejoice  to  find  that  our  city  has  maintained  its  pre-eminence  as 
one  of  the  most  healthy  in  the  world. 

The  beneficial  results  anticipated  from  the  erection  of  the  Small  Pox 
Hospital  have  been  fully  realized,  and  in  the  event  at  any  future  period, 
of  this  disease  appearing  in  an  aggravated  or  epidemic  form,  it  would 
be  difficult  to  calculate  its  value.  It  has  been  well  managed,  and 
so  free  has  the  city  been  from  this  pestilence,  that  there  have  been 
but  few  cases  during  the  present  season.  For  genearl  detail,  I  refer 
you  to  the  report  of  the  resident  physician  on  that  subject,  submitted 
by  the  Board  of  Health. 

I  personally  examined  the  land  attached  to  the  Small  Pox  Hospi- 
tal, and  am  induced  to  believe,  that  it  is  very  susceptible  of  improve- 
ment, and  think  the  outlay  of  from  twelve  to  fifteen  hundred  dollars

judiciously  expended  in  the  improvement  of  the  soil,  would  in  a 
short  time  produce  a  revenue  sufficient  to  reduce  very  considerably 
the  expense  of  the  institution.  I  do  not  think  it  necessary,  at  this 
time,  to  present  my  views  in  detail,  but  believe  the  suggestions 
deserving  of  consideration.  Some  modification  may  be  necessary  in 
the  ordinance  for  the  government  of  the  institution. 

The  various  matters  submitted  to  your  consideration  in  the  report 
of  the  City  Register  require  no  comment.  It  may  be  relied  upon 
with  confidence,  and  speaks  the  acknowledged  ability  with  which 
this  important  department  has  been  conducted  by  the  present  able 
incumbent. 

,  By  reference  to  the  report  of  the  Appeal  Tax  Court,  herewith  pre- 
sented, it  will  be  seen  that  the  assessed  value  of  the  property  in  the 
city,  liable  to  taxation  for  city  purposes,  for  the  year  1849,  is 
$78,831,965,  showing  an  increase  of  the  corrected  assessment  for 
1848,  of  the  sum  of  $2,332,354.  Assuming  the  abatements  on  the 
assessment  to  be  equal  to  the  sum  of  $1,331,965,  the  basis  of  assess- 
ment for  the  year  1849  will  be  $77,500,000. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools,  which  I  here- 
with submit,  is  one  full  of  interest.  Our  school  system  has  so  en- 
tirely won  the  approbation  of  the  public,  that  it  scarcely  needs  com- 
ment. Its  early  advocates  have  lived  to  witness  the  realization  of 
more  than  their  most  sanguine  expectations.  In  my  opinion,  its 
extension  and  perfection  should  be  kept  steadily  in  view.  Educa- 
tion, diffused  as  far  as  practicable  among  all,  is  our  surest  guarantee 
that  the  virtue  of  the  people  will  continue  to  increase  ;  and  upon  that 
virtue  and  intelligence,  mainly  rest  the  preservation  and  perpetuity 
of  our  political  institutions.  The  gentlemen  who  compose  the 
Board  appear,  by  their  devotion  to  its  welfare,  to  have  justly  appre- 
ciated not  only  the  magnitude  of  their  charge,  but  the  deep  interest 
with  which  the  public  mind  watches  its  developments. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Alms  House  exhibits  the 
condition  of  that  institution.  From  a  decrease  from  one  of  the  prin- 
cipal sources  of  revenue  applicable  to  the  support  of  the  poor,  (com- 
mutation on  foreign  passengers,)  the  sum  of  $16,777  40  will  be 
required  for  the  Alms  House  for  1849,  in  addition  to  an  unpaid 
balance  of  $2,325  40  appropriated  for  1848. 

The  report  exhibits  the  gratifying  intelligence,  that  the  inmates 
classed  as  resident  paupers  have  been  gradually  diminishing  in  num- 
bers for  several  years.  There  are  at  this  time,  fewer  inmates  of  the 
character  indicated,  than  there  were  seventeen  years  since,  when  the 
population  of  Baltimore  was  but  little  more  than  half  that  of  the  pre- 
sent period.  This  fact  speaks  volumes  for  the  prosperity,  as  well  as 
for  the  morals  of  our  citizens.  The  condition  of  the  institution  in 
general,  evidences  faithful  management. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road  Company 
is  herewith  submitted.  The  report  from  the  Baltimore  and  Susque- 
hanna Rail  Road  Company,  has  not  been  received  in  time  for  this 
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communication.  In  the  several  companies  of  internal  improvements, 
the  city  has  a  deep  interest,  not  only  in  a  pecuniary  point  of  view, 
but  in  the  result  which  must  flow  from  their  completion.  Each  large 
commercial  point  is  struggling  to  direct  the  increasing  and  al- 
ready immense  trade  of  the  west,  to  their  own  particular  advantage  ; 
our  favorable  position  therefore,  at  an  early  day  induced  the  proper 
authorities  to  grant  a  most  generous  aid  to  all  these  works.  No  city 
in  the  union  has  manifested  a  larger  share  of  liberality  ;  and  while 
the  people  were  paying  a  heavy  rate  of  tax,  thus  incurred,  and  the 
city  her  interest  in  cash,  upon  bonds  issued  for  these  companies,  she 
was  the  first  to  receive  her  dividends  in  bonds,  and  in  that  way,  not 
less  than  by  her  example,  gave  additional  and  invaluable  aid  to  the 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road  Company.  The  city  having  done  so 
much,  it  may  well  be  hoped,  that  the  enterprise  of  our  citizens  in 
their  individual  capacity  will  rival  those  of  a  sister  city,  and  meet 
nature  half  way,  by  a  speedy  union  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio 
river;   an  alliance  so  natural   that  it  would  seem  to  defy  competition. 

The  authenticated  accounts  which  we  daily  receive  of  the  progress 
of  the  Asiatic  Cholera,  and  its  sudden  and  uncertain  appearance, 
should  admonish  us  to  prepare  for  its  approach.  I  would  therefore 
earnestly  call  your  attention  to  the  subject,  as  one  of  vital  importance. 
The  existing  healthy  condition  of  our  city  may  not,  and  1  hope  will 
not  be  disturbed  by  this  dreaded  pestilence;  but  it  might  overtake 
us  as  it  has  others,  with  fearful  surprise,  while  a  timely  prudence  may 
disarm  it  of  much  of  its  fatal  power. 

Opposed  as  I  am  to  all  unnecessary  expenditures,  and  favorable  to 
the  most  rigid'retrenchment,  compatible  with  the  public  good,  yet  in 
a  rapidly  growing  city  like  ours,  matters  involving  expense  will  pre- 
sent themselves,  and  which  a  just  protection  to  the  community  seems 
to  make  imperative.  Of  these,  the  tunnelling  of  Harford  and  Chats- 
worth  runs,  and  the  erection  of  a  House  of  Refuge,  I  think  of  great 
public  necessity.  I  incline  to  the  opinion  that  the  city  might  ulti- 
mately find  all  these  measures  as  economical  as  I  conceive  them  to 
be  requisite.  In  reference  to  Harford  run,  an  opinion  prevails  that 
the  city  is  liable  in  law,  for  the  consequence  of  any  accident  which 
might  occur  in  its  present  condition,  which  is  one  full  of  danger. 
Accidents  of  a  serious  nature  have  occurred,  and  this  equally  involves 
a  very  high  consideration  of  the  protection  which  the  public  pay  for, 
and  have  a  right  to  demand.  Independent  of  this,  the  improvement 
of  this  run  would  greatly  increase  the  value  of  the  city  property,  and 
by  removing  the  railroad  upon  the  middle  of  the  tunnel,  it  would 
make  not  only  a  great  public  thoroughfare,  but  a  very  handsome  street. 
I  would  recommend  this  improvement  as  a  progressive  one,  and  an  in- 
vestigation, I  think,  would  show  the  cost  to  be  much  less  than  gen- 
erally supposed.  Chatsworth  run  is  perhaps  not  so  dangerous,  but 
a  much  greater  nuisance,  and  by  all  means  should  be  tunnelled.  Its 
present  condition  greatly  impairs  the  value  of  property,  and  prevents 
improvement.     I  earnestly  invite  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  it. 
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In  reference  to  a  House  of  Refuge,  I  doubt  whether  a  single  citizen 
can  be  found  who  will  not  cheerfully  admit  its  great  and  increasing 
necessity.  I  believe  most,  if  not  all  of  our  sister  cities  have  been 
driven  to  it  by  necessity  or  influenced  by  more  disinterested  motives, 
have  prepared  an  Asylum  for  the  friendless,  or  those  who  have  no 
protection  against  the  temptations  of  early  vice.  The  city  jail,  in 
its  present  condition,  is  but  a  school  to  the  uninitiated  in  more  ma- 
tured crime  ;  and  while  it  and  the  almshouse  are  both  necessary,  yet 
I  doubt  not,  but  that  a  well  regulated  system  of  early  training  would 
lessen  the  expenses  of  both. 

What  the  want  of  such  an  institution  costs  the  community  no  one 
can  tell.  If  the  various  fires,  which  occur  from  no  accountable 
cause,  could  be  traced  to  their  true  source,  and  which  large  rewards 
have  failed  to  penetrate,  then  indeed  might  we  properly  appreciate 
its  value.  To  erect  an  institution  such  as  other  cities  have  at  this 
time  perfected,  would  present  a  startling  cost.  Such  is  not  my  view, 
which  only  contemplates  a  commencement  adequate  to  our  means, 
and  upon  such  principles  of  industry  as  would  go  far  to  defray  the 
expenses.  Experience  would  then  show  its  importance  and  the 
public  mind,  as  in  our  school  system,  would  justify  increased  expen- 
ditures. 

For  many  years  past,  the  peace  of  the  city  has  been  disturbed. 
Ordinances  have  been  passed,  and  the  council  anxiously  concerned, 
to  devise  some  means  to  stay  the  violence  and  outrage  attendant 
upon  actual  fires,  and  false  alarms,  too  often  got  up  for  such  pur- 
pose. The  police  of  the  city  have  with  great  fidelity  discharged 
their  duty,  yet  the  evil,  instead  of  abating,  seems  to  increase.  Life 
itself  have  paid  the  penalty  of  these  riots,  an  innocent  victim  has 
been  slain  at  midday  in  the  public  streets,  fire  arms  freely  used,  and 
the  peace  of  various  parts  of  the  city  entirely  destroyed,  by  scenes  of 
the  most  disgraceful  kind ;  the  only  wonder  is,  that  more  extensive 
injury  has  not  been  done.  All  experience  shows,  that  these  out- 
breaks have  their  origin  outside  of  the  fire  companies  proper.  No 
class  of  the  community  more  deplores  these  excesses,  than  the  gene- 
rous and  patriotic  men,  who  freely  risk  their  lives  and  impair  their 
health,  to  protect  the  property  of  their  fellow-citizens.  To  no  class 
is  a  general  debt  of  gratitude  more  eminently  due,  but  there  are 
various  and  dangerous  combinations  throughout  the  city  of  idle  and 
evil  disposed  boys  and  persons,  who,  stimulated  by  sectional  hatred, 
watch  every  alarm  of  fire,  and  seize  the  opportunity  of  rallying  under 
different  names  for  a  general  fight.  The  arrests  that  are  made,  and 
the  convictions  and  punishment  of  those  so  arrested,  prove  this  to  be 
true. 

It  has  struck  me  forcibly  that  some  appropriate  mark  of  public 
approbation,  medals  or  otherwise,  and  classified  as  first,  second,  and 
third,  presented  to  those  three  companies  most  distinguished  for  their 
good  conduct  and  order,  and  for  the  preservation  of  both,  would 
have  a  most  beneficial  effect — these  awards  to  be  based  upon  monthly 
or  quarterly  reports  to  this  office,  by  the  president  and  directors  of 
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each  company,  and  to  be  submitted  to  an  annual  investigating 
committee  appointed  by  the  council.  Those  who  have  no  connec- 
tion with  fire  companies,  other  than  by  mere  preference  and  loca- 
tion, might  thus  be  made  sensible  of  the  discredit  which  their  mis- 
conduct brought  upon  their  favourite  company, — or  on  the  other  hand, 
how  much  honor  they  had  in  their  power  to  confer  upon  it.  The 
lawless  wTho  are  often  reckless  to  penalties  and  consequences,  may 
be  stimulated  to  generous  emulation,  and  with  certain  punishment 
upon  one  side,  and  the  high  reward  of  public  distinction  upon  the 
other,  both  means  would  be  applied  which  are  known  to  influence 
human  conduct,  as  well  the  bad  as  the  good.  It  is  scarcely  neces- 
sary to  add,  that  all  the  power  and  authority  invested  in  me  by  the 
ordinances,  shall  be  vigorously  enforced  to  prevent  these  disgraceful 
outbreaks  of  violence  ;  for  the  peace  of,  the  city  must  and  shall  be 
preserved,  and  that,  too,  without  fear,  favor  or  affection. 

The  wharf  on  the  south  side  of  the  city  dock  has  entirely  fallen 
in,  and  the  earth  is  rapidly  filling  it  up.  The  interest  of  the  city 
would  be  much  promoted  by  the  immediate  reconstruction  of  the 
wharf.  In  its  present  condition,  every  day  adds  to  future  labor  and 
expense.  If  the  wharf  were  rebuilt,  it  wonld  yield  a  good  revenue 
to  the  city,  as  well  as  afford  a  convenient  deposite  for  the  sediment 
removed  from  the  dock,  which  is  an  important  consideration. 

I  would  recommend  a  revision  of  the  ordinances  and  supplement- 
ary acts,  in  relation  to  the  opening  and  paving  of  streets.  They 
are  complicated,  and  in  passing  ordinances  upon  these  subjects,  are 
liable  to  lead  the  city  into  obligations,  which  at  the  time  are  not  an- 
ticipated, and  for  which  no  appropriations  are  of  course  made.  It 
I  am  not  in  error,  my  judgment  is  that  an  investigation  will  show 
that  such  revision  demands  the  consideration  of  the  Council. 

I  think  it  advisable  that  the  Port  Wardens'  line  at  the  south  side 
of  the  basin,  should  be  properly  designated  by  driving  piles,  or  in 
such  other  way  that  it  may  be  easily  known. 

I  invite  your  attention  to  the  expediency  of  making  some  improve- 
ments, much  needed,  at  the  Hanover  market.  At  present,  the  west 
end  of  the  market  house  is  used  as  a  fish  market.  From  an  examina- 
tion of  the  premises  I  am  led  to  believe  that  there  is  ample  room  in  the 
square  formed  by  the  market  house  to  erect  a  fish  market  house, 
which  would  afford  considerably  more  room  for  the  butchers,  which 
seems  to  be  much  required.  The  eaves  of  the  roof  of  the  north  side 
and  west  end  of  the  market  house  do  not  extend  over  the  foot  pave- 
ment to  the  curb  stones,  which  ought  to  be  done,  and  when  done, 
it  would  afford  a  row  of  benches  the  length  and  width  of  the  mar- 
ket, that  would  yield  a  considerable  revenue  to  the  city.  The  Centre 
market  requires  new  roofing  or  much  repairing.  I  respectfully  in- 
vite your  attention  to  them. 

I  have  a  communication  in  reference  to  the  building  of  an  Ice 
Boat,  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  the  harbor  open  during  the  winter; 
I  invite  your  attention  to  it — I  do  not  doubt  its  great  importance. 


A  proposition  has  been  submitted,  exhibiting  the  economy  with 
which  it  might  be  effected ;  but  as  I  do  not  feel  myself  qualified  to 
express  a  decided  opinion  of  the  plan  proposed,  I  herewith  transmit 
the  communication  on  the  subject  for  your  consideration. 

I  have  received  and  herewith  present  a  communication  from  John 
Wilson,  Esq.,  a  highly  respectable  citizen,  in  relation  to  the  con- 
dition of  Jones'  falls,  to  which  I  ask  your  attention. 

Within  the  past  year,  1920  new  buildings  have  been  erected  in 
the  city. 

During  the  administration  of  my  predecessor,  whose  zeal  I  shall 
endeavour  to  emulate,  whose  ability  I  cannot — an  appropriation  of 
$30,000  was  made  by  congress  for  the  erection  of  a  fortification 
upon  Soller's  point  flats.  I  am  happy  to  understand  that  an  addi- 
tional appropriation  of  $40,000  is  contemplated  the  present  year, 
and  government  having  become  sensible  of  its  necessity,  will,  it  is 
hoped,  prosecute  the  work  in  a  manner  commensurate  with  its  great 
importance  to  the  defence  of  the  city  and  country. 

•  Alexander  Vattemare,  a  citizen  of  France,  well  and  favorably 
known  by  reputation  to  the  people  of  this  country,  has  presented, 
upon  his  principles  of  national  interchange,  in  the  name  of  the  city  of 
Paris,  a  variety  of  valuable  books  to  the  corporation  of  Baltimore, 
which  are  in  my  office.  The  Council  may  deem  some  action  upon 
a  subject  so  honorable  and  praiseworthy,  as  respectful  and  proper.

Gentlemen  : 

In  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  ordinances  of  the  city,  I 
herewith  present  you  a  summary  report  of  the  operations  of  this 
office,  for  the  year  terminating  on  the  31st  day  of  December,  1848. 

The  collections  of  the  taxes  levied  for  the  year  1848,  amount  in 
the  aggregate,  including  the  discounts  allowed  for  prompt  payment, 
to  the  sum  of  $452,394  00,  of  the  arrearages  for  the  levy  of  1847, 
there  has  been  paid  to  the  Register,  since  the  last  annual  statement, 
the  sum  of  $113,901  06, — of  the  arrearages  for  the  year  1846,  the 
sum  of  $38,835  07, — of  the  arrearages  for  the  year  1845,  the  sum 
of  $13,449  71, — and  for  the  levy  for  the  year  1844,  the  sum  of 
$2,015  87 — making  in  the  aggregate  the  sum  of  $620,595  71, 
paid  to  the  Register  on  account  of  the  ordinary  city  taxes,  which 
amount  includes  the  discounts  allowed  for  prompt  payment,  on  the 
taxes  for  1848. 

There  has  been  collected  and  paid  t©  the  Register,  during  the  past 
year,  on  account  of  benefits  assessed  for  opening  streets, $39,250  32. 
On  account  of  pump  taxes,  $3,73$  67.  On  account  of  commis- 
sions for  collecting  paving  taxes,  $213  25.  On  account  of  expen- 
ses incurred  in  removing  nuisances,  $39  05.  On  occount  of  paving 
footways,  $33  12.  On  account  of  interest  for  arrearage  taxes, 
$7,968  87.  Making  a  total  of  $671,839  99,  paid  to  the  Register 
during  the  year  1848.

his  annual  statement. 

The  receipts  into  the  treasury  during  the  past  year  were  nine 
hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand,  nine  hundred  and  ninety-seven 
dollars  and  twenty  cents,  ($925,997  20.)  The  payments  amounted 
to  nine  hundred  and  sixty-three  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  sixty- 
two  dollars  and  seventy-two  cents,  (  963,862  72 )  including  in  this 
sum  the  balance  of  eighty-four  thousand,  nine  hundred  and  two  dol- 
lars and  fourteen  cents,  (84,902  14)  against  the  treasury  on  31st 
December,  1847. 

The  balance  to  the  debit  of  the  treasury  on  31st  December,  1848, 
it  will  be  thus  seen,  was  thirty-seven  thousand,  eight  hundred  and 
sixty-five  dollars  and  fifty-two  cents.

The  foregoing  exhibit  shows  a  condition  of  the  city  finances  a 
little  improved  in  comparison  with  the  last  annual  statement,  and 
this  will  be  the  more  notable,  when  the  deficiency  in  the  actual 
receipts  from  the  levy  of  1848  is  taken  into  consideration,  arising 
from  the  unusual  amount  of  discount  allowed  by  the  city  collector 
for  prompt  payment,  (say  $22,331  66,)  as  well  as  the  abatements 
made  by  the  appeal  tax  court,  on  the  basis  of  that  levy,  (say 
$1,102,769.)

I  have  received  from  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Rail  Road  Co.  $122,500, 
in  a  certificate  for  twelve  hundred  and  twenty-five  shares  of  the 
stock  of  said  company,  being  the  amount  of  dividend  declared  and 
thus  paid  on  the  stock  held  by  the  city.  Of  course,  this  is  con- 
sidered as  inappreciable  as  a  part  of  the  revenue  for  the  year. 

In  making  an  estimate  for  the  levy  of  taxes  to  be  provided,  it  will 
be  seen  that  it  is  calculated  upon  the  collection  of  six-tenths,  on  a 
basis  of  $77,500,000  of  assessable  property.  It  was  thought  better 
to  take  this  calculation,  for  the  reason,  that  seven-tenths  are  seldom 
if  ever  collected  within  the  year,  and  any  amount  over  the  smaller 
proportion  is  more  than  lost  in  the  discrepancy  between  the  arreara- 
ges of  old  taxes  estimated  as  collectable  and  the  sum  which  is  actually 
collected,  to  say  nothing  of  the  many  expenditures  authorized  by 
ordinances  during  the  session  of  the  council,  and  which  can  never 
be  anticipated  by  the  Register.

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As  an  index  for  the  action  of  the  council,  the  foregoing  table 
shows  that  a  levy  of  one  hundred  and  seven  and  one  half  cents 
on  the  one  hundred  dollars  will  be  required  to  cover  the  expen- 
ditures for  the  year  1849.  As  stated  heretofore,  this  calculation, 
however,  is  made  on  the  supposition  that  no  reduction  of  the  esti- 
mates of  the  several  departments  be  made,  as  well  as,  on  the  basis 
that  no  very  extraordinary  expenditures  be  authorized.

The  Health  Department,  for  the  ensuing  year,  will  require 
for  its  operations  only  $1,500;  and  $1,000  for  the  removal  of 
nuisances  will  be  amply  sufficient. 

2d.  The  small  pox  hospital  will  require  for  its  proper  manage- 
ment, and  the  necessary  improvements,  the  sum  of  $2,500. 

3d.  Should  the  present  system  of  cleaning  the  streets  be  con- 
tinued, the  sum  provided  by  section  7  of  ordinance  No.  3,  of  1848, 
will  be  sufficient. 

4th.  The  following  sums  are  due  to  the  city :  from  the  Washing- 
ton University,  for  coffins,  graves,  &c,  $17 ;  and  $25  from  the  sale 
of  the  old  small  pox  carriage.  The  amount  that  is  due,  and  which 
will,  in  all  probability,  be  collected  from  the  sale  of  manure,  is 
about  $75.

To  the  City  Council  of  Baltimore  : 

The  Commissioners  of  Finance  herewith  present  their  annual  sum- 
mary. The  commissioners  duly  received  from  the  Register  the 
amount  required  for  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  stock  debt  of  the 
City. 

The  balance  standing  to  the  credit  of  the  account  of  the  commis- 
sioners, it  will  be  seen,  amounts  to  $29,259  72 — of  this  sum 
$15,205  91  is  due  for  unclaimed  interest ;  the  remainder,  $14,053  81 
is  applicable  to  the  purchase  of  the  city's  stock. 

In  renewing  the  leases  of  several  parcels  of  City  property,  increas- 
ed rents  have  been  obtained,  and  leases  likewise  have  been  made 
of  property  that  hitherto  has  been  unproductive  ;  jso  that  the  commis- 
sioners have  the  gratification  to  say,  that  this  item  of  income  during 
the  year  1849,  will  be  much  larger  than  in  former  years.

The  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools  beg  leave  respectfully  to 
transmit  the  following  report  of  their  transactions  for  the  year  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  forty-eight,  being  the  twentieth  annual  report  of 
the  condition  of  the  great  and  important  trust  confided  to  their  care. 

At  a  meeting  held  on  the  first  day  of  February,  1848,  the  Board 
was  organized  by  electing  Dr.  John  F.  Monmonier,  President, 
Henry  S.  Sanderson,  Treasurer,  and  John  W.  Tilyard,  Clerk. 

The  following  gentlemen  were  appointed  by  the  City  Council,  at 
its  annual  session  in  January  last,  as  members  of  this  Board,  viz :

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A  vacancy  having  occurred  by  the  resignation  of  Dr.  T.  E.  Bond, 
Jr.,  of  the  thirteenth  ward,  Mr  John  R.  Kelso  was  elected  by  the 
City  Council  to  fill  the  place.  Mr.  Asa  Needham,  of  the  fifteenth 
ward,  resigned  during  the  recess  of  the  City  Council,  and  Mr.  G. 
D.  Tewksbury  was  appointed  by  the  Board  to  fill  the  vacancy. 
Within  a  few  days  past  another  vacancy  has  also  taken  place  by  the 
removal  of  Mr.  David  Irelan  from  the  ward  for  which  he  was  ap- 
pointed as  the  representative.  This  vacancy  has  not  yet  been  sup- 
plied. With  these  exceptions  the  Board  remains  as  originally  ap- 
pointed by  the  City  Council. 

The  Commissioners,  by  authority  of  an  ordinance  passed  at  the 
last  session  of  the  City  Council,  erected  an  addition  to  Public  School 
No.  8,  at  a  cost  of  $850.  This  improvement  furnishes  the  school 
with  a  sufficient  number  of  recitation  rooms,  to  accommodate  the 
scholars  more  comfortably,  and  enable  the  teachers  to  give  instruc- 
tion with  greater  facilities  than  before.  By  similar  additions  to  all 
the  schools,  greater  advantages  would  be  afforded  for  giving  instruc- 
tion to  the  scholars,  and  we  request  that  such  improvements  may 
be  authorized.  The  Board  deferred  the  repairs  contemplated  at 
Male  School  No.  1,  authorized  by  the  same  resolution,  on  account 
of  the  uncertainty  of  obtaining  means  to  pay  for  the  improvement. 

It  was  stated  in  the  last  annual  report,  that  the  Board  had,  by 
way  of  experiment,  introduced  female  assistant  teachers  into  some 
of  the  male  schools,  believing  them  fully  competent  to  teach  the 
younger  classes.  We  are  happy  in  being  able  to  state,  that  the  ex- 
perience of  the  Board  in  this  particular,  proves  the  soundness  and 
wisdom  of  the  principle.  All  the  advantages  and  benefits  antici- 
pated by  the  most  ardent  friends  of  the  measure  have  been  realized. 
So  well  satisfied  is  the  Board  with  this  new  undertaking,  that  in 
every  instance  where  an  assistant  in  a  male  school  was  required,  the 
place  has  been  filled  by  the  appointment  of  a  female.  And  what  is 
still  more  gratifying,  nearly  all  these  appointments  have  been  from 
among  the  scholars  of  the  Female  High  Schools. 

The  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  teachers  and  scholars,  and  the 
increasing  demands  of  the  people  for  the  means  of  instruction  for 
their  children,  have  called  for  many  improvements  and  additions. 
As  far  as  possible,  the  Board  has  endeavored  to  meet  the  demand. 
This,  of  course,  has  been  attended  with  some  expense. 

The  Commissioners  in  their  last  report  mentioned,  that  the  remo- 
val to  the  lower  part  of  Fell's  Point  of  Female  Public  School  No.  7, 
located  at  Canton,  had  been  suggested  with  a  view  of  furnishing 
additional  facilities  to  the  patrons  of  No.  2  The  Board  took  action 
in  reference  to  the  subject  and  established  a  new  school  on  Canton 
avenue,  in  a  building  rented  from  the  trustess  of  the  Second  Baptist 
Church,  and  still  continued  the  school  at  Canton.  The  school  on 
Canton  avenue  is  called  Female  Primary  No.  1,  being  the  first  of  a 
new  grade  of  schools  the  Board  has  determined  to  put  in  operation. 
This  school  has   succeeded   beyond  the  expectations  of  the  Board. 
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The  subject  of  Primary  Schools  is  spoken  of  more  at  length  in  an- 
other part  of  this  report. 

A  portion  of  the  basement  story  belonging  to  Female  School  No. 
3,  which  was  formerly  unoccupied,  has  been  fitted  up  and  added  to 
the  room  already  used  by  the  primary  department  of  this  school. 
This  arrangement  furnishes  a  fine,  large  and  pleasant  room  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  junior  classes — a  great  convenience  to  the 
citizens  of  that  neighborhood. 

The  room  in  the  Assembly  building,  formerly  in  the  possession  of 
the  Library  Company,  and  which  the  Board  was  authorized  to  oc- 
cupy for  the  use  of  Male  School  No.  9,  was  vacated  in  June  last, 
and  the  Board  soon  after  proceeded  to  make  arrangements  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  scholars  of  this  school  who  were  taught  in  the 
basement  story  of  the  building,  but  upon  an  examination  of  the  room, 
it  was  found  unsuitable  for  the  purpose,  without  considerable  altera- 
tion, which  might  endanger  the  strength  of  the  building.  The  orig- 
inal intention  of  the  Board  was  therefore  abandoned,  and  it  was  de- 
termined to  remove  the  whole  school  to  the  apartments  called  the 
Assembly  Rooms,  which  were  vacated  by  the  removal  of  the  Central 
High  School  to  the  saloon  of  the  building.  This  school  is  now  as 
well  provided  for  under  the  circumstances,  as  it  is  possible  ;  still, 
difficulties  exist,  and  will  continue  to  exist,  so  long  as  the  school  is 
continued  in  the  building  with  the  Central  High  School.  Both  these 
institutions  cannot  be  comfortably  accommodated  in  the  same  build- 
ing, where  the  entrance,  play  ground,  and  other  necessary  conveni- 
ences are  common  to  both.  There  is  also  a  manifest  impropriety  in 
thus  congregating  together  large  numbers,  on  account  of  the  demor- 
alizing influence  arising  therefrom. 

The  Board  having  come  to  the  conclusion  not  to  use  the  Library 
room  for  a  school,  it  has  been  fitted  up  for  their  own  use  as  a  meet- 
ing room.  The  room  in  the  city  hall  appropriated  for  the  meetings 
of  the  Board,  was  badly  located  and  inconvenient  of  access,  and 
scarcely  tenantable. 

We  now  proceed  to  call  your  attention  to  the  wants  of  the  schools. 
In  a  previous  report  the  unfavorable  situation  of  Female  School  No. 
9,  and  Male  and  Female  No.  10,  was  alluded  to,  yet  nothing  has 
been  done  to  improve  their  condition.  Female  Nos.  9  and  10  are 
held  in  rented  houses,  and  Male  No.  10  in  a  building  belonging  to 
the  city,  the  use  of  which  has  been  temporarily  permitted.  The 
citizens  in  the  neighborhood  of  Harford  avenue  continue  their  appli- 
cation for  a  school  in  that  location.  An  effort  has  been  made  to  ob- 
tain a  building  for  their  accommodation,  but  as  yet  it  has  been  inef- 
fectual. In  the  neighborhood  of  Pennsylvania  avenue,  near  its  in- 
tersection with  Cove  street,  and  also  in  the  vicinity  of  Old  Trinity 
church,  schools  are  required.  The  Board  has  determined,  as  far  as 
is  in  its  power,  to  meet  the  demand  in  the  last  named  location,  by 
renting  a  house  in  Albemarle  street  near  and  south  of  Pratt  street,  in 
which  a  primary  school  Avill  be  opened  in  a  few  days. 
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A  more  commodious  building  is  required  for  the  use  of  the  Eastern 
Female  High  School.  It  was  with  great  difficulty  that  the  scholars 
entitled  to  admission  to  this  school  at  the  last  examination  could  be 
accommodated. 

The  Board  respectfully  and  earnestly  urges  upon  the  City  Council 
the  propriety  of  providing  speedily  for  the  schools,  as  indicated 
above.  Other  schools  are  required,  and  if  the  City  Council  deem  it 
expedient  to  consult  the  Board  in  relation  thereto,  all  the  necessary 
information  will  be  given. 

During  the  past  year  the  Commissioners  having  been  so  frequently 
called  upon  and  urged  to  furnish  facilities  for  the  education  of  a 
larger  number  of  children  than  could  be  accommodated  in  the  schools, 
and  in  consequence  of  the  success  of  the  school  on  Canton  avenue, 
determined  to  go  to  the  extent  of  the  authority  granted  them  by  the 
ordinances  of  the  City  Council,  and  engraft  upon  the  system  a  new 
grade  of  schools  to  be  termed  Primary  Schools,  in  which  the  younger 
children  might  be  taught  the  primary  branches  and  prepared  for  ad- 
mission into  schools  of  a  higher  grade. 

The  necessity  for  schools  of  this  character  is  very  evident.  The 
schools  now  established  are  located  too. far  off  for  many  parents  to 
send  their  children.  This  difficulty  has  become  more  considerable 
in  consequence  of  the  great  increase  of  the  population  of  our  city 
and  consequent  extension  of  its  limits.  When  selecting  a  school  to 
which  they  shall  send  their  younger  children,  most  families  make  its 
proximity  a  matter  of  serious  consideration,  and  it  is  but  reasonable 
that  their  request  should  be  granted  when  seeking  these  advantages. 

It  is  intended  to  remove  the  junior  class  of  scholars  from  the  larger 
schools  as  fast  as  convenient  houses  can  be  procured.  In  this  man- 
ner facilities  will  be  afforded  to  a  great  number  of  advanced  scholars 
who  are  waiting  for  admission  into  the  larger  schools.  These  schools 
will  be  advanced  to  the  rank  of  Grammar  Schools,  by  which  title 
they  will  be  known  hereafter,  and  higher  branches  will  be  introduced 
into  them, viz:  Natural  Philosophy,  Physiology,  History,  Composition, 
Elocution,  Book-keeping,  and  the  use  of  the  globes.  This  will  give 
to  scholars  whose  time  is  limited,  and  who  cannot  attend  the  high 
schools,  an  opportunity  of  obtaining  an  education  adapted  to  their 
wTants.  The  less  advanced  scholars  would  be  equally  as  well  if  not 
better  attended  to,  and  those  farther  advanced  would  receive  more 
personal  instruction  from  their  teachers. 

Many  other  advantages  might  be  enumerated  as  likely  to  flow  from 
this  new  enterprise,  but  sufficient  has  already  been  indicated  to  form 
a  just  estimate  of  its  value. 

In  establishing  this  new  grade  of  schools,  the  Board  has  had  in 
view  an  economical  as  well  as  a  more  liberal  course  of  instruction. 
These  schools  will  be  taught  by  females,  who,  from  the  experience 
of  the  Board,  as  before  mentioned,  are  considered  fully  adequate  to 
perform  the  task.  Females,  by  their  mildness,  affection  and  dignity 
of  character,  can  frequently  subdue  and  soften  the  most  obdurate  dis- 
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position,  when  males,  by  the  exercise  of  authority  and  physical  force, 
would  compel  obedience,  but  probably  without  reclaiming  the  of- 
fender. 

In  order  to  carry  out  the  plans  laid  down  by  the  Board,  an  appro- 
priation will  be  required  to  erect  houses,  if  the  City  Council  deter- 
mine to  continue  the  principle  of  being  the  owners  of  the  buildings  in 
which  the  schools  are  taught,  which  we  believe  will  best  subserve  the 
public  interest  and  is  the  correct  and  true  policy  of  the  city.  It  is 
impossible  to  rent  buildings  as  well  adapted  for  school  purposes  as 
they  could  be  conslructed  by  the  Board.  The  location,  the  architec- 
tural style,  and  the  arrangements,  both  internal  and  external,  of  a 
school  house,  should  be  such  as  to  entice  the  scholar  tn  its  doors. 

It  may  not  be  improper  to  mention,  in  connection  with  this  sub- 
ject, that  the  Board  is  extremely  desirous  of  separating  the  sexes  in 
the  more  advanced  schools,  and  have  given  an  expression  of  opinion 
by  the  passage  of  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  that  the  Board  can  review  the  operations  of  the  public  schools  during  the 
past  year  with  much  satisfaction. 

Resolved,  that  the  Board  are  deeply  convinced  of  the  moral  disadvantages  of  having 
male  and  female  schools  in  the  same  building,  and  that  the  separation  of  the  sexes  is 
one  of  the  most  pressing  demands  upon  the  Board. 

Resolved,  that  inasmuch  as  Nos.  1,  3,  9  and  10  already  enjoy  benefits  of  such  sepa- 
ration, and  have  proven  the  high  advantages  resulting  therefrom,  this  Board  do  most 
urgently  call  upon  the  Council  to  furnish  the  means  of  so  separating  Nos.  2,  4,  5,  6,  8 
and  11,  that  every  protection  may  be  extended  to  the  morals  of  the  pupils,  and  every 
incentive  given  to  diligence  and  virtue. 

Resolved,  that  it  is  necessary  in  our  system  to  afford  additional  accommodations  for 
the  smaller  pupils,  and  that  this  want  can  be  to  a  great  extent  met  by  the  increased 
facilities  which  these  additional  houses  will  afford. 

It  is  suggested,  if  the  City  Council  should  determine  to  make  any 
appropriation  for  new  houses,  that  the  Board  may  be  clothed  with  a 
discretionary  power  in  reference  to  the  size,  location  and  arrange- 
ment of  such  new  buildings.  But  should  no  appropriation  be  made, 
it  is  the  intention  of  the  Board  to  do  all  in  its  power  to  put  new 
schools  in  operation. 

Several  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  list  of  teachers  since  the 
last  annual  report  of  the  Board.  They  have  been  caused  by  resigna- 
tions, transfers  and  additional  appointments  to  some  of  the  schools, 
the  Board  being  desirous  of  furnishing  every  possible  facility  for 
the  instruction  of  the  scholars.  Whilst  great  advantages  have  been 
gained  by  this  increase  of  teachers,  the  expenses  of  the  Board  have 
not  been  augmented  to  any  great  degree,  from  the  fact  that  females 
have  been  selected,  under  the  arrangement  formerly  alluded  to. 

Dr.  A.  Freitag  has  resigned  the  professorship  of  modern  languages 
in  the  Central  High  School,  and  a  temporary  appointment  of  Mr.  J.

L.  La  Rentrie  as  teacher  of  French  and  Spanish,  and  Mr.  E.  Prey 
as  teacher  of  German,  has  been  made  by  the  committee  on  the  school 
by  authority  of  the  Board.     Mr.  David  Bixler,  a  former  pupil  of  the 
High  School,  has  been  appointed   an  assistant  in  this  school.     Miss 
Sarah  S.  Rice  has  been  elected   as   an  additional  teacher  in  Male 
School  No.  1.     Miss  Mary  Ann  Reside,  first  assistant  in  Female  No. 
3,  has  been  transferred  to  Female  No.  10,  as  principal,  to  fill  the  va- 
cancy caused  by  the  resignation  of  Miss   Susan  Johnson,  and   Miss 
Harriet  Yater  has  been  promoted  to  the  place  formerly  occupied  by 
Miss  Reside.     Miss  Margaret  Snyder  has  been  elected  to  supply  the 
vacancy  made    by  the  promotion  of  Miss  Yater.     Miss  Henrietta 
Adams  has  been  elected  as  an  additional   assistant  in  Male  No.  6, 
and  Miss  M.  A.  Reilly  to  Male  No.  5.     Miss  Ada  Franciscus  hav- 
ing resigned  her  situation  in  Female  No.  3,  Miss  Laura  Mainster 
was  elected   to   supply  her   place.     In  Female  No.  10,  Miss  Mary 
Guest    resigned    and  Miss   Eliza    Gaither  was    elected    to   fill   her 
place,  and  has  subsequently  been  transferred  to  Female  No.  4,  to 
occupy  the  situation  made  vacant  by  the  promotion  of  Miss   Cross, 
who    formerly    occupied    the    place,    and    Miss    Timmons    elected 
to    fill    the  place  of  Miss    Gaither.      Miss  Mary   Dixon   has  been 
elected  as  an  additional  assistant  in  Male  No.  2.     Miss  Mary  Rice, 
the    principal  of  Female   No.   7,    has   been   transferred   to   Female 
Primary  No.   1,  as  principal  of  the   same,  and    Mrs.   Groscup  has 
been   selected    by   the   committee  on  the   school    to   fill    her    place 
until    a    permanent    appointment    can    be    made.       Additional    aid 
being  required  in  the  Western  Female  High  School,  Miss  Anna  E. 
Franklin,  formerly  a  pupil  of  this  school,  was  elected  an  assistant 
teacher.     In  consequence  of  the  large  number  of  scholars,  Miss  Ag- 
nes P.  Tolson  and  Miss  Sarah  R.  German  have  been  elected  assist- 
ant teachers  in  Female  Primary  No.  1,  recently  established  on  Can- 
ton avenue.     Miss  Sarah  J.  Cook  has  been  appointed  first  assistant 
in  Female  No.  6,  in  place  of  Miss  A.  E.  Cockey,  deceased.     Mr. 
L.  Wilder  having  resigned  the  situation  of  teacher  of  music  for  the 
eastern  division  of  schools,   Mr.  Jos.  E.  Perrine  has  been  appointed 
to  fill  the  vacancy.    In  the  Western  Female  High  School,  Miss  Mary 
Mclntire,  assistant  in  Female  No.  4,  has  been  elected  as  an  assistant 
in  the  place  of  Mrs.  Parker,  resigned,  and  Miss  Cross,  second  assist- 
ant in  Female  No.  4,  has  been  promoted  to  the  situation  of  first  as- 
sistant.    Mr.  J.  L.  Yater,   assistant   in    Male   No.   9,  and   W.  F. 
Speaks,  assistant  in  Male  No.  4,  having  resigned,  female  assistants 
were   appointed   to  fill  their   places.     Miss   Mary  E.  Trimble  was 
elected  to  the  vacancy  in  No.  9,  and  Miss  Emily  Armager,  an  as- 
sistant in  Female  No.  10.  was  transferred  to  Male  No.  4,  and  Miss 
A.  C.  Buck  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  created  by  this  transfer.     In 
Female  No.  2,  Miss  Elenora  Jenkins  has  resigned  and  Miss  Georgi- 
ana  Baker  has  been  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy.     Mr.  William  W. 
Lambdin  having  resigned   the   situation  in  the  male  department  of 
No.  2,  to  which  he  had   been   permanently  elected,  Miss  Alary  E. 
Slicer  was  substituted  in  his  place. 
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Accompanying  this  report  is  a  table,  which  exhibits  the  schools 
as  now  organized,  the  names  of  the  teachers  with  their  salaries,  and 
the  schools  to  which  they  are  attached,  and  also  the  number  of  schol- 
ars in  each  school.  The  number  of  scholars  in  all  the  schools  is 
6,699.  It  will  be  observed,  by  a  comparison  with  the  report  of  last 
year,  that  the  increase  of  scholars  is  260.  At  the  last  examination 
120  were  admitted  to  the  Central  High  School,  64  to  the  Eastern, 
and  73  to  the  Western  Female  High  School. 

Previous  to  the  closing  of  the  schools  for  the  Christmas  holydays, 
the  Board  held  a  private  examination  of  all  the  schools,  and  it  is 
with  pleasure  we  state,  that  the  scholars  generally  gave  satisfaction 
and  furnished  evidence  of  the  zeal  and  industry  of  their  teachers. 
The  condition  of  the  schools  is  flourishing  and  highly  gratifying,  and 
it  is  with  no  ordinary  degree  of  pride  that  the  Board  views  the  bene- 
ficial influence  exerted  upon  the  public  mind  by  our  system  of  edu- 
cation. 

The  Treasurer's  account  is  annexed,  which  will  present  the 
sources  from  which  funds  have  been  received  for  carrying  on  the 
operations  of  the  Board,  and  also  to  what  purposes  they  have  been 
applied.  His  statement  will  also  show  the  estimates  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

In  order  to  pay  the  quarter  salary  due  the  teachers  on  February 
1st,  1848,  the  Board  borrowed  $9,000,  the  sum  authorized  by  ordi- 
nance No.  1  of  February  8th  ;  a  balance  of  which,  $4,500,  is  yet 
unpaid.  It  was  with  great  difficulty  that  the  necessary  amount 
could  be  procured,  and  the  Board  has  been  unable  to  meet  promptly 
the  notes  which  were  given  for  the  amounts  thus  borrowed,  in  con- 
sequence of  no  provision  being  made  by  the  City  Council  for  their 
payment,  beyond  the  means  which  would  be  received  from  the  col- 
lection of  the  taxes  granted  for  the  support  of  the  schools.  This 
has  caused  serious  inconvenience  and  embarrassment  to  the  Board, 
and  may  at  some  future  time  prevent  individuals  from  granting  simi- 
lar accommodations.  Money  from  taxes  is  so  very  slowly  realized, 
and  the  demands  upon  the  Board  every  quarter  are  so  heavy,  that  the 
funds  received  from  all  sources  are  seldom  sufficient  to  meet  the  pay- 
ments. The  difficulty  was  of  course  materially  increased  wrhen  it 
was  made  necessary  to  apply  the  resources  of  the  Board  to  the  pay- 
ment of  claims  which  belonged  to  and  should  have  been  provided 
for  and  settled  at  an  earlier  period.  We  believe  that  this  obstacle 
would  not  have  been  presented  had  a  special  appropriation  been 
made  to  be  taken  from  the  city  treasury,  or  had  a  different  mode  of 
payment  been  directed.  There  is  also  $3,636  17  due  the  Fire- 
men's Insurance  Company,  for  money  borrowed  to  complete  the 
Western  Female  High  School  and  Public  School  No.  11,  payment 
of  which  has  been  postponed  for  the  reason  just  named.  We  ask 
that  arrangements  may  be  made  for  the  settlement  of  these  claims. 

By  reference  to  the  Treasurer's  statement  it  will  be  discovered  that 
the  amount  paid  for  teachers  salaries  has  exceeded  the  estimate  in 
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the  sum  of  $788  53,  but  this  amount  has  been  more  than  covered 
by  the  increase  in  the  receipts  of  the  tuition  fees.  The  receipts  from 
that  source  have  been  $2,935  96  more  than  the  estimate.  The  ac- 
tual expenditures  of  the  year  have  exceeded  the  estimate  only  about 
$471  45.  This  has  been  caused  by  the  addition  made  to  Public 
School  No.  8,  the  alteration  at  Female  School  No.  3,  and  the  fitting 
up  with  furniture  of  Female  Primary  No.  1.  The  cost  of  these  im- 
provements was  not  embraced  in  the  estimate  of  last  year;  and  had 
they  not  been  made,  the  expenditures  would  not  have  reached  the 
sum  estimated. 

The  Board  has  not  been  more  fortunate  this  year  than  formerly  in 
obtaining  funds  for  the  prompt  payment  of  the  teachers.  Frequently 
payment  has  been  delayed  for  a  considerable  length  of  time  after  the 
salaries  have  become  due.  This  subject  was  presented  to  the  con- 
sideration of  the  City  Council  last  year,  and  we  again  respectfully 
call  your  attention  to  it. 

Teachers  go  to  their  duty  with  hearts  better  qualified  to  perform  their 
obligations  to  their  scholars  and  the  community,  when  they  are  not 
suffering  from  the  discomfort  and  pain  usually  produced  by  the  strug- 
gles of  pecuniary  embarrassment,  and  when  they  know  that  they 
have  kind  and  generous  patrons  who  are  not  insensible  to  their  wants 
and  welfare. 

We  cannot  conclude  without  asking  your  special  care  and  atten- 
tion to  the  wants  of  our  Public  Schools,  congratulating  you  upon  the 
beneficial  results  that  have  already  been  derived  from  their  establish- 
ment in  this  community.

REPORT 


COUNSELLOR     FOR    THE     CITY 


Baltimore,  January  10th,  1849. 

To  the  Hon.  Elijah  Stansbury, 

Mayor  of  the  City  of  Baltiinore  : 

The  undersigned,  Counsellor  for  the  city  of  Baltimore,  respectfully 
reports :  That  since  his  last  annual  report,  the  several  appeals  taken 
by  John  B.  Morris  and  Wm.  K.  Gordon,  in  their  respective  cases, 
from  the  decision  of  Baltimore  County  Court,  have  been  heard  in  the 
Court  of  Appeals,  and  the  decision  of  that  court  upheld  the  right  of 
the  city  to  tax  the  stock  of  the  old  banks  for  city  purposes — and 
consequently  the  judgment  of  the  County  Court  has  been  affirmed 
against  the  plaintiffs'  right  of  recovery.  The  amount  of  these  claims 
by  various  parties  was  upwards  of  $40,000,  and  since  the  affirmance 
of  the  city  to  tax  said  stock,  a  large  amount  of  taxes  has  been  col- 
lected where  there  had  been  a  refusal  to  pay  by  stockholders  until 
the  decision  was  made  known. 

In  the  case  of  Wm.  Lefferman  vs.  The  City,  which  was  an  action 
brought  in  the  County  Court  to  recover  the  amount  expended  by 
him  in  walling  his  property,  situate  on  Jones'  falls,  the  appeal  by 
the  city  against  the  decision  of  the  County  Court  was  sustained,  and 
all  other  cases  of  claims  founded  upon  like  circumstances,  such  as 
those  of  Roach,  Carrere,  and  others,  have  been  entered  satisfied. 

The  appeals  taken  by  Ashton  Alexander  and  Wm.  Wilson,  from 
the  decision  of  Chancellor  Johnson,  upon  application  to  stay  pro- 
ceedings in  the  matter  of  opening  Fayette  street,  was  heard  before  the 
Court  of  Appeals,  and  the  decision  of  that  court,  while  sustaining 
the  refusal  of  the  Chancellor,  will  go  far  to  stop  further  controversy 
about  the  validity  of  the  various  ordinances  of  the  city  in  relation  to 
the  opening  of  streets. 

On  the  matter  of  the  appeal  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church, 
East  Baltimore  Station  vs.  The  Mayor  and  City  Council,  the  Court 
of  Appeals  has  recently  affirmed  the  decision  of  the  Chancellor,  dis- 
solving the  injunction  which  had  been  previously  granted,  staying 
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the  proceedings  in  the  opening  of  Little  Aisquith  street.  There  is 
no  longer  any  obstacle  to  the  opening  of  this  street — and  the  Regis- 
ter has  published  the  usual  notice. 

On  the  appeal  of  Robert  Ramsay  from  the  assessment  of  the  Com- 
missoners  for  opening  Chew  street,  the  jury  having  had  the  subject 
referred  to  them,  refused  to  alter  the  assessment,  and  rendered  their 
verdict  on  the  appeal  affirming  the  assessment  made  by  the  Com- 
missioners.    In  this  case  the  appellant  was  made  to  pay  the  costs. 

In  the  matter  of  the  appeal  from  the  proceedings  of  the  Commis- 
sioners in  the  opening  of  Orchard  street,  the  jury,  after  having  exam- 
ined the  premises  and  the  facts  of  the  case,  have  returned  their 
assessment  into  court,  which  sustains  the  view  of  the  Commis- 
sioners with  but  slight  alterations. 

The  appellants  in  this  case  have  applied  for  an  injunction,  and 
the  Chancellor  has  granted  the  writ. 

I  regret  that  further  delay  will  result  from  the  continuance  of  the 
controversy  in  the  opening  of  this  street,  as  I  consider  the  improve- 
ment very  desirable,  and  consider  the  finding  of  the  jury  as  correct. 

The  main  ground  upon  which  the  injunction  was  asked,  was  upon 
a  technical  objection  to  the  mode  in  which  the  jury  have  rendered 
their  verdict.     • 

I  do  not  think  that  after  a  full  hearing  the  Chancellor  will  con- 
tinue the  injunction.  This  case  will  probably  be  tried  in  the  coming 
month. 

In  the  matter  of  the  injunction  previously  granted  by  Judge  Le- 
grand  in  the  case  of  Parr  vs.  City,  restraining  the  Commissioners 
from  opening  Eden  street,  the  court  have  dissolved  the  injunction. 
I  am  only  waiting  the  time  allowed  for  an  appeal  to  run  out,  which 
is  nearly  at  hand,  and  I  will  make  known  the  fact  to  the  Commis- 
sioners, when  no  further  delay  will  occur  in  the  opening  of  said 
street. 

In  the  case  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  vs.  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Rail  Road  Company,  which  was  pending  in  the  Court  of 
Appeals  at  the  time  of  my  last  report,  the  decision  of  that  court  has 
been  made  and  the  judgment  of  the  County  Court  in  favor  of  the 
defendant  has  been  affirmed. 

I  expect  to  try  the  case  of  the  City  vs.  White  within  a  few  days, 
to  which  case  I  made  reference  in  my  last  annual  communica- 
tion. The  right  of  the  city  to  collect  wharfage  on  what  is  familiarly 
known  as  Oliver's  wharf,  by  virtue  of  certain  contracts  with  the  late 
Robert  and  John  Oliver,  is  involved  in  this  case,  and  as  the  Court 
of  Appeals  have  sustained  the  law  as  contended  for  by  the  Counsel 
for  the  city,  I  entertain  but  liitle  doubt  that  the  controversy  will 
terminate  favourably  to  the  city. 

A  suit  has  been  instituted  by  Nathaniel  Williams,  executor  of  H. 
Kitty  Chase  vs.  The  City,  to  recover  the  amount  of  damages  awarded 
to  the  owner  of  a  portion  of  ground  condemned  in  the  opening  of 
Dover  street. 
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This  is  in  the  nature  of  an  amicable  suit,  to  try  a  question  of  title 
between  certain  persons  claiming  ownership,  and  as  the  city  holds  the 
money  in  her  treasury,  subject  to  the  decision  of  the  court  upon  the 
proof  of  title,  it  is  not  a  matter  of  much  moment  to  the  corporation 
how  the  controversy  terminates — and  all  parties  are  satisfied  to  have 
the  money  remain  until  the  decision  is  made. 

I  have  instituted  a  suit  against  N.  Williams  and  John  Prentiss, 
trustees  of  James  Mosher,  to  recover  the  amount  of  tax  levied  by  the 
city  upon  a  mortgaged  debt  due  the  estate. 

The  facts  having  been  agreed  upon,  the  counsel  for  the  defendants 
and  myself  have  made  out  a  written  statement  with  a  view  of  obtain- 
ing the  court's  opinion  on  the  questions  of  law  involved  in  the  matter. 

I  have  instituted  suit  in  the  name  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
against  Francis  Gibbons,  to  recover  a  sum  of  money  due  by  him  for 
the  hiring  of  scows,  &c.  The  bill  was  made  out  by  the  City  Com- 
missioners. 

I  have  also  instituted  a  suit  against  Edward  Spedden  for  the 
amount  of  a  promissory  note  ($240)  due  by  him  to  the  city.  Upon 
this  case  I  shall  obtain  judgment  in  a  few  days,  as  there  is  no  dis- 
pute about  the  debt. 

Agreeably  to  the  instructions  contained  in  Resolution  No.  67,  in 
reference  to  the  foreclosure  of  the  mortgage  held  by  the  city  in  the 
steamboat  Patapsco,  I  have  caused  the  said  boat  to  be  sold — the  nett 
proceeds  amounted  to  4,206  25,  and  the  claims  to$7,936  29  :  after 
ascertaining  the  list  of  creditors,  upon  a  statement  presented  to  me 
and  sworn  to  by  the  President  of  the  Chesapeake  Steam  Towing 
Company,  I  distributed  the  proceeds  to  the  several  creditors  by  divi- 
dend, according  to  the  mode  prescribed  by  the  resolution.  The 
vouchers  I  have  filed  in  the  Register's  office. 

The  claim  which  the  city  has  for  the  amount  furnished  to  the 
company  is  secured  by  the  mortgages  on  the  Relief.  As  there  is  no 
insurance  upon  that  boat,  I  think  that  some  steps  should  be  taken 
to  realize  the  claim.  * 

A  statement  of  facts  has  been  agreed  upon  by  counsel,  and  a  suit 
docketed  in  Baltimore  County  Court,  in  the  name  of  the  city  against 
Alex  Brown  &  Sons,  to  try  the  validity  of  the  assessment  and  tax 
upon  State  stock  by  the  city  of  Baltimore.  As  at  present  but  few 
persons  pay  upon  this  stock,  I  thought  it  advisable  that  the  power 
should  be  upheld  or  denied  by  the  court. 

In  the  case  of  Sheppard  C.  Leakin  vs.  The  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil of  Baltimore,  the  alledged  title  of  the  plaintiff  to  certain  property 
now  in  the  possession  of  the  city,  is  to  be  examined.  From  what  I 
know  of  the  facts  of  this  case,  I  am  under  no  apprehension  that  the 
suit  can  be  sustained. 

I  have  obtained  a  judgment  of  $200  against  the  Messrs.  Small  for 
violation  of  the  inspection  laws  An  appeal  has  been  taken  in  this 
case,  to  try  the  constitutionality  of  the  inspection  laws  so  far  as  they 
affect  goods  and  merchandize  in  their  transit  to  a  neighboring  State,

I  have  had  occasion  very  frequently,  in  the  enforcement  of  various 
ordinances  of  the  city,  to  notice  that  in  many  instances  there  is  not 
sufficient  care  observed  in  the  imposition  of  penalties  for  violation  of 
the  provisions  which  they  contain.  I  would  suggest  that  the  safest 
mode  of  securing  an  apt  remedy  is  to  impose  a  certain  penalty 
for  the  violation  of  any  one  or  all  of  the  several  provisions  of  any 
ordinance  which  may  be  passed,  to  be  made  as  the  last  section  of 
each  and  every  ordinance.  At  present  in  very  many  ordinances, 
while  there  are  penalties  connected  with  the  violation  of  certain  sec- 
tions, others  equally  important  are  rendered  nugatory  by  an  omis- 
sion of  any  fine  whatever.

TWENTY-SECOND  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF    THE 

PRESIDENT    AND    DIRECTORS,    TO    THE    STOCKHOLDERS 

OF    THE 

BALTIMORE  &  OHIO  RAIL  ROAD  COMPANY. 


At  a  meeting  of  the  Stockholders,  held  pursuant  to  the  charter, 
on  the  second  Monday  of  October  1848,  in  the  city  of  Baltimore, 
the  President  and  Directors  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road 
Company  submitted  the  following  report  and  statement  of  the  affairs 
of  the  company  : 

First. —  Of  the  Main  Stem. 

The  affairs  and  operations  of  the  company  are  stated  in  the  ac- 
counts and  statements  herewith  submitted,  prepared  by  the  treasu- 
rer, and  in  the  letter  or  annual  report  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  acting 
as  general  superintendent,  dated  1st  inst. 

The  statement  A  shews  the  condition  of  the  company's  affairs  on 
the  30th  ult.,  and  the  revenue  and  expenses  of  the  main  stem,  for  the 
year  ending  on  the  same  day,  are  shewn  by  the  statement  B. 

In  addition  to  those  documents  it  will  only  be  necessary  suc- 
cinctly to  point  the  attention  of  the  stockholders  to  the  general  and 
principal  results  which  they  exhibit. 

It  will  appear  that  the  gross  income  from  the  Main  Stem,  for  the 
year  ending  September  30th,  1848,  has  been  §1,213,664  57;  the 
total  expenditure  properly  chargeable  thereto  $662,106  50;  and 
the  nett  revenue  §551,558  07;  shewing  an  increase  over  the  pre- 
ceding year  of  §111,727  99  in  the  gross  income  ;  §71,277  52  in 
the  expenditure,  and  §40,450  47  in  the  nett  revenue. 

With  the  nett  revenue  of  §551,558  02,  equal  to  about  8  per  cent, 
on  the  capital  stock,  the  board  might  have  declared  a  handsome 
dividend  in  money  among  the  stockholders  but  for  the  reasons 
presently  to  be  noticed. 

The  board,  however,  have  determined  in  lieu  of  dividend  to 
increase  the  capital  stock  of  the  company  to  the  amount  of  the  re- 
13 
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venue  applied  during  the  year  to  reconstruction,  including  the  ex- 
tension to  the  south  side  of  the  basin,  the  alterations  in  the  bed  of 
the  road,  and  to  serveys  and  right  of  way,  and  to  give  to  the  stock- 
holders certificates  or  scrip  therefor,  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  a  res- 
olution adopted  by  the  board  on  the  7th  inst. 

The  capital  of  the  company,  at  least  all  that  could  be  made  im- 
mediately available,  was,  as  is  well  known,  exhausted  before  the 
main  stem  was  completed  to  Cumberland,  and  adequately  stocked 
with  motive  power  and  machinery.  To  supply  the  deficiency  it  be- 
came necessary  to  use  the  revenue,  when  neither  the  bonds  of  the 
state  nor  those  of  the  company,  payable  at  remote  periods,  could 
be  negotiated. 

For  some  year's  the  board  were  able,  after  appropriating  a  portion 
of  each  years  nett  revenue  to  the  above  objects,  to  divide  the  balance 
among  the  stockholders. 

During  the  years,  ending  respectively  September  30th,  1846,  and 
September  30th,  1847,  the  demands  upon  the  revenue  for  purposes 
to  which  capital,  had  it  not  been  exhaused,  or  could  it  have  been 
made  available,  would  have  been  applied,  were  so  heavy  that  the 
board,  as  the  stockholders  are  aware,  while  they  declared  the  usual 
dividend,  were  obliged  to  make  a  large  portion  of  it  payable  in  the 
bonds  of  the  company ;  and  during  the  year  just  ended,  the  neces- 
sity of  a  still  further  increase  of  the  motive  power  and  machinery, 
and  of  putting  the  road  on  the  best  and  most  permanent  footing,  in 
view  of  the  business  constantly  accumulating  upon  it,  have  not  only 
absorbed  the  entire  revenue  of  the  year,  but  caused  engagements  to 
be  entered  into  which  must  be  met  out  of  the  revenue  of  the  year 
to  come.  Hence  it  is  that  no  dividend  in  money  is  at  this  time  de- 
clared on  the  capital  stock  of  the  company. 

When  the  board  undertook  to  do  what  has  just  been  adverted  to, 
and  what  will  be  presently  detailed,  they  expected  to  be  able  to  use 
the  credit  of  the  company  so  as,  at  all  events,  to  obviate  the  neces- 
sity of  any  charge  upon  the  income  of  the  year  ending  September 
30th,  1849.  But  it  was  found  that  this  could  not  be  done  without 
a  greater  sacrifice  of  the  company's  bonds  than  would  have  been  at 
all  advisable ;  besides  which,  in  the  then  condition  of  the  market, 
the  appearance  of  the  company  as  a  seller,  to  any  extent,  would 
have  impaired  the  value  of  the  bonds  in  the  hands  of  contractors 
who  had  agreed  to  receive  them,  at  par,  in  payment  for  work — 
which  was  on  every  account  to  be  avoided. 

The  expenditures  properly  chargeable  to  capital,  and  here  particu- 
larly referred  to,  have  all  had  reference  to  the  permanent  increase  of 
the  business  of  the  road  and  the  most  profitable  transactions  of  it, 
were  imperiously  called  for  by  the  demands  of  the  public,  and  will 
realize  to  the  company  in  an  addition  to  its  property  and  effects  and 
in  increased  facilities  in  its  daily  operations,  more  than  an  equiva- 
lent to  the  amount  of  the  outlay. 
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With  this  view,  the  board  deemed  it  necessary  to  add  largely  to 
the  motive  power  and  machinery ;  to  proceed  with  the  reconstruc- 
tion of  the  old,  imperfect,  and  worn  out  road  ;  to  change  the  original 
and  defective  location  of  the  track  east  of  the  Monocacy,  so  that 
there  should  occur  upon  it  no  curve  of  less  radius  than  six  hundred 
feet ;  and  to  extend  a  branch  road  to  the  south  side  of  the  basin,  on 
which  the  transportation,  not  intended  for  distribution  in  the  city, 
might  be  done  by  steam  to  the  water's  edge,  and  much  of  the  cost 
of  horse  power  in  the  streets  be  saved  and  other  serious  inconveni- 
ences avoided. 

The  demand  for  transportation  eastward  from  Cumberland,  in 
1847,  far  exceeding  as  it  did,  owing  to  peculiar  causes,  the  experi- 
ence of  previous  years,  admonished  the  board  of  the  absolute  neces- 
sity of  providing,  by  the  purchase  of  additional  cars  and  engines, 
against  a  contingency  which,  having  occurred  once,  might  occur 
again,  and  when  ignorance  could  not,  a  second  time,  be  pleaded  as 
an  excuse  for  not  being  prepared  to  meet  it. 

Large  as  was  the  increase  of  the  company's  business  in  the  year 
ending  in  September  1847,  the  business  of  the  year  just  ended  has, 
as  already  shown,  exceeded  it, — and  this  under  a  diminution  in  the 
price  of  produce  of  every  description, — showing  how  unsafe,  indeed 
how  inexcusable,  it  would  have  been  for  the  board  to  have  looked 
upon  the  demand  for  transportation,  in  1847,  as  temporary,  and  as 
too  unlikely  to  occur  again  to  require  any  unusual  expenditure  upon 
the  part  of  the  company.  Had  the  board  been  disposed  to  take  this 
view,  the  suits  brought  by  those  who  claimed  damages  consequent 
upon  the  company's  inability  to  bring  their  live  stock  from  Cumber- 
land as  fast  as  it  arrived  there,  would  have  sufficiently  admonished 
them  of  its  danger.  And  although  the  board  are  advised  and  be* 
heved  that  the  company  could  not  be  visited  with  the  consequences 
of  an  emergency  which  could  not  have  been  forseen,  yet,  they  are 
also  advised  that,  with  the  notice  that  had  been  given  them  of  a 
possible  demand  upon  them,  it  would  be  at  their  peril  to  neglect  it. 
While  the  purchase  of  cars  and  engines  was  an  actual  addition  to 
the  motive  power  of  the  company,  the  reconstruction  of  the  road  so 
as  to  increase  the  safety  and  facilitate  its  use,  and  to  avoid  all  curves 
of  less  than  six  hundred  feet  radius  was  a  virtual  addition  to  it — for 
the  work  which  the  alteration  and  improvement  would  enable  each 
engine  to  do  over  and  above  the  limit  of  its  performance  on  the  old 
track,  with  curves  of  radii  as  small  as  four  hundred  feet  and,  in  some 
cases,  even  less,  would  be  equivalent  to  adding  to  the  number  of 
engines,  and  ultimately  make  up,  in  annual  profit  to  the  company, 
the  cost  of  reconstruction.  Nor  would  this  be  the  only  gain  ;  the 
saving  of  wear  and  tear  on  all  the  engines  and  cars  of  the  company, 
and  the  lessening  of  the  risk  of  accidents  being  alone  sufficient  to 
justify  the  necessary  expenditure. 
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Nor  was  it  less  necessary  to  provide  for  the  distribution  of  the 
freight  thus  brought  in  increasing  quantities  to  the  border  of  the 
city  of  Baltimore,  than  it  was  to  provide  means  for  transporting  it 
from  Cumberland  and  other  points  on  the  main  stem.  It  is  well 
known  that,  even  heretofore,  in  the  busy  season,  it  has  been  by  the 
greatest  exertions  only,  and  by  working  day  and  night,  that  the 
track  in  Pratt  street  has  been  sufficient  for  the  passenger  and  bur- 
then business  of  the  company  ; —  and,  although  the  city  authorities 
permitted  steam  to  be  used  in  the  streets,  yet  it  was  under  restric- 
tions which  made  the  ordinance  practically  useless. 

It  became  necessary,  therefore,  in  the  opinion  of  the  board,  as  a 
part  of  their  general  purpose,  to  provide  such  an  access  to  the  wa- 
ter's edge  with  steam  power,  relieved  from  the  objections  attending 
all  street  transportation,  as  wTill  be  furnished  by  the  track  leading  to 
the  south  side  of  the  basin.  In  view  then  of  the  objects  to  be  ac- 
complished, and  for  the  reasons  here  given,  the  board  ordered  10 
engines  of  the  first  class,  and  purchased  2  of  the  second  and  1  of 
the  third  class,  28  passenger  and  171  burthen  cars,  at  a  cost  of 
$240,348,  and  they  put  under  contract  such  portions  of  the  main 
stem  as  required  immediate  improvements  in  the  road  bed,  and  the 
branch  to  the  south  side  of  the  basin  ;  the  estimated  cost  of  the 
former  being  $200,046,  and  of  the  latter  $143,503— making  a 
total  proposed  extra  expenditure  of  $583,897. 

As  this,  necessary  as  it  was,  in  addition  to  the  expenses  for  in- 
terest, &c,  exceeded  any  probable  amount  of  nett  revenue,  it  be- 
came important  that  the  contracts  for  the  graduation  and  masonry 
of  the  reconstruction  and  extension  should  be  made  payable,  as  far 
as  possible,  in  bonds  falling  due  at  remote  periods,  provided  this 
could  be  done  on  terms  compatible  with  the  interests  of  the  com- 
pany. Proposals  were  invited  accordingly  and  contracts  in  every 
way  satisfactory,  payable  in  bonds,  were  soon  after  executed  and 
the  work  was  commenced. 

Of  the  whole  sum  expended  during  the  year  on  account  of  the 
reconstruction  of  the  track  ordered  in  previous  years,  $13,838  02 
was  paid  in  bonds,  $200,046  for  the  alterations  in  the  bed  of  the 
road,  and  $89,004  on  account  of  the  extension  of  the  track  to  the 
south  side  of  the  basin,  are  payable  in  like  manner ;  and  in  each 
case  the  payments  are  made  in  bonds  at  par,  and  for  amounts  within 
the  estimates  of  the  chief  engineer. 

Up  to  30th  September  there  had  been  delivered  7  engines,  16 
passenger  and  171  burden  cars,  on  account  of  which  there  had  been 
paid  $150,653  37.  The  reconstruction  of  the  track  may  be  said  to 
be  finished,  on  account  of  which  bonds  falling  due  January  1st, 
1867,  for  $13,838  02,  and  $164,645  23  in  cash,  had  been  paid 
during  the  year.  About  two-thirds  of  the  graduation  and  masonry 
of  the  "  improvements"  in  the  road  bed  had  been  completed,  on 
account  of  which,  $113,062  74  in  bonds  falling  due  January  1st, 
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1867,  had  been  issued  ;  and  $16,534  60  had  been  paid  in  money  on 
account  of  right  of  way  and  superintendance.  The  extension  to 
the  south  side  of  the  basin  was  about  three-fourths  completed,  and 
on  this  account  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $52,159  75,  payable  as 
above,  had  been  issued,  and  $22,569  11  paid  in  money. 

The  above  shows  the  application  that  has  been  made  of  so  much 
of  the  nett  revenue  of  the  company,  for  the  year  just  ended,  for  pur- 
poses properly  chargeable  to  capital,  and  to  which  capital  would 
have  been  appropriated,  had  it  not  been  for  the  causes  already  stated. 

It  will  appear  from  the  statements  and  reports  referred  to  that  the 
outstanding  engagements  of  the  company  for  the  objects  above 
enumerated  amount  to  about  $270,317  56,  to  be  paid  in  bonds  and 
money.  The  part  to  be  paid  in  money,  amounting  to  about 
$156,809  16,  will,  to  that  extent,  be  a  charge  on  the  revenue  of  the 
year  ending  on  the  30th  September,  1849 — and  if  to  this  be  added 
the  sum  due  for  borrowed  money,  say  $35,000,  and  to  the  Washing- 
ton road,  say  $22,427  11,  there  would  be  the  sum  of  $214,236  27 
in  cash,  chargeable  upon  the  revenue  of  the  same  year. 

The  total  amount  of  the  bonds  of  the  company  for  all  purposes, 
now  outstanding,  exclusive  of  the  old  loan  for  the  construction  of 
the  Washington  road,  is  $499,346  20,  and  for  the  final  payment  of 
all  the  engagements  on  account  of  the  objects  already  adverted  to, 
the  aggregate  amount  of  such  bonds,  issued  and  to  be  issued,  accord- 
ing to  the  estimate  and  report  of  the  chief  engineer,  will  not  exceed 
the  sum  of  $623,173  71. 

When  the  engines  and  cars  ordered,  as  herein  stated,  shall  all  be 
delivered,  the  motive  power  and  machinery  of  the  company  will  con- 
sist of  23  engines  of  the  1st  class,  4  of  the  2d,  15  of  the  3d,  and 
20  of  the  4th  class ;  65  passenger  cars,  37  coal  cars  of  wood, 
and  203  of  iron,  and  961  burden  cars  of  all  other  descriptions  ;  and 
with  the  road  entirely  renewed  with  a  single  track  of  heavy  rail 
and  improved  construction  from  Cumberland  to  Baltimore,  and  ex- 
tended to  the  south  side  of  the  basin,  thus  stocked,  it  is  believed 
that  the  company  will  be  able  to  do  any  amount  of  business  which 
they  at  present  have  reason  to  believe  will  be  offered. 

When  the  reconstruction  now  under  contract  is  completed  there 
will  remain  but  two  places  on  the  road — one  at  the  Relay  house  and 
the  other  at  Ilchester — where  the  curves  are  of  a  less  radius  than 
six  hundred  feet ;  the  cost  of  making  the  change  at  these  places  has 
been  estimated  at  $64,573. 

The  laying  of  the  rails  on  the  extension  to  the  south  side  of  the 
basin  has  been  commenced,  and  it  is  supposed  by  the  chief  engineer 
that  the  track  will  probably  be  ready  for  use  by  the  1st  of  December 
next. 

During  the  last  year  there  have  been  transported  on  the  main 
stem  290,698  passengers,  and  271,252  tons  of  freight.  The  pro- 
portion of  expenditure   properly  chargeable   to  revenue   has  been 
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54j  per  cent.  The  number  of  miles  run  by  the  engines  on  the 
main  stem  and  Washington  road,  has  been  1,039,439 ;  and  of  the 
57  engines  belonging  to  the  company,  during  that  time,  48  have 
been  kept  in  constant  use.  The  cost  of  transporting  a  passenger 
per  mile,  during  the  same  period  has  been  1,092  cents,  and  a 
ton  of  freight  1,829  cents. 

These  results,  shown  by  the  report  of  the  chief  engineer,  are  im- 
portant ;  and  are  stated  in  this  detail  that  the  stockholders  by  insti- 
tuting a  comparison  with  similar  results  on  other  roads  of  high  repute 
in  the  country,  and  corresponding  with  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail 
Road,  may  be  enabled  to  appreciate  the  manner  in  which  the  board 
has  discharged  its  duty  in  the  management  and  working  of  the  main 
stem.  Such  a  comparison  affords,  perhaps,  the  best  test  within 
reach ;  and  it  is  one  to  wThich  the  board  may,  with  confidence  and 
satisfaction,  invite  the  attention  of  the  stockholders. 

There  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  the  chief  engineer's  report  a 
table,  showing,  at  a  glance,  the  proportion  of  expenditure  to  reve- 
nue— the  cost  of  transporting  a  passenger  and  a  ton  of  freight, 
respectively,  per  mile — and  the  proportion  of  engines  in  use  to  the 
whole  number  owned,  on  six  of  the  principal  and  best  known  rail 
roads  of  the  United  States,  for  the  year  1847,  which  is  the  latest 
date  to  which  access  has  been  had  to  their  respective  reports. 
From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  expense  per  mile  run  is  10  per 
cent,  and  and  the  cost  per  passenger  per  mile  is  30  per  cent,  less 
than  the  average  of  those  roads,  while  the  cost  per  ton  per  mile  may 
be  said  to  be  the  same  with  that  average,  as  it  is  but  2  per  cent, 
more.  The  less  favorable  proportion  of  expenses  to  receipts,  being 
about  8  per  cent,  against  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road,  is  due 
to  causes  of  temporary  operation  now  nearly  at  an  end,  independent 
of  which,  however,  a  sufficient  explanation  of  it  may  be  found  in 
the  lower  charges  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road,  which  for 
passengers  are  29  per  cent,  and  for  freight  are  37  per  cent,  less  than 
the  average  of  those  roads,  and  3  per  cent,  and  7  per  cent,  respec- 
tively, less  than  the  lowest  of  them,  which  have  cost  §10,165  per 
mile  more  than  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road. 

Nor  must  it  be  forgotten  that  while  all  the  roads,  wTith  which  the 
above  comparison  has  been  made,  are  finished  works,  realizing  all 
that  their  proprietors  anticipated,  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road 
is  as  yet  incomplete,  resting,  for  the  present,  at  a  point  which  the 
most  sanguine,  even  at  this  day,  would  hesitate  to  make  the  terminus 
of  a  road,  with  no  other  connection  with  the  Ohio  than  would  be 
afForded  by  the  turnpikes  and  the  common  roads  of  the  country. 

Second. —  Of  the  Washington  Road. 

The  affairs  of  this  road  are  shewn  by  the  statements  C  and  D. 
It  will  appear  that  the  gross  income  from  the  Washington  road, 
for  the  year  ending  30th  September  1848,   has  been  $255,164  73  ; 
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the  total  expenditure  properly  chargeable  thereto  $143,524  92,  and 
the  nett  revenue  $111,639  76;  shewing  an  increase  over  the  pre- 
ceding year  of  $36,746  42  in  the  gross  income,  $14,714  22  in  the 
expenditure,  and  $22,032  20  in  the  nett  revenue. 

Of  the  nett  revenue  of  the  year  the  board  have  declared  a  divi- 
dend, for  the  last  six  months,  of  $3  upon  each  share  of  stock,  pay- 
able on  and  after  the  15th  day  of  November  next  ensuing  th-^  date 
of  this  report. 

The  above  statements  and  the  annual  report  of  the  chief  engi- 
neer, will  exhibit  all  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  every  descrip- 
tion on  account  of  this  road  ;  will  present  the  same  general  econo- 
my in  its  working  and  management  as  have  characterised  the  ope- 
rations of  the  main  stem,  as  already  detailed  ;  and  the  efficient  con- 
dition of  the  road,  and  of  the  motive  power  and  machinery  is  satis- 
factorily shewn  by  the  report  of  the  chief  engineer.  An  inspection 
of  these  statements  and  report,  to  which  the  attention  of  the  stock- 
holders is  invited,  will  dispense  with  any  further  observations  in 
this  place. 

Third. —  Of  the  extension  of  the  Road  to  the  Ohio  river. 

The  stockholders  are  already  aware  that  authority  has  been  ob- 
tained from  the  state  of  Virginia  for  this  purpose,  on  terms  satisfac- 
tory to  the  company. 

During  the  last  year  the  surveys  of  the  various  routes  have  been 
diligently  prosecuted.  They  were  entered  upon  as  early  as  about 
the  first  of  July,  1847,  with  two  parties  of  engineers,  which  by  the 
first  of  August  following  was  increased  to  three.  There  was  at 
that  time,  and  for  some  time  subsequent,  a  difficulty  in  procuring 
the  services  of  competent  and  experienced  assistants,  or  the  number 
of  parties  might  have  been  enlarged,  in  order,  as  was  earnestly  de- 
sired, to  press  on  the  surveys  with  the  greatest  despatch.  So  urgent 
was  this  wish  that  the  location  of  the  route,  as  is  seen,  was  begun 
some  weeks  before  the  acceptance  of  the  Virginia  law  conferring  the 
right  of  way  in  that  state,  and  before  the  company  was  permitted 
to  advance  beyond  the  boundary  of  Maryland.  Within  the  limits 
of  this  state,  therefore,  the  surveys  were  confined  until  the  middle 
of  October. 

The  engineers  continued  uninterruptedly  in  the  field  during  the 
entire  winter,  and  having  extended  the  lines  upon  one  route  as  far 
as  Cheat  river  by  the  end  of  December,  they  were  then  removed  to 
the  vicinity  of  the  Ohio  and  were  engaged  up  to  the  end  of  May  in 
executing  the  extensive  and  complex  system  of  surveys  necessary  for 
a  choice  of  routes  between  the  mouth  of  Piles  Fork  of  Buffalo  creek 
and  Wheeling.  The  estimates  of  cost  upon  the  route  surveyed  the 
previous  year  from  Cumberland  to  a  point  about  fifty  miles  there- 
from in  the  glades,  were  so  much  delayed  by  the  necessity  of  re- 
moving the  parties  to  the  westward,  and  occupying  them  there  with 
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new  work,  that  the  Chief  engineer  could  not  present  his  report  upon 
those  estimates  until  the  8th  of  last  April.  The  difficulties  of  the 
part  of  the  route  which  formed  the  subject  of  this  report,  and  of  the 
entire  country  as  far  as  the  Cheat  and  Tyg  art's  Valley  rivers,  indu- 
ced the  board  to  call  in  two  consulting  engineers  to  confer  with  the 
chief  engineer  upon  the  location  of  this  important  section  of  the 
road.  For  this  purpose  the  services  of  Jonathan  Knight  of  Penn- 
sylvania, and  John  Childe  of  Massachusetts,  were  secured,  and  in 
the  month  of  June  the  board  of  engineers,  thus  constituted,  exam- 
ined the  country  described,  with  care,  and  decided  upon  all  the  lines 
it  would  be  expedient  to  trace,  in  order  to  leave  no  room  for  ques- 
tion that  the  entire  ground  had  been  investigated  with  the  utmost 
caution. 

The  assistant  engineers,  having  then  completed  their  western  sur- 
veys, were  immediately  transferred  again  to  the  region  between 
Cumberland  and  the  Cheat  river ;  and  have  since  been  laboriously 
engaged  in  running  the  lines  so  indicated.  They  have  now  nearly 
completed  the  surveys  east  of  Cheat  river,  and  two  of  the  parties 
have  moved  to  the  ground  between  that  and  the  Tygart's  Valley  river. 

With  the  present  number  of  parties  the  survey  of  the  whole  route 
from  the  present  road  to  the  Ohio  at  Wheeling  may  be  completed 
before  the  coming  winter,  and  the  lines  will  have  been  traced  with 
sufficient  accuracy  for  satisfactory  estimates  of  distance  and  cost, 
although  not  for  actual  construction  without  a  revision  in  their  de- 
tails— excepting  the  greater  part  of  the  route  upon  the  first  fifty 
miles,  which,  if  the  lines  located  last  year  should  be  ultimately 
adopted^  could  be  made  ready  for  contract  in  a  very  short  time. 
The  report  of  Messrs.  Latrobe,  Knight  and  Childe,  embracing  about 
the  first  27  miles  of  the  extension,  was  not  completed  and  sub- 
mitted to  the  board  until  their  meeting  on  the  13th  day  of  Septem- 
ber. It  presents  at  least  three  points  on  the  present  road,  from 
either  of  which  the  extension  may  be  commenced,  and  also  the 
same  number  of  routes,  varying  more  or  less  from  each  other,  on 
which  the  road  may  be  advantageously  constructed  ;  and  it  contains 
an  elaborate  discussion  of  the  estimates  and  considerations  by 
which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  engineers,  the  choice  among  all  the 
routes  at  the  option  of  the  company  should  be  determined.  The 
choice  between  the  points  indicated  in  this  report,  and  the  selection 
it  may  be  proper  to  make  of  the  route  as  far  as  the  mouth  of  Sav- 
age, involves  questions  of  not  less  importance  than  any  that  would 
be  likely  to  occur  upon  any  part  of  the  entire  line ;  and  as  the  facts 
upon  which  these  could  be  satisfactorily  decided  required  to  be  tho- 
roughly and  minutely  examined  and  digested,  and  as  the  decision 
ultimately  to  be  made  might  seriously  affect  the  interests  of  impor- 
tant sections  of  this  state,  the  board  deemed  it  their  duty,  in  the 
first  instance,  to  refer  the  report  to  their  committee,  in  order  that 
any  additional  information,  not  embraced  in  the  report,  but  neces- 
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sary  to  a  safe  and  sound  conclusion  upon  the  whole  subject,  might 
be  fully  collected  and  investigated,  and  submitted  in  a  perspicuous 
and  satisfactory  form  to  the  board  of  directors. 

The  committee  of  construction  and  reconstruction,  to  whom  the 
subject  has  been  referred,  promptly  engaged  in  its  investigation,  and 
may  be  expected  to  submit  their  report  as  soon  as  a  proper  respect 
to  its  importance  and  to  the  considerations  involved  in  the  subject, 
will  admit  of.  It  may  be  proper  to  observe,  in  the  mean  time,  that 
of  the  practicability  of  making  the  road  to  Wheeling,  with  grades 
perfectly  within  the  useful  available  power  of  the  locomotive  engine, 
and  not  exceeding  in  any  part  79£  feet  to  the  mile,  there  appears  to 
be  no  doubt  whatever  in  the  minds  of  the  eminent  engineers  already 
mentioned.  The  selection,  therefore,  between  routes  each  having 
peculiar  advantages,  will  be  one  of  the  earliest  subjects  for  the 
earnest  consideration  of  the  board  of  directors.

Sir: 

The  second  annual  report  of  this  department,  under  the  revised  organi- 
zation of  the  service  which  went  into  operation  upon  the  1st  of  May, 
1847,  is  herewith  respectfully  submitted,  under  the  following  arrange- 
ment of  the  several  subjects  to  be  noticed. 

I.  The  Working  of  the  Road,  viz : 

1st.  The  maintainance  and  improvement  of  the  Road. 

2d.  The  maintainance  and  improvement  of  the  Machinery. 

3d.  The  conduct  of  the  Transportation. 

4th.  The  Revenue,  Expenditures,  and  Trade. 

II.  The  Extension  of  the  Road,  viz : 

1st.  West  of  Cumberland. 
2d.  East  of  Mount  Clare. 

The  principles  upon  which  the  new  organization  has  been  framed  are 
detailed  in  the  last  annual  report.  It  has  worked  well,  although  with 
some  drawbacks  upon  its  efficiency,  which  may*be  briefly  mentioned. 

The  want  of  suitable  scales  for  weighing  freight  at  most  of  the  stations. 
This  deficiency  has  now  been  remedied,  and  each  of  the  thirty-nine  sta- 
tions upon  the  line  is  fitted  with  the  necessary  accommodations  for  this 
purpose.  The  time  required  to  effect  this  object  however,  postponed  the 
application  of  the  new  system  to  the  tonnage  business  of  the  road,  until 
the  1st  of  March  last. 

The  absence  of  enclosures  to  the  several  stations,  whereby  the  opera- 
tion of  the  ticket  system  to  the  passenger  business,  with  its  salutary 
checks,  is  made  imperfect.  The  erection  of  these  enclosures  would  re- 
quire an  outlay  as  yet  considered  inexpedient;  but  which  must  ultimately 
be  made.  The  same  deficiency  exists  upon  the  other  railways  of  the 
United  States.  In  Europe  the  abundance  of  capital  permits  the  con- 
struction of  the  stations  in  the  most  perfect  manner,  and  the  cheapness 
of  labor  allows  the  employment  of  the  police  required  to  carry  all  the 
necessary  regulations  into  full  effect;  while  the  large  travel  resulting 
from  a  dense  population  requires  every  precaution  in  the  collection  of  the 
revenue  from  passengers,  and  warrants  the  expense  attendant  upon  its 
adoption. 

Another  difficulty  in  the  execution  of  the  new  system  has  arisen  from 
the  nature  of  some  of  the  agencies  employed.  The  agents  of  the  second 
class  stations  upon  the  line,  not  being  regularly  salaried  officers  of  the 
company,  the  services  required  of  them  are  not  performed  with  the  pre- 
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cision  which  would  otherwise  be  expected  of  them.  This  inevitably 
results  from  the  present  circumstances  of  the  work,  which,  passing 
chiefly  through  a  sparsely  settled  country,  would  not  warrant  the  employ- 
ment at  these  stations  of  a  class  of  agents  whose  exclusive  attention  to 
the  company's  business  would  have  to  be  secured  by  a  compensation 
amounting  in  some  instances  to  more  than  the  entire  revenue  yielded  by 
the  station. 

In  addition  to  these  observations,  it  is  proper  that  I  should  state,  that 
the  performance,  in  their  numerous  details,  of  the  duties  devolved  by  the 
system  upon  the  General  Superintendant,  has  been,  as  the  board  are 
aware,  impracticable,  in  consequence  of  the  large  proportion  of  the  time 
of  the  officer  acting  temporarily  in  that  capacity  which  has  been  neces- 
sarily devoted  to  his  other  and  primary  engagements  as  Chief  Engineer; 
and  which  have  withdrawn  him  frequently  and  for  long  intervals  from 
the  road. 

These  several  impediments,  not  inherent  but  accidental,  being  removed, 
as  they  must  in  time  be,  the  new  system  will  without  doubt  realize  all 
its  anticipated  advantages,  as  it  is  unquestionably  founded  upon  sound 
principles  of  administration. 

I  proceed  now,  in  the  order  above  indicated,  to  submit  the  several 
results  of  the  operations  of  the  road,  during  the  year  ending  this  day, 
with  an  account  of  its  present  condition,  and  comparisons  with  its  own 
working  of  the  previous  year,  and  of  that  of  some  other  leading  lines  in 
the  country. 

I.— OF  THE  WORKING  OF  THE  ROAD. 

Maintainance  of  Road. 
Main  Slem*>\ 

1.  The  Road  Bed. — There  is  but  little  remark  to  be  made  under  this 
head,  excepting  what  will  be  said  hereafter  upon  the  improvements  east 
of  the  Monocacy  river.  The  road  surface,  culverts  and  drains  are  gen- 
erally in  good  condition  and  have  suffered  little  from  water  during  the 
past  year. 

2.  The  Railway  Tracks. — At  the  beginning  of  the  year  just  expired 
(October  1st,  1847)  there  were  the  following  lengths  of  track  of  different 
kinds : 

Plate  rail,  east  of  Harper's  Ferry,  laid  in  1830-31,  51  miles. 

H  rail,  east  of  Harper's  Ferry,  laid  in  1838,  19  miles. 

[I  rail,  west  of  Harper's  Ferry,  laid  in  1811-12,  97  miles. 

[I  rail,  east  of  Harper's  Ferry,  laid  in  1846-7-8,  41  miles. 

Making  a  total  of  208  miles. 

Since  the  1st  of  October,  1847,  there  have  been  laid,  east  of  Harper's 
Ferry,  17  miles  of  [\  rail,  in  place  of  an  equal  length  of  plate  rail ;  so 
that  the  account  stands  thus  at  this  date,  October  1st,  1848 : 

Plate  rail,  east  of  Harper's  Ferry,  laid  in  1830-31,  34  miles. 

H  rail,  east  of  Harper's  Ferry,  laid  in  1838,  19  miles. 

[I  rail,  west  of  Harper's  Ferry,  laid  in  1841-42,  97  miles. 

A  rail,  east  of  Harper's  Ferry,  laid  in  1846-7-8,  58  miles. 
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Of  the  61  miles  of  [\  rail  directed  to  be  laid  east  of  Harper's  Ferry,  there 
are  therefore  but  3  miles  still  to  lay,  the  materials  for  which  are  provided, 
and  will  be  put  down  as  soon  as  the  new  graduation  of  the  parts  of  the 
road  for  which  they  are  intended  is  ready  to  receive  them. 

Of  the  34  miles  of  plate  rail  remaining  upon  the  road,  2  miles  is  in 
the  city  of  Baltimore,  between  the  City  Block  and  Mount  Clare  depot — 
13  miles  in  the  second  track  between  Mount  Clare  and  Ellicott's  Mills — 
13  miles  in  the  second  track  between  Parr's  Ridge  and  the  Monocacy, 
3  miles  in  the  Frederick  branch,  and  the  3  miles  ready  to  be  relaid  as 
above.  The  lighter  half  of  the  business  of  the  road  passes  over  the  sec- 
ond and  third  of  these  sections,  which  has  made  it  the  more  practicable 
to  keep  it  up.  The  section  in  the  city  of  Baltimore  has  been  relaid  dur- 
ing the  year  with  a  thicker  bar,  and  upon  timber  instead  of  stone,  as  will 
be  noticed  under  the  head  of  "Improvements."  The  Frederick  branch 
being  short  and  the  weight  and  speed  of  the  trains  moderate,  may  be 
maintained  well  enough  with  the  plate  rail.  Nevertheless  the  expedi- 
ency of  reconstructing  the  whole  of  this  track,  with  a  heavy  rail,  so  soon 
as  the  means  of  the  company  will  allow,  cannot  be  questioned. 

The  cost  of  current  repairs  of  the  track  thus  composed,  has,  during  the 
year  just  ended,  been  as  exhibited  in  the  following  table.  The  number 
of  miles  of  each  kind  of  track  is  the  average  kept  up  through  the  year, 
the  [i  rail  east  of  Harper's  Ferry  increasing  as  the  plate  rail  decreases  in 
extent.  In  the  column  of  "cost  per  mile,"  the  upper  figures  opposite 
each  description  of  rail,  include  the  ditching,  &c.  of  the  road  bed,  not  de- 
pendent on  the  kind  of  track,  and  the  lower  figures  shew  the  cost  of 
maintaining  the  track  alone. 
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The  preceding  apportionment  is  sufficiently  exact  to  shew  the  relative 
cost  of  maintaining  each  kind  of  track  during  the  year — and  from  it  may 
be  inferred  that  if  the  plate  rail  had  been  entirely  superseded  by  the  [\ 
rail,  the  saving  in  current  repairs  would  have  been  $24,288  00. 

During  the  preceding  year,  ending  September  30th,  1847,  the  total 
cost  of  maintainance  was  $131,926  30.  The  expense  then  of  the  pre- 
sent year  exceeds  that  of  the  last  by  $35,438  75.  This  is  chiefly  due  to 
the  extensive  renewal  of  the  wood  work  of  the  H  rail  track,  and  of  the 
[\  rail  track  west  of  Harper's  Ferry,  which  last,  as  noticed  under  this 
head  in  my  last  annual  report,  (see  page  36,)  is  now  in  the  seventh  year 
since  it  was  laid,  and  is  passing  through  the  period  of  entire  renovation, 
which  will  be  completed  by  the  end  of  the  current  year  terminating  with 
1849.  The  repairs  of  the  coming  year  will,  however,  be  very  consider- 
ably lighter  than  those  of  the  year  just  closed. 

Some  remarks  upon  the  character  and  wear  of  railway  tracks  may  be 
appropriate  in  this  place, — as  an  impression  appears  latterly  to  have  pre- 
vailed that  the  description  of  track  laid  west  of  Harper's  Ferry  in  1841- 
42,  and  east  of  that  point,  in  the  reconstruction  of  the  road  in  1846-47- 
48,  is  more  costly  to  maintain  as  well  as  to  construct,  and  otherwise  im- 
perfect in  its  structure.  This  plan  of  track  was  adopted  by  the  board  for 
the  road  west  of  Harper's  Ferry  after  a  careful  consideration  of  the  whole 
subject  by  their  late  chief  engineer,  J.  Knight,  Esq.,  aided  by  the  under- 
signed. The  H  rail  track,  of  which  the  company  had  19  miles  laid  in 
1838,  had,  in  their  judgment,  shewn  serious  defects  in  its  structure,  simi- 
lar to  those  apparent  in  tracks  of  the  same  kind  on  other  roads,  and 
which  they  believed  would  be  in  a  great  measure  obviated  by  the  use  of 
a  continuous  bearing  of  timber  under  a  rail  of  the  same  weight,  but  of  a 
form  better  calculated  to  wear  well.  They  therefore  chose  the  jq  or 
bridge  rail  in  connection  with  a  string  timber  for  its  support.  The 
subsill  used  upon  most  other  roads  at  that  time  was  retained,  and  in  con- 
sequence of  the  use  of  this  additional  longitudinal  timber,  the  number 
and  size  of  the  crossties  were  so  much  diminished  as  to  give  very  little 
more  perishable  matter  in  the  track,  than  in  those  laid  upon  crossties 
only.  The  only  changes,  therefore,  in  the  plan  of  1838  were  in  the 
form  of  the  rail  and  the  introduction  of  a  light  wooden  bearer  under  it, 
which,  breaking  joints  with  it,  gave  a  great  increase  of  strength  at  the 
ends  of  the  bars,  and  supported  the  rail  and  held  it  much  better  in  place 
lengthwise,  than  it  was  practicable  to  do  with  the  crossties  alone.  This 
part  of  the  plan  was  not  new  ;  but  had  been  in  successful  use  on  the 
Washington  branch  road  for  several  years.  It  was  also  a  feature  in  some 
of  the  principal  lines  in  England,  and  was  advocated  and  preferred  by 
some  of  the  most  distinguished  engineers  of  that  country,  and  was  grow- 
ing into  favor  in  America  also — the  first  section  of  the  New  York  and 
Erie  rail  road  having  been  laid  in  that  way.  It  is  true  that  in  New  Eng- 
land and  other  parts  of  the  United  States,  the  continuous  bearing  under 
the  rail  was  not  then  used,  but  the  crosstie  alone,  or  in  connection  with 
the  sub-sill,  was  preferred,  More  recently  however  the  continuous  bear- 
ing seems  to  have  recommended  itself  to  New  England  engineers  ;  as  the 
great  line  of  railway  from  Portland  to  Montreal  is  to  be  laid  on  that  plan, 
and  also  the  road  from  Portland  to  Augusta, — and,  what  is  worthy  of  re- 
mark, the  Eastern  rail  road  from  Boston  through  Salem,  &c,  is  being  re- 
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constructed  with  a  continuous  bearing,  having  been  originally  laid  upon 
crossties  only. 

A  similar  example,  nearer  home,  is  also  to  be  seen  in  the  Philadelphia 
and  Trenton  Rail  Road  and  the  Camden  and  Amboy  Rail  Road,  where 
the  continuous  bearing  appears  to  be  superseding  the  cross  tie.  In  the 
state  of  Georgia  it  may  be  added  that  the  continuous  bearing  is  used  and 
considered  preferable.  These  observations  are  offered  to  show  that  the 
engineers  of  the  company,  at  the  time  the  track  of  1S41  was  planned, 
were  supported  by  the  authority  and  practice  of  eminent  engineers  else- 
where, and  that  the  experience  acquired  since  then  has  led  others  to 
the  same  conclusions. 

In  comparing  the  cost  of  maintaining  this  track  with  that  of  others  of  a 
different  form,  it  is  difficult  to  select  any  road  of  sufficiently  similar 
character  in  all  respects  to  make  the  comparison  satisfactory.  The 
Western  Rail  Road  of  Massachusetts  perhaps  more  nearly  resembles  the 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road  than  any  other  existing  line.  Upon  the 
Western  Rail  Road,  in  the  year  ending  December  1st,  1847,  the  sixth 
year  after  its  opening  for  its  whole  length,  the  cost  of  repairs  per  mile  of 
single  track  was  $1,180;  while  upon  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road 
west  of  Harpers  Ferry,  the  cost  per  mile  for  the  year  ending  this  day, 
being  also  the  sixth  year  after  its  opening,  is  $982.  So  that  the  wes- 
tern road  appears  to  have  cost  $198  per  mile  more  than  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Road.  The  number  of  trips  made  by  trains  over  the  whole 
length  of  each  road,  and  the  operation  of  that  cause  of  wear  and  tear, 
differed  but  little.  The  iron  rail  upon  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road 
weighs  but  5 libs,  per  yard — that  on  the  Western  Rail  Road  from  50£  to 
701bs.  per  yard ;  yet  the  cost,  in  1847,  of  renewing  iron  on  the  Western 
Road  was  $-29,119,  or  at  the  rate  of  $213  per  mile,  while  upon  the  part 
of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road  in  question  it  was  nothing  during 
the  year  just  expired — and  promises  to  be  nothing  for  some  years  to 
come.  The  cost  of  renewing  iron  on  the  Western  road  was,  in  the  year 
1840,  $24,522,  so  that  within  the  two  years  prior  to  the  present,  there 
had  been  $53,041  spent  in  renewals  of  iron.  The  amount  expended 
before  that  period  is  not  shown  in  the  published  statements  of  the  com- 
pany, but  must  have  been  something,  and  the  renewals  this  year  will 
probably  be  considerable,  as  when  iron  begins  to  go,  its  destruction 
advances  with  accelerated  speed.  That  this  difference  in  the  wear  of  the 
iron  has  something  to  do  with  the  general  structure  of  the  track  as  well 
as  the  form  of  the  rail,  cannot  be  doubted.  The  reason  simply  is  that  the 
lighter  rail  of  the  Baltimore  road  is  better  supported,  especially  at  the 
joints,  where  the  chief  destruction  takes  place,  and  the  result  of  this 
comparison  clearly  shows  that  increased  weight  in  the  rail  is  not  of  itself 
sufficient  to  secure  increased  durability ;  but  that  the  form  of  the  rail  and 
the  frame  of  the  track  have  an  important  influence  upon  the  wear  of  the 
iron  bar. 

It  may  be  observed  that  the  H  rail  track  on  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Rail  Road,  laid  on  cross  ties,  appears,  although  four  years  longer  in  use, 
to  have  cost  this  year  less  by  $170  per  mile  than  the  [\  rail  west  of 
Harpers  Ferry  with  the  string  piece.  But  it  is  to  be  said,  on  the  other 
hand,  that  although  the  H  rail  track  is  the  older,  yet  it  has  not  carried 
much  more  than  the  other ;  as  the  most  of  it  is  on  a  part  of  the  road 
where  the  trade  is  divided  between  two  tracks.   Moreover  the  iron  of  the 
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H  rail  had,  when  as  old  as  the  fx  rau<  "  now>  sustained  much  injurious 
wear,  and  although  not  many  bars  have  beenyet  removed  entirely  from 
the  track,  yet  a  great  number  are  so  far  gone  as  to  be  nearly  unfit  for 
further  service.  The  next  two  or  three  years  will,  it  is  believed,  show  a 
decided  difference  in  the  wear  of  the  tracks  in  favor  of  the  _q  rail  with  its 
continuous  timber  bearing. 

It  is  objected  to  the  track  of  continuous  bearing,  that  it  is  less  readily 
adjusted  when  out  of  order,  than  the  track  upon  crossties  alone.  This  is 
in  a  measure  true;  but  on  the  other  hand  it  is  less  subject  to  derange- 
ment, so  that  on  the  whole  it  may  require  no  more  labor  to  keep  it  in 
order.  It  is  said  to  be  more  subject  to  give  way  sidewise  by  the  yield- 
ing of  the  timber.  There  may  be  more  weight  in  this  suggestion  ;  but 
the  difference  of  risk  is  after  all  inconsiderable,  so  long  as  the  timber 
remains  sound.  Accidents  from  this  cause  have  happened,  but  they  have 
been  always  (except  in  case  of  decay  in  the  timber)  where  the  curva- 
tures were  extreme,  and  in  these  cases  they  have  occurred  upon  the  one 
kind  of  track  as  well  as  the  other.  After  all,  however,  that  can  be  said 
on  both  sides,  it  must  be  conceded  that  in  the  simplicity  of  the  cross  tie 
track  there  is  much  that  is  attractive ;  and  were  means  found  to  obviate 
the  evils  arising  from  the  greater  imperfection  of  the  joints  of  the  bars  on 
that  kind  of  track  it  would,  in  the  main,  be  preferable.  This,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  undersigned,  can  only  be  effected  by  an  entire  change  in 
his  modes  of  construction  to  the  circumstances  of  his  work.  Accordingly 
the  form  of  the  iron  rail,  by  which  the  advantages  of  the  combination 
which  it  possesses  with  the  continuous  timber  bearing  may  be  realized 
in  the  rail  itself.  Apart  from  this  consideration,  however,  I  am  of  opinion 
that  it  would  be  unwise  to  adhere  to  either  plan  uniformly,  but  that  the 
one  or  the  other  should  be  chosen  as  it  may  be  best  suited  to  the  local 
peculiarities  of  the  line ;  as  it  is  the  duty  of  the  engineer  always  to  adapt 
I  did  not  hesitate,  in  the  report  upon  the  route  west  of  Cumberland, 
which  I  had  the  honor  to  submit  to  the  board  on  the  8th  of  April  last,  to 
recommend  that  the  string  timber  should  be  rejected  and  the  cross  tie 
alone  used  (except  on  fresh  embankments  where  a  sub-sill  should  tempo- 
rarily be  laid)  in  connection  with  a  heavier  rail  than  would  be  needed 
with  the  continuous  bearing,  and  a  more  carefully  planned  and  perfect 
fastening  than  any  of  those  heretofore  used,  and  whose  inefficiency  has 
been  so  fully  demonstrated  upon  the  best  railways  of  the  country. 

These  remarks  might  be  greatly  extended,  in  a  further  discussion  of 
the  subject;  but  the  space  already  devoted  to  them  is  as  much  as  can  be 
spared  here,  and  I  would  only  offer  the  further  remark,  that  in  comparing 
the  wear  of  tracks  on  different  roads  we  should  be  careful  to  consider  the 
relative  trade  of  each,  upon  which  the  wear  and  tear  chiefly  depend  ; 
and  when  we  see  a  road  of  moderate  or  light  traffic  apparently  in  better 
order  than  one  of  heavy  trade  with  a  different  kind  of  track,  we  should 
not  hastily  conclude  that  the  difference  in  the  condition  of  the  road  is 
attributable  altogether  to  superiority  in  the  structure  of  the  one  which 
happens  to  be  in  the  best  condition. 

To  return  to  the  subject  of  the  repairs  of  the  track  of  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Rail  Road  during  the  year  just  expired  I  would,  in  conclusion, 
state  that  although  the  present  renewals  are  of  necessity  made  with 
green  timber,  yet  that  after  the  renovation  now  in  progress  shall  have 
been  completed,  which  will  be   in  all  the  current  year,  there  will  be 
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always  a  years  supply  of  timber  kept  on  hand,  so  as  to  permit  its  thorough 
seasoning  before  its  introduction  into  the  track — (See  last  annual  report, 
page  36.) 

3d.   The  Bridges. 

The  reconstruction  of  the  wooden  bridging  has  been  prosecuted  steadily 
throughout  the  year,  and  several  additional  viaducts  have  been  rebuilt  in 
the  thorough  and  substantial  manner  in  which  the  preceding  work  of  the 
same  kind  was  executed,  and  which  has  continued  to  exhibit  the  most 
satisfactory  permanence  under  the  heavy  and  increasing  trade  of  the 
road.  Of  the  thirteen  large  viaducts  between  Baltimore  and  Cumber- 
land, nine  have  been  thus  built  anew,  and  the  remaining  four,  whose 
original  construction  took  place  under  more  favorable  circumstances  than 
the  rest,  and  which  have  suffered  less  from  decay  and  wear  and  tear,  are 
in  the  perfectly  safe  condition  which  will  permit  their  reconstruction  to 
be  effected  at  the  convenience  of  the  company.  Much  of  the  materials 
for  rebuilding  them  have  however  been  provided. 

The  entire  outlay  during  the  past  year  under  this  head  has  been 
$59,509  18,  being  apparently  $5,651  56  less  than  in  the  preceding  year. 
The  cost  of  rebuilding  masonry  injured  by  high  water,  amounted  to 
$2,854  04.  The  cost  of  ordinary  repairs  of  wooden  bridges  is  again  esti- 
mated (as  in  the  last  annual  report,  page  38)  at  $6,351.  The  decrease 
in  the  stock  of  materials  on  hand  is  $5,003  15.  Subtracting  now  the 
last  amount  from  the  sum  of  the  two  immediately  preceding  it,  and  de- 
ducting the  remainder  from  the  total  amount  previously  stated,  the  in- 
vestment in  permanent  improvements  of  the  wooden  bridges,  chargeable 
to  capital,  will  be  $54,307  29. 

Watching  Bridges. — The  expense  of  this  during  the  year  has  been 
$8,105  -26,  being  $1,055  61  more  than  the  previous  year.  No  further 
increase  of  this  item  can  be  required. 

4th.   Depot  Bui/dings. 

For  the  year  just  ended  the  repairs  of  these  structures  have  amounted 
to  $14,990  85,  and  $447  46  being  deducted  for  increase  in  the  stock 
of  materials  for  that  purpose,  it  will  be  decreased  to  $14,543  3.),  being 
$1,979  33  less  than  in  the  year  before.  Several  entirely  new  buildings 
have  been  put  up,  which  will  be  noticed  under  the  appropriate  head  of 
"Improvements." 

bth.    Water  Stations. 

The  repairs  under  this  head  have  amounted  to  $3,946  83,  being  ap- 
parently $1,496  70  more  than  those  of  the  preceding  year,  but  really  only 
$568  3-2,  the  stock  of  materials  having  increased  $928"  38.  The  condition 
of  the  water  stations  is  good  and  growing  better,  as  they  have  from  time 
to  time  improved  fixtures  applied  to  them  in  the  course  of  repairs. 

Pumping  Water. — This  has  cost  $3,907  09  in  the  year  just  closed, 
being  $S45  41  more  than  in  the  year  before. 

Maintainance  of  Road. 
Washington  Branch. 

1.  The  Road  Bed  is  in  a  good  and  improving  condition. 

2.  The  Railway  Track  is  also  in  good  order.  The  light  rail  upon  this 
road  (10  lbs.  per  yd.)  and  the  absence  of  a  suitable  bed  of  stone  or  gravel 
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under  the  timber,  have  always  rendered  it  inferior  to  the  newer  track 
upon  the  main  stem.  1  he  iron  has,  however,  worn  very  well,  being  of 
wood  quality  and  not  subjected  to  very  severe  usage.  The  cost  of  repairs 
of  road  has  been  $'25,909  61,  which,  being  reduced  $254  52  for  increase 
of  stock  of  materials  on  hand,  becomes  $25,055  09,  and  is  $7,554  73 
more  than  the  repairs  for  1847. 

3.  Bridges. — In  a  note  (page  40)  of  the  last  annual  report,  the  des- 
tructive flood  of  October  7th,  1817,  was  briefly  noticed.  It  carried  away 
the  two  stone  bridges  of  50  feet  span  each,  at  the  Savage  Factory  rail 
road,  over  the  Little  Patuxent,  and  at  Bladensburg,  over  the  north  west 
branch  of  Potomac.-  Also  the  large  arched  culvert  near  the  Laurel  Fac- 
tory, over  Snowden's  branch — a  smaller  arched  culvert  opposite  Vansville 
upon  a  branch  of  Piney  Run,  and  two  box  culverts  at  Contee's  and  Cal- 
vert's branches.  The  water  rose  to  an  unprecedented  height  and  caused 
extensive  damage  upon  other  works,  although  the  main  stem  of  this  road 
received  very  little  damage  from  it.  The  extensive  breaches  in  the  line 
of  the  branch  road  occasioned  by  the  loss  of  these  two  large  viaducts, 
were  crossed  in  about  a  week  by  substantial  trestle  bridges  which  are  still 
standing,  it  having  been  deemed  expedient  by  the  Board  to  postpone  the 
permanent  reconstruction  of  those  viaducts  for  the  present.  Of  the 
smaller  structures,  the  Laurel  Factory  culvert  has  been  rebuilt,  with  much 
enlarged  water  way,  and  the  remaining  smaller  ones  will  be  replaced 
within  the  current  year.  This  disaster  has  added  considerably  to  the 
cost  of  repairing  bridges  upon  this  road  during  the  past  year.  The  ex- 
pense has  been  $7,0:25  93,  being  $5,117  45  greater  than  in  the  year 
1847. 

4th.  Depots. — The  repairs  under  this  liead  have  been  $306  12,  being 
ing  $645  34  less  than  in  the  prior  year. 

5th.  Water  Stations.— Repairs  for  the  year,  $225  66,  being  $197  73 
less  than  in  1847.  The  pipe  of  the  two  stations  at  the  Savage  road  and 
Bladensburg,  which  have  been  disused  for  many  years,  has  been  taken 
up  and  a  portion  of  it  laid  upon  the  main  stem  at  Maitinsburg. 

Summary  of  Cost  of  Maintainance  of  Road.

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Improvements  of  Road. 

Main  Stem. 

Road  Bed. — The  improvements  authorized  in  the  location  of  the  road 
at  certain  points  east  of  the  Monocacy  river,  have  been  in  progress  during 
the  past  year,  and  are  far  advanced,  although  several  circumstances  not 
necessary  to  be  here  detailed,  have  unavoidably  delayed  their  completion, 
which  may  not  take  place  till  some  time  in  the  course  of  the  current 
year,  perhaps  near  its  close.  All  the  minor  changes  in  the  road  bed  have 
however  been  some  months  finished,  and  others  are  from  time  to  time 
completed  and  brought  into  use.  The  entire  expenditure  under  this 
head  has  been,  to  this  date,  $1-29,597  34,  leaving  $70,448  66  still  to 
be  expended  according  to  the  original  estimates,  (not  including  right  of 
way.)  The  work  is  therefore  about  two-thirds  done.  When  completed, 
the  extreme  curvature  upon  the  line  will  have  been  enlarged  from  400 
to  600  feet  radius,  except  at  two  points,  the  Washington  Branch  junction, 
immediately  west  of  the  Relay  house,  and  the  crossing  of  the  Patapsco 
at  the  Ilchester  Mills.  The  proposed  improvements  at  these  points  have 
been.postponed,  but  will  require  ultimately  to  be  made,  and  the  one  at 
the  Relay  house  should  be  effected  with  as  little  delay  as  possible. 

The  capacity,  and  safety  of  the  road  and  machinery  will  be  considera- 
bly increased  when  this  system  of  improvements  is  entirely  completed. 

Tracks — Reconstruction. — As  already  stated  under  the  head  of  "  main- 
tainance  of  road,"  there  have  now  been  laid,  in  1846-7  and  '8,  5S  miles 
o  fnew  track  east  of  Harper's  Ferry,  and  but  3  miles  remain,  to  complete 
a  continuous  line  of  heavy  rail  from  Baltimore  to  Cumberland.  The  new 
track  carries  the  eastward  or  heavier  tonnage  upon  the  26  miles  on  which 
there  are  two  tracks,  one  of  them  the  original  plate  rail.  The  total 
expenditure  to  this  date  is  $625,616  26.  The  total  estimated  cost  of 
reconstructing  the  entire  plate  rail  track,  92  miles  in  length,  was 
$971,520,  of  which  there  has  therefore  been  expended  nearly  two-thirds. 

The  two  miles  of  stone  sill  track  in  the  city  of  Baltimore  has  been 
replaced  by  a  substantial  wooden  track  with  a  plate  rail  of  increased 
thickness.  The  change  is  in  every  way  beneficial,  although  the  improve- 
ment is  but  partial,  and  must  ultimately  be  completed  by  a  heavy  rail. 

New  Sidings. — The  length  of  sidings  for  passing  the  trains  and  at  de- 
pots, has  been  considerably  increased  during  the  past  year,  principally 
by  allowing  portions  of  the  plate  rail  track  to  remain  on  the  reconstructed 
parts  of  the  road.  These  sidings  constitute  in  fact  a  second  track, 
although,  being  in  detached  sections,  not  exceeding  about  a  mile  in  length, 
they  ate  not  so  called,  in  stating  the  length  of  track  upon  the  road.  This, 
as  above  set  down,  is  208  miles,  whereas  in  fact  when  the  sidings  and 
depot  tracks  are  brought  into  the  account  there  is  found  to  be  no  less  than 
229|  miles  of  single  track  upon  the  road.  So  that  in  giving  the  average 
cost  of  repairs  per  mile,  we  might  use  a  much  larger  divisor  with  a 
great  reduction  of  the  average.  It  has  been  generally,  however,  con- 
sidered preferable  to  treat  the  sidings  and  station  tracks  as  appendages 
to  the  main  track  and  to  charge  the  cost  of  their  maintainance  as  an  inci- 
dent to  the  latter,  and  this  custom  has  been  adhered  to  on  this  occasion. 

Station  Houses. — During  the  year  there  have  been  considerable  im- 
provements uuder  this  head.  The  house,  platforms,  Sec.  at  the  Monocacy 
and  junction  of  the  Frederick  branch  have  been  enlarged  and  refitted  in 
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a  manner  required  by  the  convenience  of  the  public.  A  building  much 
needed  for  the  accommodation  of  passengers  has  been  placed  at  Sir  John's 
run.  The  passenger  shed  and  ticket  office  at  Cumberland  has  been  re- 
built and  enlarged,  and  a  new  and  substantial  brick  freight  house  has 
been  erected  there.  The  dilapidated  shed  upon  the  Charles  street  lot  in 
Baltimore  has  been  renewed  in  an  improved  manner,  and  a  small  build- 
ing for  storing  freight,  with  a  stable,  &c,  has  been  erected  along  side  of 
it.  A  ticket  office  has  been  built  at  the  Relay  house,  and  the  one  at 
Martinsburg  improved.  Several  additional  platforms  have  been  placed 
at  sundry  stopping  places.  By  these  improvements  the  comfort  of  the 
public  travelling  upon  the  road  has  been  greatly  promoted,  with  good 
effect  upon  the  interests  of  the  work. 

Scales. — As  already  stated,  the  road  has  been  thoroughly  fitted  out 
with  scales,  at  all  the  stations,  of  each  class.  They  are  of  the  best  con- 
struction. At  Mount  Clare  the  new  scales  are  placed  within  a  new 
weigh-house,  with  the  offices  over  head,  an  arrangement,  novel,  and  re- 
markably convenient  and  compact,  and  forming  one  of  the  best  and  most 
needed  improvements  upon  the  road. 

Wafer  Houses. — One  new  water  house  has  been  erected  during  the 
year,  near  the  48th  mile  post.  It  is  supplied  by  a  copious  spring  con- 
ducted to  it  in  pipes,  and  is  a  valuable  addition  to  the  appurtenances  of 
the  road.  Some  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  machinery  of 
others  of  the  water  stations. 

Workshops. — The  shops  at  Mount  Clare  depot,  in  which  work  has  been 
done  for  the  road  department,  consisted  of  several  small  and  half  ruinous 
wooden  buildings,  which  have  been  removed  and  replaced  by  a  com- 
modious brick  building.  The  smithy  attached  to  the  foundry  has  also 
been  enlarged. 

In  general,  it  may  be  stated  under  the  head  of  improvements  to  the 
road,  that  it  is  in  a  very  superior  condition  to  that  in  which  the  end  of 
the  preceding  year  found  it,  and  that  nothing  has  been  added  to  it  which 
was  not  indispensible. 

Maintainance  of  the  Machinery. 

1.  Locomotives  and  Tenders. — At  this  date  the  company  owns  57  loco- 
motives, viz  :  18  of  the  first,  4  of  the  second,  15  of  the  third,  and  20  of 
the  fourth  class — the  total  equivalent  to  104  of  the  4th  class.  The  names, 
class,  and  other  particulars  of  these  engines  are  exhibited  in  the  an- 
nexed table,  marked  E.  Out  of  the  whole  number,  52  are  employed  on 
the  main  stem  and  5  on  the  Washington  branch.  Upon  the  main  stem,  6 
engines,  3  of  the  third  and  3  of  the  fourth  class,  run  regularly  with  pas- 
senger trains — the  remaining  46  with  freight  trains  ;  although  the  third 
and  fourth  class  engines  among  them  are  occasionally  put  upon  the  pas- 
senger trains.  Upon  the  Washington  Branch  2  engines  of  the  third  class 
run  regularly  with  passenger  trains,  and  3  of  the  fourth  class  with  freight 
and  passengers.  From  the  table  above  referred  to,  the  following  particu- 
lars of  the  working  of  the  engines  are  derived  and  presented  in  a  con- 
densed form :

Five  engines  of  the  first,  two  of  the  second  class  and  one  of  the  third, 
have  been  less  than  a  year  upon  the  road,  having  been  placed  upon  it  at 
various  times  since  October  1st,  1847.  Hence  the  average  performance 
of  those  classes  has  been  less  in  proportion  to  that  of  the  fourth  class,  the 
number  of  which  last  has  not  been  increased  during  the  year,  but  on  the 
contrary  diminished  by  the  transfer  of  two  of  its  number  to  the  third 
class,  in  reconstructing  them  so  as  to  add  to  their  weight  and  power. 

So  many  circumstances  influence  the  amount  of  work  done  by  each 
class  that  it  would  be  unsafe  to  infer  from  the  comparison  of  miles  run  by 
each  that  one  class  was  more  efficient  than  another.  In  their  several 
departments  of  duty^  they  are  all  useful — although  it  is,  in  general,  true 
that  freight  is  most  economically  transported  by  engines  of  the  first  class 
and  passengers  by  those  of  the  third  class,  upon  a  road  of  this  character. 
Another  general  deduction  from  the  relative  duty  in  miles  run,  is  that 
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the  passenger  engines  with  their  lighter  loads,  and  higher  speed  and  more 
regular  routine  of  duty,  lose  less  time,  unemployed  and  under  repair,  than 
freight  engines. 

Performance  in  tons  hauled  1  mile. 

Of  the  57  engines  upon  the  road,  (main  stem  and  branch)  49  are  en- 
gaged regularly  in  the  transportation  of  freight,  (46  main  stem  and  3 
Washington  branch)  and  8  (6  main  stem  and  2  Washington  branch)  in 
that  of  passengers.  The  average  number  of  tons  (excluding  the  weight 
of  the  cars)  hauled  1  mile  by  the  49  freight  engines  of  all  classes  will 
have  been  G3 1,130  for  each,  and,  expressing  the  number  of  those  en- 
gines by  that  of  their  equivalent  in  the  4th  or  lightest  class,  we  should 
have  93i  engines  of  this  class  (90J  on  the  main  stem  and  3  on  the 
Washington  branch,)  and  each  of  them  would  have  drawn  an  average  on 
both  roads  of  341,662  tons  1  mile.  This  tonnage  includes  materials  and 
fuel  distributed  along  the  line  for  the  company's  use.  Excluding  that 
and  considering  only  the  freight  which  has  earned  revenue,  the  perform- 
ance  will  have  been  301,598  tons  hauled  1  mile  by  the  power  of  each 
4th  class  engine.  This  power  is  equivalent  to  an  average  traction  (or 
adhesion)  of  about  1  ton  ;  so  that  the  relation  between  the  effective  weight 
of  the  engine  and  its  years  duty  is  thus  readily  seen.  If  all  the  en- 
gines now  on  the  road  had  done  a  full  years  duty  the  number  of  tons 
hauled  1  mile,  of  freight  earning  revenue,  would  have  increased  13  per 
cent,  or  to  341,472  tons. 

Comparing  these  statements  with  those  of  the  preceding  year  we  find 
that  the  average  duty  of  the  engines  has  decreased  10  7-10  per  cent. 
This  is  chiefly  the  result  of  the  introduction  upon  the  road  of  the  addi- 
tional power,  by  which  the  engines  have  been  relieved  of  a  portion  of 
their  duty, — a  result  which  will  be  productive  of  real  economy  in  their 
working. 

Cost  of  Repairs  of  Locomotives. 
Main  Stem. 

The  sum  exhibiting  the  cost  of  the  materials  and  labor  put  into  the 
engines  and  tenders,  in  maintaining  their  current  repairs,  and  rebuilding 
them  with  improvements  when  that  was  necessary  or  advisable,  is 
$57,901  76:  to  which  we  add  the  cost  of  providing  duplicate  parts, 
for  the  engines,  for  future  use,  and  kept  in  store  for  that  purpose, 
$1,242  37 — which  two  amounts  make  an  aggregate  of  $59,144  13.  The 
actual  current  outlay  during  the  year  in  maintaining  the  engines,  is  the 
first  of  the  above  amounts  only.  It  is  less  than  the  corresponding 
amount  for  the  previous  year  by  $13, US  47.  The  average  number  of 
engines  at  work  in  1847  was  equivalent  to  74  of  the  4th  class — and  in 
1848  to  84  of  tne  same  class.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  engines 
has  been  consequently  13J  per  cent.  The  duty  in  tons  and  passengers 
carried  one  mile  is  also  greater  by  8  per  cent.  The  decrease  in  the  cost 
of  repairs  is,  on  the  other  hand,  18  per  cent.  The  value  of  the  "im- 
provements" to  the  engines  made  during  the  past  year  was  about 
$9,300,  including  the  cost  of  converting  two  of  the  4th  class  6  wheel  en- 
gines into  8  wheeled  engines  of  the  3d  class.  The  cost  of  these  improve- 
ments is  embraced  in  that  of  repairs  already  stated.  This  remarkable  re- 
duction in  the  expense  of  maintainance  is  due  chiefly  to  the  improved 
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condition  of  the  old  engines,  and  the  introduction  of  so  considerable  a  pro- 
portion of  new  ones, — to  the  amended  state  of  the  road  and  other  causes, 
which  will  promote  a  permanent  economy  in  the  department  of  machi- 
nery. 

The  cost  of  repairs  per  mile  run,  and  per  ton  per  mile  drawn,  has  been 
nearly  as  follows  for  the  several  classes : 

1st  class,  9.93  cents  per  mile  run,  and  .147  of  a  cent  per  ton  per  mile  drawn. 

2d  class,  8.02  cents  per  mile  run,  and  .178  of  a  cent  per  ton  per  mile  drawn. 

3d  class,  5.50  cents  per  mile  run,  and  .265  of  a  cent  per  ten  per  mile  drawn. 

4th  class,  4.16  cents  per  mile  run,  and  .233  of  a  cent  per  ton  per  mile  drawn. 

General  average,  6.33  cents  per  mile  run,  and  .188  of  a  cent  per  ton  per  mile  drawn. 

In  this  exhibit  there  is  a  uniform  decrease  in  the  cost  per  mile,  from  the 
1st  or  heaviest  to  the  4th  or  lightest  class, — while  there  is  a  nearly  sim- 
ilar uniformity  in  the  increase  of  cost  per  ton  per  mile — showing  clearly 
the  superior  economy  in  this  item,  of  the  heavy  engine  for  freight  pur- 
poses. 

Washington  Branch. 

The  cost  of  current  repairs  of  locomotives  on  this  road  for  the  year  is 
$3,076  S3;  to  which  add  for  duplicate  parts  provided,  as  before, 
$273  14 ;  the  two  sums  amounting  to  an  aggregate  of  $3,350  0:2. 
The  first  of  these  amounts,  representing  the  actual  cost  of  maintainance 
during  the  year,  is  $7,801  96  less  than  that  of  the  previous  year,  being 
indeed  less  than  one-third  of  the  latter.  This  great  reduction  is  due  to 
the  greatly  improved  condition  of  the  engines,  and  to  the  large  increase 
of  duty  performed  by  them — being  25  per  cent,  in  miles  run,  and  22£  in 
tons  drawn. 

The  result  per  mile  run,  and  per  ton  per  mile  drawn,  is  as  follows: 

3d  class,  2.90  cents  per  mile  run,  and  .955  C  of  a  cent  per  ton  per  mile  drawn. 

(of  a  cent  per  passenger  drawn. 
4th  class,  2.14  cents  per  mile  run,  and  .105  of  a  cent  per  ton  per  mile  drawn.

average,         2.47  cents  per  mile  run,  and  .192  of  a  cent  per  ton  per  mile  drawn. 

The  third  class  engines  upon  this  road  have  run  entirely  with  passen- 
gers, which  are  here  expressed  by  their  equivalent  at  12  to  the  ton.  The 
cost  per  ton  is  shewn  for  the  sake  of  conformity,  and  to  shew  how  much 
more  costly,  by  weight,  the  conveyance  of  passengers  is  than  that  of 
tonnage. 

The  cost  per  mile  and  per  ton  per  mile  of  the  4th  class  engines  is  very 
small,  as  they  have  been  run  chiefly  with  freight, — and  they  have  been, 
in  consequence  of  the  work  done  upon  them  last  year,  in  remarkably  good 
condition. 

Average  upon  both  Roads. — This  for  all  classes  for  the  year  has  been 
5.87  cents  per  mile  run,  and  .189  of  a  cent  per  ton  per  mile  drawn. 
The  corresponding  result  for  the  previous  year  was  lOyW  cents  per  mile 
and  .3097  of  a  cent  per  ton  per  mile.  The  increase  of  miles  run  in  the 
year  just  ended  was  14^  per  cent.,  and  the  cost  per  mile  but  little  more 
than  one-half  of  that  of  the  previous  year,  while  the  cost  of  the  real  duty 
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performed  was  not  more  than  two-thirds  of  that  of  the  same  year.  The 
comparison  is  evidence  of  improved  economy  in  the  working  of  the  en- 
gines, and  is  due  in  part  to  the  improved  condition  of  the  engines  already 
on  the  road,  and  of  the  road  itself,  and  in  no  small  degree  to  the  re- 
lief afforded  to  the  working  of  the  machines  by  the  enlargement  of  the 
stock  which  has  taken  place  during  the  year.  This  extension  has  oper- 
ated well  in  several  ways.  When  the  engines  have  needed  minor  repairs 
they  have  been  taken  at  once  to  the  shop  instead  of  being  run  until  they 
would  run  no  longer.  The  necessity  of  working  upon  them  at  night  has 
been  obviated,  and  this  most  imperfect  and  costly  kind  of  work  avoided. 
The  engineman  has  also  had  more  time  to  clean  and  keep  his  engine  in 
order.  The  general  condition  of  the  machines  being  much  improved, 
their  power  has  been  increased.  Fewer  irregularities  in  the  running  of  the 
trains  have  taken  place,  and  where  spare  engines  were  wanted  to  replace 
disabled  ones,  they  were  at  hand.  It  requires,  indeed,  no  argument  to  shew 
that,  in  numerous  particulars,  economy  in  the  operations  of  the  road  must 
have  been  promoted.  During  the  year  ending  Oct.  12,  1847,  there  was  90 
per  cent,  of  the  motive  power  constantly  on  the  road.  In  the  year  just 
closed  the  proportion  was  reduced  to  82^  per  cent.  Upon  the  Reading  Rail 
Road  80  per  cent,  of  the  power  is  usually  on  the  road.  On  the  Boston 
and  Worcester  Rail  Road  75  per  cent,  has  been  kept  in  motion  by  dint  of 
great  exertions, — on  the  Boston  and  Lowell  Rail  Road  about  the  same, — 
on  the  Georgia  Rail  Road  from  62  to  75  per  cent.  I  am  of  the  opinion, 
indeed,  that  there  should  be  a  spare  engine  to  every  two  in  constant  use, 
or  that  only  07  per  cent,  of  the  whole  power  should  be  kept  in  motion. 
This  ratio  has  been  the  basis  of  all  the  calculations  of  the  cost  of  motive 
power  which  have  emanated  from  this  department.  It  is  the  proportion 
observed  in  the  running  of  our  passenger  engines  which  wear  so  well, 
and  which,  after  running  two  consecutive  days,  lie  by  upon  the  third  for 
repairs.  Want  of  capital  may  make  it  necessary  to  be  content  with  a 
smaller  investment  in  machinery  than  the  adherence  to  this  proportion 
would  require.  If  so,  it  is  a  necessity  a  submission  to  which  may  be  una- 
voidable, but  which  will  be  felt  in  the  increased  expense  of  working  the 
road. 

2.  Burden  Cars. 

The  appended  tabular  statement,  lettered  F,  exhibits  the  stock  of  burden 
cars  now  owned  by  the  company.  It  will  be  seen  to  number  1,201 
freight  cars  of  all  kinds,  and  which  are  in  very  good  general  condition. 
They  are  for  use  both  upon  the  Main  Stem  and  Washington  Branch  as  re- 
quired, their  repairs  being  estimated  separately  for  each  road.  The  cost 
of  maintaining  this  stock  during  the  past  year  has  been  as  follows  :

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Comparing  with  the  corresponding  amounts  expended  in  1847,  the 
increase  is  $20,314  45  for  the  Main  Stem,  and  the  decrease  $3,687  52 
for  the  Washington  Branch,  a  total  increase  of  $16,0*26  93.  The  increase 
on  the  main  stem  is  accounted  for  by  the  increase  in  the  number  and  duty 
of  the  cars  on  that  road,  and  of  the  improvements  in  the  coal  and  other 
cars  presently  referred  to.  It  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  table  F,  that 
there  have  been  80  burden  cars  entirely  rebuilt  this  year. 

The  cost  of  repairs  per  ton  per  mile  of  burden  cars  for  all  kinds  of 
tonnage  including  coal,  and  also  distribution  of  materials  and  fuel  for  the 
company,  has  been  upon  the  Main  Stem  .233  of  a  cent  in  1848,  com- 
pared with  .ISO  of  a  cent  in  1847,  the  difference  against  1848  being  due 
in  a  measure  to  the  increase  of  duty  performed,  but  chiefly  to  the  ex- 
pense involved  in  the  addition  made  to  the  value  of  the  stock  of  cars. 

Upon  the  Washington  Branch  the  cost  has  been  .451  of  a  cent  per  ton 
of  general  freight  per  mile,  and  the  general  average  upon  both  roads  .243 
of  a  cent  for  all  tonnage,  including  the  company's  materials  and  fuel  and 
.263  of  a  cent  excluding  them. 

Coal  cars  have  cost  but  .158  of  a  cent  per  ton  of  coal  carried  per 
mile,  although  these  cars  have  been  much  improved  during  the  year  by 
buffers,  Sec,  at  a  cost  which  accounts  for  full  one-third  of  the  entire  ex- 
pense due  on  this  account,  and  which,  if  allowed  for,  will  reduce  the  cost 
per  ton  per  mile  to  .105  of  a  cent. 

3.  Passeng,     Cars. 

The  establishment  of  these  cars  is  shewn  in  the  table  annexed  and 
lettered  G.  They  number  in  all  65  cars  of  all  classes,  of  which  46 
belong  to  the  Main  Stem  and  19  to  the  Washington  Branch.

The  decrease  upon  1847  is  $2,629  77  for  the  Main  Stem  and  $4,920  50 
for  the  Washington  Branch.  The  difference  is  due  to  the  smaller  number 
of  cars  rebuilt  this  year,  and,  allowances  being  made  for  it,  the  cost  in 
1S48  will  be  .191  of  a  cent,  compared  with  .210  of  a  cent  in  1847 — the 
average  being  for  both  roads. 

4.  Stationary  Machinery,  Engine  and  Car  Houses  and  Workshops  be- 
longing to  the  Machinery  Department. 

The  general  condition  of  these  buildings  is  good,  if  we  except  the  en- 
gine houses  near  Harper's  Ferry,  which,  being  built  with  wood  and  much 
cramped  in  their  size  and  position,  have  always  been  a  source  of  trouble 
and  expense,  from  which,  happily,  there  is  a  prospect  of  being,  in  a  meas- 
ure relieved  by  the  transfer  of  the  central  engine  station  to  Martinsburg. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  these  buildings  in  repair  should  be  divided 
between  the  engines  and  cars  ;  but,  as  the  amount  is  very  small  this 
year,  being  but  $219  74,  it  is  not  so  divided,  but  is  trausferred  to  the 
road  department,  under  head  of  "Depots."

Improvement  of  the  Machinery. 

1.  Locomotives. — The  stock  of  engines  has  been  increased  during  the 
year  by  the  addition  of  3  of  the  first  class — 1  built  by  contract,  1  pur- 
chased, and  1  constructed  in  the  company's  shop  at  Mount  Clare  ;  2  of 
the  second  class  purchased,  and  1  of  the  third  class  also  purchased.  Five 
also  of  the  first  class  have  been  contracted  for ;  none  of  these  are  yet  de- 
livered, but  are  to  be  furnished  during  the  coming  winter.  All  of  these 
engines,  excepting  the  last  five  not  yet  delivered,  appear  in  the  table  E 
of  the  appendix,  with  the  maker's  name  and  other  particulars.

These  engines  are  all  at  wrork  successfully  upon  the  road.  Of  the  5 
first  class  the  3  built  by  contract,  and  the  one  in  the  company's  shop,  were 
constructed  under  a  carefully  framed  specification  having  for  its  object 
the  production  of  a  machine  of  a  weight  less  than  the  heaviest  then  upon 
the  road,  and  yet  possessing  the  properties  wanted  to  adapt  it  best  to  the 
peculiar  characteristics  and  requirements  of  the  road.  Thus  far  the  ma- 
chines work  well  and  promise  well  for  the  future,  although  further 
experience  is  necessary  to  test  their  economy  compared  with  that  of  the 
heavier  engines  which  preceded  them.  Besides  these  new  machines, 
several  of  those  already  on  the  road  have  been  much  improved  ;  2  six 
wheel  engines  have  been  converted  into  eight  wheeled  with  25  per  cent- 
increase  of  their  power,  and  their  action  on  the  road  made  much  less 
injurious. 

2.  Burden  Cars. — The  addition  to  the  stock  of  these  cars  during  the 
last  year  has  been,  50  house  cars — 26  stock,  partitioned — 30  gondolas  for 
carrying  hogs  and  sheep — 37  ordinary  gondolas — 12  platform  cars,  for 
carrying  iron,  and  10  for  transporting  stone,  and  6  lumber  cars.  All  of 
these  171  cars  are  eight-wheeled,  and  have  cost         .         .  $74,998 
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Besides  these  new  cars  furnished  from  abroad,  there  have  been 
80  worn  out  cars  rebuilt  in  the  company's  shop  with  improvement  of 
model,  and  provided  with  spring  buffers.  The  201  iron  coal  cars  of 
the  company  have  also  had  buffers  attached  to  them,  and  strengthened 
in  other  ways,  so  as  to  make  them  much  more  durable  and  valuable 
than  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

3.  Passenger  Cars. — 2  baggage,  2  mail  cars,  and  12  excursion  cars 
have  been  built  by  contract  at  a  cost  of  .  .  .  .  $20,600

4.   Stationary  Machinery,  Engine  House,  Work-shops,  8fc. 

A  new  engine  house  to  hold  11  engines  with  their  tenders  or  22  en- 
gines alone,  with  a  suitable  workshop  attached,  is  being  built  at  Martins- 
burgh  and  will  be  ready  for  occupation  by  winter.  It  is  substantially 
built  of  stone  and  brick,  with  an  iron  sheathed  roof.  This  improvement 
will  be  a  highly  valuable  one,  permitting  the  long  contemplated  change 
from  the  confined  and  unhealthy  station  one  mile  below  Harper's  Ferry 
to  a  position  in  every  way  more  desirable. 

A  small  stationary  engine  has  been  provided  for  this  station  or  that  of 
Cumberland,  as  it  may  appear  to  be  soonest  required  at  the  one  or  the 
Dther. 

The  new  engine  house  at  Mount  Clare,  which  has  been  in  use  now  for 
the  last  year,  has  given  great  accommodation,  but  such  has  been  the  in- 
crease of  the  business  and  motive  power  of  the  company  that  additional 
shelter  for  engines  will  be  required,  and  so  also  for  passenger  cars. 

Conduct  of  the  Transportation. 

The  operations  of  this  department  have  been  very  active  during  the 
past  }rear,  and  the  aggregate  amount  of  transportation  greater  than  that  of 
the  year  preceding,  although  in  a  less  proportion  than  the  excess  of  the 
latter  over  that  of  the  year  before  it.  The  business  of  the  year  just  ex- 
pired has  been  free  from  several  of  the  embarrassments  by  which  that  of 
the  previous  year  was  affected.  The  increase  in  the  stock  of  engines  and 
cars  has  enabled  the  company,  in  general,  to  transport  all  that  has  been 
offered  them,  with  promptness  and  regularity,,  and  it  is  believed  that  no 
just  cause  of  complaint  has  been  given,  although  dissatisfaction  may  not 
have  been  wholly  avoided,  as  it  cannot  well  be,  under  any  circumstances, 
however  propitious. 

The  entire  movement  upon  the  road,  by  steam  and  horse  power  to- 
gether, during  this  year,  is  shewn  as  follows,  in  contrast  with  that  of  the 
year  before.  The  tonnage  embraces  the  materials  and  fuel  distributed 
for  the  use  of  the  company,  which  form  a  part  of  the  duty  done  by  the 
machinery  and  road,  and  which  have  amounted  to  1,825,077  tons  east- 
ward, 390,296  ton*  westward,  and  100,000  tons  in  both  directions — the 
corresponding  amounts  last  year  being  1,871,251, — 950,990,  and  42,328, 
respectively.

The  above  statements  include  the  passengers  and  tons  carried  in  the 
Washington  branch  trains  upon  the  first  8  miles  of  the  main  stem — they 
are  introduced  into  the  aggregate  of  main  stem  business,  as  forming  a 
part  of  it,  as  well  as  that  of  the  branch  road. 

A  comparison  of  the  preceding  amounts  will  show  an  increase  of  11 
per  cent,  in  the  passenger  and  8.7  per  cent,  in  the  tonnage  of  all  kinds, 
and  12  per  cent,  in  that  for  which  tolls  are  received.  Considering  the 
extraordinary  causes  which  stimulated  the  trade  of  the  year  1847,  and 
carried  it  so  far  ahead  of  that  of  1846,  it  would  not  have  been  just  cause 
of  disappointment  had  that  of  1848  even  fallen  considerably  short  of  1847 
on  this  road,  as  it  has  done  upon  several  other  main  lines  in  the  country. 

The  incjease  of  1848  in  the  eastward  movement  of  freight  paying  toll  is 
8  per  cent.,  and  in  the  westward  19J  per  cent.,  showing  more  advance  in 
the  latter  than  the  former — a  result  very  different  from  that  of  the  prece- 
ding year,  wherein  the  eastward  increase  was  ten  times  as  great  as  the 
westward.  The  miscellaneous  local  trade  in  either  direction  is,  this  year, 
52  per  cent,  greater  than  that  of  last  year,  while  that  of  1847  was  not 
much  more  than  half  of  that  of  1846. 

The  ratio  of  eastward  to  westward  tonnage  was  4.35  last  year,  and  this 
year  3.81  to  1  ;  being  somewhat  less  unequal,  so  that  there  has  been 
more  compensation  received  for  the  work  done.  The  improved  condition 
of  the  road  and  depots  has  also  enabled  the  machinery  and  the  other 
agencies  of  the  department  to  operate  with  more  efficiency  and  regularity. 
The  distribution  of  the  trade  through  the  city  has  been  effected  with 
less  difficulty,  and  in  short,  every  thing  in  this  branch  of  the  service  has 
been  in  an  improved  condition. 

Expenses  of  Transportation. 

Main  Stem. 

The  aggregate  charges  under  this  head  amount  to  $219,962  46  for  the 
year  ending  September  30th,  1848.  The  corresponding  expenditure  for 
the  previous  year  was  $197,134  40,  showing  an  increase  of  $22,828  06. 
From  the  first  sum  a  deduction  of  $4,348  12  must  be  ii.de  on  account 
of  increase  in  the  stock  of  fuel  on  hand,  &c,  leaving  the  actual  expenses 
$215,614  34.  This  last  amount  has  to  be  compared  with  the  correspond- 
ing amount  of  last  year,  reduced  by  a  similar  allowance  to  $189,410  90. 
The  real  increase  of  the  present  year  would  then  be  $26,203  44  or  14 
per  cent.  The  increase  of  business  done  being  9.6  per  cent,  in  freight 
and  11  per  cent,  in  passengers — and  (allowing  two  passengers  to  cost  as 
much  as  one  ton)  upon  the  average  9}  per  cent.,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
increase  in  expense  exceeds  that  of  the  business,  and  principally  on  ac- 
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count  of  the  article  of  fuel.  This  is  in  a  measure  due  to  the  greater  com- 
parative consumption  of  wood,  by  engines  burning  it  and  not  coal  during 
the  last  year ;  but  which  will  not  continue,  as  means  of  suiting  all  the 
freight  engines  to  the  use  of  coal  (Cumberland)  have  been  applied  to  sev- 
eral of  them  with  promise  of  success. 

The  table  below  compares  1847  and  1848  in  detail,  and  the  manner  in 
which  the  expenses  are  classed  will  indicate  the  relation  which  they  bear 
to  the  amount  of  business  done. 
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Horse  Power. 

The  average  number  of  horses  employed  in  the  city  and  at  Mount  Clare 
is  98,  of  which  69  belong  to  the  freight  and  29  to  the  passenger  business. 
The  wear  and  tear  of  the  former  continues  as  stated  in  the  last  annual  re- 
port (p.  5*2)  to  be  the  greatest.  The  duty  has,  however  been  less  severe 
this  year  than  the  last.  The  cost  of  carrying  passengers  is  $10,883  35, 
and  of  freight  $24,312  57,  making  the  aggregate  $35,195  92.  In  1847 
the  expense  was  $11,511  93  for  passengers  and  $24,005  85  for  freight. 
The  decrease  this  year  for  passengers  is  $628  58,  and  for  freight  the  in- 
crease is  $306  72;  total  decrease  $321  86. 

The  number  of  passengers  carried  1  mile  this  year  was  251,028,  and 
last  year  IS0,273 — increase  70,755,  or  39  per  cent. :  while  the  decrease 
in  expense  was  5£  per  cent.  The  tons  carried  one  mile  this  year  was 
347,227,  (besides  materials  for  the  companys  use,  estimated  at  36,620 
tons  one  mile,)  last  year  it  was  317,133  ;  the  increase  9£  per  cent,  while 
the  increase  of  expense  has  been  but  1  r3ff  per  cent.  The  cost  per  pas- 
senger per  mile  in  the  year  just  expired  was  4.335  cents,  and  per  ton 
per  mile  7.002  cents — against  6.385  cents  and  7.570  cents  in  the  prece- 
ding year. 

Washington  Branch. 

Upon  this  road  the  expenses  of  transportation  were  during  the  year 
ending  this  day  $27,365  89,  which  must  be  increased  $2,500  for  in- 
creased consumption  of  fuel — making  $29,865  89  the  true  expenditure  for 
the  year's  operations,  against  $28,839  45,  that  of  the  preceding  year — 
and  showing  an  increase  of  $1,026  44  in  the  former  sum.  This  increase 
of  expense  is  but  3k  per  cent.,  while  the  increase  of  passenger  and  ton- 
nage business  together  was  14|  per  cent. 

On  the  whole,  the  results  of  the  operations  of  this  department  of  the 
service  for  the  past  year  afford  satisfactory  evidence  of  efficiency  and 
economy  in  its  administration. 
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Revenue,  Expenses  and  Trade.

The  aggregate  revenue  is  therefore  $111,727  99,  or  10  per  cent,  in 
advance  of  that  of  the  preceding  year.  Of  this  increase  about  3-8ths  is 
due  to  the  tonnage  and  about  5-Sths  to  the  passenger  business. 

The  additional  revenue  from  tonnage  has  been  almost  equally  derived 
from  the  eastward  transportation  of  produce  and  coal,  and  from  the  west- 
ward carriage  of  merchandize. 

Of  the  increase  of  receipts  from  passengers,  two  thirds  has  been  derived 
from  the  local  travel  of  the  road,  and  but  one-third  from  the  western  travel. 

Expenses. — Tne  cost  of  working  the  road  is  summed  up  as  follows, 
under  the  foregoing  heads,  with  the  addition  of"  General  Expenses,"  not 
therein  embraced,  and  composed  of  salaries,  house-rent,  interest,  insu- 
rance, law  expenses,  taxes,  losses  by  casualties,  and  other  incidentals.

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The  total  expenses  charged  in  the  treasurer's  accounts  are  $662,106  50 — 
more  than  the  amount  just  stated  by  $16,337  31,  which  is  due  to  mate- 
rials on  hand  for  future  use  and  to  the  increase  in  a  portion  of  them  dur- 
ing the  year. 

The  gross  receipts  of  the  year  being  $1,213,664  57,  and  the  actual  ex- 
penses $645,769  19,  the  nett  earnings  of  the  road  were  consequently 
$567,895  38,  which  is  8.11  per  cent,  upon  the  nominal  capital  of 
$7,000,000. 

The  expenses  have  been  53-^  per  cent,  of  the  entire  receipts  as  the 
two  stand  above.  But  if  that  share  of  the  expenses  incurred  for  im- 
provements of  a  permanent  kind,  and  forming  no  part  of  what  is  proper 
to  be  laid  aside  to  cover  depreciation,  be  treated  as  capital,  then  there 
should  be  deducted  from  the  expenses  above  stated  the  sum  of  not  less 
$50,000,  thus  reducing  them  so  as  to  form  but  48!  per  cent,  of  the  gross 
receipts  of  the  year. 

Washington  Branch. 

Revenue. — The  receipts  of  this  road  for  the  year  ending  Sept.  30th, 
1848,  were  as  follows:

And  the  proportion  of  expenses  to  gross  income  would  be  37  per  cent., 
and  the  profits  would  be  9  3-8ths  per  cent,  on  the  capital  of  $1,650,000. 

The  State's  tax  on  passengers,  amounting  this  year  to  $38,948  04,  be- 
ing deducted,  the  profits  of  the  work  are  thus  in  effect  but  $115,676  94 
available  for  division  among  the  stockholders,  and  making  7  per  cent, 
on  the  capital.  The  branch  has,  therefore,  realized  this  year  1  per  cent. 
more  than  sufficient  to  relieve  the  Main  Stem  of  any  contribution  towards 
the  interest  of  the  loan  made  for  its  construction.  It  will  be  understood 
that  the  above  revenue  is  the  share  of  what  is  earned  by  the  Washington 
Branch  trains  while  running  on  the  31  miles  of  the  branch  proper;  the 
earnings  upon  the  8  miles  of  the  Main  Stem  traversed  by  the  Washington 
Branch  trains  enure  to  the  Main  Stem  and  are  included  in  its  revenue 
as  seen  in  the  tabular  statement  thereof.  The  treasurer's  statement  of 
expenses  includes  the  State  tax,  and  does  not  notice  the  alterations  in  the 
stock  of  materials.  Hence  the  difference  between  the  statement  of  his 
exhibit  and  the  present  one. 

The  State  tax,  as  stated  by  the  treasurer,  is  also  somewhat^difTerent 
from  its  amount  as  above  given,  which  arises  from  the  former  shewing 
what  has  been  actually  paid  by  the  usual  semi-annual  instalments  into 
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the  State  treasury  within  the  fiscal  year,  and  the  latter  what  has  accrued 
from  the  passenger  business  within  that  period. 

The  whole  amount  of  the  State  bonus  this  year  will  have  been 
$49,203  63,  including  the  proportion  accruing  from  the  share  of  the 
Main  Stem  in  the  passenger  business  of  the  Washington  Branch. 

Trade  of  the  Road. 
Main  Stem. 

Tonnage. — The  aggregate  movement  of  tonnage  over  the  road  in  each 
direction  has  been  stated  under  the  head  of  transportation,  as  shewing 
the  general  results  of  the  operations  of  that  department  during  the  year. 
The  following  statements  will  exhibit  the  character  and  course  of  the 
trade  in  detail.  In  the  appended  table,  lettered  H,  will  be  seen  the  chief 
articles  of  eastward,  and  in  the  table  marked  I  those  of  westward  trans- 
portation. These  tables  indicate  only  what  arrives  at  and  departs  from 
Baltimore,  which  forms,  of  course,  the  great  body  of  the  trade,  the  local 
and  intermediate  transit  being  comparatively  unimportant.  The  sy- 
nopsis of  eastward  transportation  contained  in  table  H  goes  back  to  the 
opening  of  the  road  in  1831,  and  is  very  interesting  in  the  view  it  affords 
of  the  progressive  advance  of  the  import  trade  of  the  city  from  the  inte- 
rior, by  this  avenue.  The  table  I  begins  with  the  present  year  only,  but 
should  be  continued  hereafter  that  a  similar  view  may  be  presented  of 
the  return  trade,  from  year  to  year. 

Eastward  Trade. 

General  Produce  — It  will  be  seen  that  the  quantity  of  flour,  grain  and 
meal  this  year  is  less  than  that  of  the  last  by  163,760  barrels  of  the 
former  or  28  per  cent,  and  5592  tons  or  60  per  cent,  of  the  latter.  The 
increase  in  tobacco  has,  however,  been  1422  hogsheads  or  35  per  cent., 
and  of  provisions  881  tons  or  25  per  cent.;  of  live  stock  the  increase  has 
been  48  per  cent,  or  3,969  tons;  in  whiskey  the  increase  has  been  411 
tons  or  60  per  cent.;  in  lard  and  butter  263  tons  or  18  per  cent.  Iron  has 
diminished  1529  tons  or  17  per  cent.  Granite,  lime  and  soapstone  have 
increased  but  51  tons,  being  nearly  stationary,  and  miscellaneous  produce 
such  as  leather,  bark,  fire-wood,  fire-brick,  iron  ore,  &c,  Sec.  have  in- 
creased 1715  tons  or  28  per  cent. 

Coal. — The  amount  of  coal  brought  to  Baltimore  this  year  has  been 
66,259  tons,  being  16,030  tons,  or  32  per  cent,  more  than  the  last.  The 
means  of  transportation  were  adequate  to  a  larger  trade  in  this  article 
than  offered  ;  the  diminution  of  the  demand,  and  various  other  causes 
which  must  be  of  temporary  continuance,  having  checked  the  operations 
of  the  mining  companies  of  Alleghany  county. 

On  the  whole,  the  eastward  tonnage  arriving  in  Baltimore  this  year  has 
fallen  1041  tons  short  of  last  }Tear,  or  about  ^  of  1  per  cent.,  a  reduction 
which,  but  for  the  coal  trade,  would  have  been  much  more  considerable.. 

Westward  Trade. — No  detailed  comparison  with  the  previous  }rear  in 
the  various  articles  of  this  trade  can  be  made  at  this  lime,  although  that 
can  be  done  in  the  next  annual  report  and  afterwards.  It  maybe  stated, 
however,  in  the  general,  that  there  has  been  an  increase  of  about  28  per 
cent,  in  the  aggregate  amount  of  merchandize  of  all  kinds  forwarded 
from  Baltimore.  The  increase  of  transportation  in  that  direction  is  more 
to  be  desired  than  in  the  opposite  one,  whether  we  look  at  its  effects  upon 
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the  economy  of  transportation,  or  upon  the  revenue  of  the  company  and 
the  trade  of  the  city. 

Passengers. 

The  number  of  passengers  carried  in  the  cars  of  the  main  stem  during 
the  past  year  from  each  station  on  the  road,  in  each  direction,  is  shewn  in 
the  appended  table,  lettered  J,  wherein  is  also  exhibited  the  western  travel 
to  and  from  Pittsburg  and  Wheeling,  Philadelphia  and  Baltimore,  and  the 
southern  travel  through  Washington,  as  well  as  the  local  travel  of  the 
Washington  road.

So  that  the  increase  has  been  (18  per  cent,  or)       .         .         24,053 

Of  the  entire  number  of  44, 538|  western  passengers,  19,0711  have 
started  from  or  stopped  in  Baltimore,  and  25,467  have  come  from  or  gone 
to  Philadelphia.  Making  proper  allowances  for  the  travellers,  who;  start- 
ing from  or  bound  to  Philadelphia,  nevertheless  halt  in  Baltimore,  and  for 
those  who  doing  the  same  by  Baltimore,  have  yet  come  from  or  were 
going  to  Philadelphia,  these  facts  will  shew  how  much  the  value  of  the 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road,  as  a  passenger  line,  depends  upon  its 
character  as  a  general  thoroughfare  between  the  atlantic  and  the  western 
cities,  independent  of  the  travel  proper  to  Baltimore  alone.  It  will  be 
seen  that  the  travel  through  Pittsburg  numbers  29,451  passengers,  and 
thro'  Wheeling  15,087  passengers,  or  about  2  of  the  former  to  1  of  the 
latter.

Washington  Branch. 

Tonnage. — This,  in  the  direction  of  Washington,  consists  of  merchan- 
dize to  that  city  and  limestone,  &c.  to  the  iron  works  on  the  line  of  the 
branch  or  that  of  the  Annapolis  rail  road,  and  of  cotton,  &c.  to  the  facto- 
ries,— towards  Baltimore,  manufactured  goods  from  these  establishments 
and  of  iron  ore,  iron,  &c. 

The  number  of  tons  hauled  1  mile  upon  the  branch  road  during  the 
past  year  was,  eastwardly  610,078  and  westwardly  629,679, — total 
1,239,657  tons  1  mile,  for  which  tolls  were  received.  Adding  to  this  the 
distribution  of  the  company's  fuel  and  materials,  amounting  to  67,729  tons 
1  mile,  the  total  movement  will  appear  to  be  1,307,486  tons  1  mile.  This 
is  an  increase  of  212,664  tons  1  mile,  or  20  per  cent,  over  the  previous 
year. 
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The  revenue  from  freight  has  been  $1,596  26,  or  4Ta7  per  cent, 
greater  than  in  1847 — about  the  same  increase  as  last  year. 

Passengers. — The  total  number  carried  during  the  past  year  has  been 
170,196  for  various  distances,  equivalent  to  5,195,301  carried  1  mile. 
The  southern  passengers  numbered  16,015  over  the  whole  road,  equiva- 
lent to  624,586  1  mile — and  making  about  one-eighth  of  the  whole 
number  carried  1  milev  a  smaller  proportion  than  obtained  last  year  The 
revenue  from  passengers  this  year  has  been  $35,338  21,  or  22  per  cent, 
more  than  last  year,  which  may  in  a  measure  be  due  to  the  addition  to 
the  fare  upon  local  travel,  which  constitutes  seven-eighths  of  the  whole 
passenger  business  of  the  road  and  to  the  increase  in  which  the  improve- 
ment in  the  revenue  of  the  year  has  been  mainly  owing. 

General  Remarks  upon  the  Working  of  the  Road. 

The  appended  table  lettered  K,  in  continuation  of  the  corresponding 
table  in  the  appendix  of  the  last  annual  report  (p.  63)  will  show  in  the 
most  condensed  form  the  general  results  above  set  forth,  with  other  suita- 
ble statements  and  deductions.  A  less  detailed  table,  letter  L,  presents 
a  similar  exhibit  of  the  working  of  the  Washington  branch.  The  table 
lettered  M  is  also  annexed  in  continuation  of  the  corresponding  synopsis 
attached  to  the  last  annual  report,  and  showing  the  business,  revenue, 
expenses  and  dividends  of  the  company  for  each  year  since  the  opening 
of  the  road  in  1830. 

The  aggregate  profits  of  the  company  to  the  present  date,  will  appear 
to  have  been  $3,589,185.  Of  this  $1,0S9,138  have  been  paid  in  divi- 
dends to  the  stockholders,  and  $2,500,067  have  been  reinvested  in  the 
work,  whose  value  has  been  increased  fully  to  that  amount.  The 
nominal  capital  of  the  company,  of  $7,000,000,  stands  then  for  a  real 
capital  of  at  least  $9,500,067.  That  this  is  truly  so  is  demonstrated 
by  the  fact  that  the  excess  over  the  current  expenses  of  the  year  just 
expired  is  writhin  a  small  fraction  of  the  legal  interest  of  6  per  cent,  upon 
the  latter  amount.  This  difference  between  the  apparent  and  real  capital  in 
the  road  has  been  put  into  the  work  in  the  form  of — iron  for  the  road  wTest 
of  Harper's  Ferry — new  track  east  of  that  place — locomotives  and  cars — 
and  for  very  many  permanent  and  valuable  improvements  in  bridges,  depot 
buildings  and  w'ork  shops,  water  stations,  siding  tracks,  and  other 
appendages  to  the  road;  and,  with  a  view  to  the  future  completion  of  the 
road  to  the  Ohio,  in  extensive  surveys  of  nearly  the  whole  country 
between  Cumberland  and  that  river — leaving  but  a  slight  expense  to  be 
met  in  finally  locating  the  road  upon  the  route  that  may  be  preferred. 

The  table  lettered  N  in  the  appendix  presents  a  similar  comparison  to 
that  of  the  corresponding  table  in  the  last  annual  report,  of  the  relative 
cost  of  working  this  road  in  contrast  with  six  other  leading  lines  in  the 
United  States.  A  comparison  so  creditable  to  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Rail  Road,  cannot  well  fail  to  lead  to  the  conviction  that  its  operations 
have  been  judiciously  conducted.  Indeed  if  this  road  be  compared  with 
any  other  in  the  country  of  similar  length  and  character,  it  will  be  found 
that  upon  none  do  the  trains  run  with  more  regularity,  with  fewer  casual- 
ties, and  with  more  attention  to  the  wants  and  wishes  of  the  public. 
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II.  EXTENSION  OF  THE  ROAD. 

West  of  Cumberland. 

Since  July,  1847,  there  have  been  three  parties  of  engineers  constantly 
in  the  field,  and  the  results  of  their  operations  to  this  date  is  briefly  summed 
up  as  follows : 

The  entire  country  between  the  completed  road,  at  Cumberland  and  at 
the  mouth  of  Pattersons  creek  eight  miles  below,  and  the  Cheat  river, 
nearly  80  miles  westward,  and  embracing  all  the  most  difficult  ground  in 
the  mountain  region  of  the  Alleghanies,  has  been  most  carefully  sur- 
veyed upon  a  great  number  of  different  lines,  which  remain  to  be  com- 
pared with  each  other. 

The  country  between  Wheeling  and  the  mouth  of  Piles  Fork  of  Buf- 
falo creek,  some  60  miles  eastward  of  Wheeling,  has  also  been  surveyed 
with  great  minuteness  and  care  upon  the  several  lines  by  Fish  creek  and 
Grave  creek,  wThich  require  to  be  compared  before  the  route  between 
those  points  can  be  selected,  under  the  law  of  Virginia  and  the  agreement 
with  Wheeling.  The  details  of  these  last  surveys  have  been  very  com- 
plex and  the  work,  of  necessity,  has  been  extremely  elaborate  and  has 
occupied  an  unusual  length  of  time.  The  immediate  transfer,  to  other 
field  duties,  of  the  parties  by  whom  these  surveys  were  made,  has  very 
much  kept  back  the  preparation  of  all  the  materials  necessary  for  the 
report  to  be  made  upon  this  important  subject. 

Two  of  the  parties  above  referred  to  are  now  engaged  in  the  country 
west  of  Cheat  river,  and  the  third  one  will  shortly  be  ready  to  remove 
thither. 

By  the  force  of  engineers  now  in  the  field,  the  part  of  the  line,  as  yet 
only  known  from  reconnoissance,  between  Cheat  river  and  the  mouth  of 
Piles  Fork,  will  have  been  instrumentally  surveyed  before  the  close  of  the 
present  year ;  so  as  to  exhibit  the  length  and  other  principal  particulars 
of  the  entire  route  to  the  Ohio  river,  and  so  as  to  permit  a  choice  to  be 
made  of  the  line  for  the  whole  distance.  Before  placing  the  road  under 
contract,  most  of  the  line  upon  the  route  which  may  be  preferred  would 
have  to  be  retraced  ;  which  can  be  done  at  an  early  period  after  instruc- 
tions for  a  final  location  may  be  given. 

The  company's  agents  for  the  right  of  way  have  been  actively  engaged 
in  their  duties,  and  have,  in  general,  been  successful  in  obtaining  the 
privilege  of  locating  the  road,  upon  reasonable  terms  from  the  land  pro- 
prietors. 

.   East  of  Mount  Clare. 

The  branch  road  to  the  south  side  of  the  harbour  at  Locust  Point  has 
been  in  progress  of  construction  since  April  last.  The  graduation  is 
very  nearly  completed,  the  building  of  the  wTharf  is  far  advanced,  and 
the  laying  of  the  rails  has  been  commenced.  The  road  may  be  expected 
to  be  opened  before  the  close  of  the  year.  By  this  important  addition  to 
the  company's  works,  the  operations  of  the  transportation  department  will 
be  most  materially  facilitated,  the  city  be  relieved  from  interruption  to 
its  general  business  on  the  line  of  the  streets  now  traversed  by  the  heavy 
tonnage  hereafter  to  be  taken  to  its  new  depot  on  tide-water — the  tax  on 
those  articles  of  trade  will  be  diminished,  greatly  to  its  encouragement  and 
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beneficial  influence  upon  the  general  commercial  interests  of  the  city — 
and  other  happy  effects  will  ensue  which  will  become  apparent  on  the 
completion  and  successful  use  of  the  branch  road.

In  running  the  above  698,905  miles,  the  tonnage  trains  hauled 
materials  and  fuel  for  the  company's  use,  equivalent  to  2,278,753 
tons,  one  mile  by  steam.  Adding  this  tonnage  for  which  no  charge 
is  made,  to  the  27,365,302  tons  (by  steam)  which  yielded  revenue, 
we  have  a  total  of  29,614,055  tons  one  mile  by  steam  power.  This, 
divided  by  the  number  of  miles  run  with  freight,  will  make  an  average 
of  42.41  tons  of  freight  to  each  locomotive  and  train — which  is  an 
increase  of  1.13  tons,  or  2f  per  cent,  upon  last  year. 

The  average  number  of  passengers  in  each  train  has  been  61,  which 
is  26  less  than  last  year.  The  occasion  of  this  reduction  has  been  the 
additional  number  of  miles  run  by  the  new  night  train  placed  upon  the 
road  in  March  last.

The  expenditures  have  been  divided  between  the  passenger  and  ton- 
nage business — for  the  motive  power  and  cars,  by  separate  accounts  kept 
of  them  as  they  accrued — for  the  road  expenses,  by  an  estimate  of  the 
gross  weight  of  the  two  kinds  of  trains,  compounded  with  the  miles  run 
by  each,  and  allowing  double  wear  and  tear  per  ton,  to  the  passenger 
trains  on  account  of  their  greater  speed — and  for  the  general  expenses, 
by  the  relative  number  of  tons  of  passengers  and  freight  carried  one  mile, 
allowing  the  transportation  of  two  passengers  to  cost  as  much  as  that  of 
one  ton.  It  must  be  noted  that  the  tons  and  passengers  carried  one  mile 
as  above  shown,  include  all  those  carried  over  the  first  eight  miles  of  the 
main  stem  in  the  Washington  branch  trains.  Yet  as  the  cost  of  steam 
motive  power,  of  cars,  and  general  expenses  for  those  trains  are  all  borne 
by  the  Washington  branch,  and  form,  therefore,  no  part  of  the  expenses 
above  stated  under  those  heads,  the  tons  and  passengers  carried  by  the 
branch  trains  are  taken  out  in  calculating  the  cost  per  ton  per  mile  for  all 
but  the  road  expenses  which  are  borne  altogether  by  the  main  stem. 

The  number  of  passengers  and  tons  on  the  main  stem,  viz.,  290,098 
passengers  and  271,252  tons,  stated  on  page  8  of  the  report  of  the  Presi- 
dent and  Directors,  is  that  carried  in  ihemain  stem  cars  on  the  main  stem 
and  in  the  Washington  branch  cat s  on  the  first  eig^ht  miles  of  the  main  stem. 

There  have  been  32,919  passengers,  and  S79,3^0  tons  carried  one  mile 
by  the  company's  cars  and  engines  upon  the  mine  rail  roads  above  Cum- 
berland, and  from  which  revenue  has  been  received,  (besides  150,015 
tons  of  lumber  and  coal  for  the  company's  use)  the  cost  of  which  is  a  part 
of  the  above  expenses.  If  these  passengers  and  (freight  paying)  tons  be 
added  to  the  aggregate  of  the  same  previously  stated,  they  will  reduce 
the  total  cost,  inclusive  of  horse  power,  to  1.139  per  passenger,  and  1.563 
per  ton  per  mile. 

The  number  of  tons  carried  one  mile  in  this  company's  cars  on  the 
Winchester  and  Potomac  Rail  Road,  for  the  year,  has  been  520,759.

To Jhe  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  : 

Gentlemen  : 

The  undersigned,  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  ordi- 
nance authorising  their  appointment  and  prescribing  their  duties, 
have  the  honor  respectfully  to  submit  the  following  report  of  their 
proceedings  for  the  past  year. 

The  annexed  tabular  statement  marked  A,  will  exhibit  under  their 
appropriate  heads  the  expenditures  rendered  necessary  in  the  prose- 
cution of  the  improvements  and  repairs  directed  by  the  several  ordi- 
nances and  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Council  at  their  annual  and 
extra  sessions. 

In  conformity  to  the  provisions  of  ordinance  No.  8,  approved 
February  28,  1840,  Fire  Plugs  have  been  erected  during  the  year  at 
the  following  places,  viz  : 

Corner  of  Pine  and  Raborg  streets. 
Corner  of  Fremont  and  Raborg  streets. 
Corner  of  Buren  and  Madison  streets. 
Corner  of  Pitt  and  Aisquith  streets. 
Corner  of  Holland  and  Aisquith  streets. 
Corner  of  Orleans  and  Aisquith  streets. 
Corner  of  Jefferson  and  Aisquith  streets. 
Corner  of  Gay  and  Aisquith  streets. 
Corner  of  Calvert  and  Lombard  streets. 
Corner  of  Pratt  and  Commerce  streets. 

As  directed  by  ordinance  No.  13,  approved  March  2,  1848,  the 
grade  of  Fayette  street,  between  Front  street  and  Jones'  falls,  was 
altered  so  as  to  conform  to  the  level  of  the  bridge  erected  over  said 
19 
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falls,  and  the  necessary  sewers  constructed  to  carry  off  the  water 
from  said  street. 

In  accordance  with  ordinance  No.  31,  approved  March  28,  1848, 
the  grade  of  Monument  street,  from  North  to  Buren  street,  was 
raised  to  conform  to  the  floor  of  the  bridge  erected  over  Jones'  falls 
at  Monument  street,  the  street  repaved,  the  abutment  walls  of  the 
bridge  raised,  and  the  necessary  sewers  constructed. 

As  authoiised  by  resolution  No.  11,  approved  February  21,  1848, 
the  market  space  on  the  N.  E.  side  of  the  Bel  Air  market,  between 
Gay  and  Hillen  streets,  was  paved  by  contract. 

Resolutions  Nos.  3,  8,  12,  24,  25,  41,  45,  66,  70  and  71,  have 
been  severally  carried  into  effect. 

In  obedience  to  the  requisitions  of  a  resolution  passed  at  the  ex- 
tra session  of  the  Council,  the  City  Commissioners  entered  into  a 
contract  with  Messrs.  Murray  and  Hazlehurst  for  the  erection  of  an 
iron  bridge  over  Jones'  falls  at  Fayette  street,  and  they  are  gratified 
in  being  able  to  state  that,  the  bridge  has  been  completed,  establish- 
ing the  desired  communication  with  this  important  thoroughfare. 

As  required  by  ordinance  No.  34,  approved  April  25,  1845,  the 
undersigned  submit  the  subjoined  statement  and  exhibit  of  the  sev- 
eral streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  or  parts  thereof,  that  have  been  paved 
or  repaved  during  the  year,  with  the  names  of  the  contractors  and 
the  sums  paid  for  paving  or  repaving. 

It  will  appear  by  reference  to  the  exhibit  that  the  property  holders 
have  in  some  instances  contracted  to  pay  certain  stipulated  suras  per 
running  foot  for  paving,  which  must  be  understood  as  inclusive  of 
the  expense  of  grading  and  setting  the  curb  stones. 

The  board  would  respectfully  remark,  that  they  have  endeavored 
to  comply  with  the  duties  required  of  them  by  the  ordinances,  rela- 
tive to  the  paving  and  repaving  of  the  several  streets,  lanes  and 
alleys.

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  : 
Gentlemen  : 

The  Port  Wardens  have  the  honor  respectfully  to  transmit  the  fol- 
lowing statement  in  relation  to  their  duties  during  the  past  year, 
connected  with  the  improvements  of  the  harbor. 

The  accompanying  Abstract  of  Expenditures,  marked  B,  will  ex- 
hibit the  disbursements  on  account  of  the  harbor  operations. 

As  required  by  resolution  No.  61,  approved  April  1,  1848,  the 
Port  Wardens  contracted  with  Messrs.  Meads  &  Horney  for  the  con- 
struction and  equipment  of  a  steam  tow-boat  for  the  transportation 
of  the  mud  machines  and  scows  in  and  about  the  harbor,  and  for 
other  purposes,  which  has  been  completed  ready  for  service. 

An  additional  row  of  buckets  has  been  attached  to  the  steam 
dredging  machine,  which  will  enable  the  machine  to  operate  with 
increased  advantage. 

The  scows  have  undergone  considerable  repair,  and  additional 
scows  have  been  constructed,  and  the  entire  machinery  is  in  a  condi- 
tion to  commence  advantageous  operations  in  the  ensuing  spring,  in 
deepening  and  improving  the  harbor. 

There  has  been  collected  and  paid  over  to  the  Register,  during 
the  year,  for  work  performed  by  the  mud  machines,  in  deepening 
private  docks,  &c,  the  sum  of  $5,659  42,  as  will  appear  by  reference 
to  our  abstract  marked  B.

We  herewith  hand  you  a  statistical  table  marked  B,  which  shows 
the  number  of  prisoners  committed  (2122)  and  the  offences  with 
which  they  were  charged.  Also,  a  table  marked  C,  which  shows 
the  monthly  or  daily  average  number  of  prisoners  in  jail  each  morn- 
ing ;  likewise  a  table  marked  D,  which  shows  the  number  of  debt- 
tors  and  other  prisoners  committed;  how  they  were  discharged,  and 
how  many  remained  in  jail. 
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The  Board  do  not  think  it  necessary  at  this  time  to  say  any  thing 
in  relation  to  the  jail  buildings,  having  so  fully,  in  their  previous  re- 
ports, called  attention  to  that  subject,  and  wjll  only  add  that  another 
year's  experience  has  tended  to  confirm  us  in  the  belief  that  the 
views  heretofore  expressed  are  correct. 

An  appropriation  of  $5,000  on  the  part  of  the  city  will  be  neces- 
sary for  the  next  year. 

The  Board  take  great  pleasure  in  stating,  that  all  the  officers  at- 
tached to  the  jail  have  performed  their  duty  ably  and  efficiently,  and 
to  our  entire  satisfaction  :  the  buildings  have  at  all  times  been  kept 
in  the  best  possible  order,  at  no  time  have  the  prisoners  suffered  for 
the  necessaries  of  life,  and  as  far  as  consistent  with  prudence  and  a 
due  regard  to  economy,  every  indulgence  has  been  accorded  to  those 
(consistent  with  their  safety)  committed  to  the  custody  of  the  War- 
den, Thos.  0.  Sollers,  to  whom  the  Board  would  be  wanting  did 
they  not  express  their  thanks  for  the  cheerful  aud  faithful  manner  in 
which  he  has  carried  out  all  their  views,  so  far  as  the  means  in  his 
possession  would  permit.

Baltimore,  December  31st,   1848. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  : 
Gentlemen  : 

In  the  discharge  of  their  duty,  the  Board  of  Health  beg  leave 
respectfully  to  submit  the  following  report,  as  a  history  of  their 
labours,  and  a  condensed  statement  of  the  amounts  .drawn  from  the 
various  appropriations  which  your  honours  have  left  to  the  disposal 
of  the  Board.  In  the  commencement  of  their  report,  the  Board  of 
Health  cannot  refrain  from  expressing  the  sense  of  gratitude  which 
they  experience  in  common  with  the  citizens  of  Baltimore,  for  the 
especial  manner  in  which  our  beloved  city  has  been  preserved, 
by  Divine  Providence,  from  pestilential  disease.  During  the  past 
year,  Baltimore  has  been  spared  the  terrible  calamity  of  witnessing, 
as  in  the  preceding  year,  vessel  after  vessel  arriving  at  our  shores 
freighted  with  human  beings  suffering  from  disease,  of  a  character  so 
terrible  and  alarming  as  at  once  to  excite  the  sympathies  and  awaken 
the  fears  of  our  fellow-citizens.  In  addition  to  this,  our  own  com- 
munity has  been  exempt  from  every  species  of  epidemic,  and,  with 
the  exception  of  scarlatina,  a  few  cases  of  rubeola  and  pertussis,  and 
some  isolated  cases  of  variola,  we  might  safely  say  that  scarcely  any 
contagious  disease  prevailed  amongst  our  citizens. 

By  referring  to  the  accompanying  table  of  interments,  it  will  be 
perceived  that  the  whole  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  the  course 
of  the  year  amounts  to  4233.  Of  this  number  372  were  cases  of 
infants  dying  in  parturition,  959  were  cases  of  infants  under  one 
year,  and  979  were  cases  occurring  with  children  between  the  first 
and  fifth  year,  making  in  all  2,310. 

When  we  consider,  that  of  the  entire  number  of  deaths  407  were 
cases  of  scarlet  fever,  244  of  cholera  infantum,  165  of  croup,  74  of 
measels,489  of  infantile  unknown,  and  620  of  consumption,  diseases 
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either  peculiar  to  children,  or  hereditary  in  their  character,  it  must  be 
confessed  that  the  bill  of  mortality  is  small  indeed,  and,  that  for  gene- 
ral salubrity,  our  city  will  compare  most  favourably  with  any  of  the 
sister  cities  of  the  Union. 

In  the  exercise  of  the  various  duties  assigned  to  the  Board,  a 
strict  regard  to  economy  has  enabled  us  to  leave  in  the  hands  of  the 
city  Register  a  large  balance  undrawn,  in  all  the  appropriations,  with 
the  exception  of  that  for  the  removal  of  nuisances. 

In  the  Health  Department,  although,  in  consequence  of  the  inade- 
quate sum  appropriated  for  the  removal  of  nuisances,  the  sum  of 
$205  17  was  drawn  from  the  health  appropriation,  it  will  be  per- 
ceived that  the  entire  expense  amounted  only  to  the  sum  of  $1,969  59. 

With  this  amount  the  Board  have  been  able  to  meet  the  various 
demands  upon  the  city  for  the  opening  of  graves  in  the  eastern  and 
western  Pottersfield,  the  procurement  of  coffins,  the  expenses  of  the 
hearses,  the  removal  of  paupers  to  the  Alms  House,  the  filling  up  of 
vacant  lots,  the  cleaning  of  sewers  and  wharves,  the  abatement  of 
nuisances  in  unpaved  streets  deeded  to  the  city,  the  removal  of  snow 
from  public  property,  and  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  office. 

The  attention  of  the  Board  has  been  constantly  directed  to  the 
condition  of  the  premises  attached  to  private  property,  wTith  a 
view  to  the  preservation  of  the  health  of  the  city  ;  and  notices  have 
been  uniformly  served  upon  the  owners  of  vacant  lots  of  ground 
on  whieh  stagnant  pools  of  water  would  collect,  requiring  of  the  pos- 
sessors the  removal  of  the  nuisance.  In  most  instances  the  Board 
have  met  with  a  ready  compliance  on  the  part  of  the  citizens,  and 
thus,  in  the  suburbs  of  the  city,  many  fruitful  sources  of  malaria  have 
been  removed. 

The  efforts  of  the  Board  have  repeatedly  during  the  past  year  been 
exerted  for  the  purpose  of  checking  the  diffusion  of  small  pox,  when- 
ever an  occasional  case  of  this  malady  presented  itself  in  our  com- 
munity. In  all  instances  where  there  was  a  willingness  on  the  part  of 
the  patient  or  his  friends,  and  in  others  where  even  a  reluctance  was 
manifested,  the  patient  was  conveyed  to  the  small  pox  hospital,  his 
clothes  destroyed,  the  premises  purified  and  ventilated,  and  the  ser- 
vices of  the  vaccine  physician  immediately  called  into  requisition. 
Thus,  although  repeatedly  this  terrible  disease  has  reared  its  head 
in  our  midst,  have  we  been  enabled  to  limit  the  progress  of  the  dis- 
ease, exhibiting  at  once  the  protection  furnished  by  the  system  of 
public  vaccination,  and  the  incalculable  advantages  afforded  our  city 
in  the  possession  of  its  small  pox  hospital. 

In  the  table  marked  A,  will  be  found  the  result  of  the  labours  of 
the  vaccine  physicians.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that,  from  sentiments 
of  pride,  and  misconceived  ideas  of  the  manner,  in  which,  and  of  the 
virus,  with  which  the  vaccination  is  to  be  performed,  so  many  reject 
the  proffered  services  of  the  vaccine  physicians. 

The  expenses  for  the  removal  of  nuisances  have  exceeded  the 
appropriation,  but  the  surplus  sum  of  $205  17  has  been  supplied 
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from  the  appropriation  for  the  health  department.  In  fact  so  closely 
connected  are  these  two  appropriations,  that  the  Board  have  thought 
it  prudent  to  suggest  to  your  honours  the  propriety  of  merging  the 
nuisance  into  the  health  appropriation. 

In  the  street  department,  the  expenses  this  year  have  amounted 
to  $8,875  32,  exclusive  of  the  manure.  During  the  first  three  months, 
whilst  the  streets  were  under  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Health,  every 
attention  was  bestowed  upon  that  department  of  our  duties  to  con- 
tribute to  the  general  cleanliness  of  the  city,  and  the  comfort  of  the 
citizens.  The  expenses  of  the  street  department  during  those  three 
months  amounted  to  $3,972  11;  and  during  that  period  $998  42J 
were  collected  from  the  sale  of  manure,  and  deposited  in  the  hands  of 
the  City  Register.  By  an  ordinance,  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the 
councils,  the  system  of  cleaning  the  streets  has  been  entirely  changed, 
and  the  outlay  under  the  contract  system  has  amounted  during  the 
remaining  nine  months  to  the  sum  of  $4,903  21,  exclusive  of  the 
sales  of  manure.  There  is  evidently,  under  the  new  system,  a  con- 
siderable decrease  in  the  annual  expenses  of  the  street  department, 
and  this  fact  alone  has  caused  the  health  commissioner  to  look  with 
an  eye  of  indulgence  on  the  operations  of  the  present  board  of  con- 
tractors, for  it  must  be  confessed  that,  although  the  condition  of  the 
streets  has  not  been  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  Board  or  of  the 
citizens  generally,  every  disposition  has  been  manifested  by  the 
contractors  generally  to  preserve  the  districts  in  a  clean  condition, 
regardless  of  the  small  amounts  for  which  they  had  contracted. 
Had  the  seasons  been  less  unfavourable,  and  the  excitement  relative 
to  the  threatening  epidemic  less  diffused,  the  imperfections  of  the 
system  would  not  have  been  so  apparent.  Whether  the  system  shall 
be  continued  or  abandoned  it  remains  for  your  honours  to  state, — 
it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Health  to  remind  your  honours 
that  the  time  for  which  the  present  contractors  have  bonded  wTill 
expire  on  the  1st  day  of  March  1849. 

It  remains  for  the  Board  of  Health  to  present  to  your  consideration 
a  statement  of  their  operations  in  the  last,  and  perhaps,  the  most  use- 
ful field  of  their  official  duties.  By  referring  to  the  table  of  the  ex- 
penditures on  the  small  pox  hospital,  it  will  be  perceived  that  the 
attention  of  the  Board  has  been  directed  to  the  essential  and  indis- 
pensable improvements  needed  for  the  convenience  and  comfort  of 
the  patient,  and  the  preservation  and  wants  of  the  institution.  In  its 
present  condition,  with  the  exception  of  water  closets,  and  gratings 
for  the  windows,  and  the  painting  of  the  exterior  of  the  building, 
the  hospital  possesses  all  that  is  strictly  required  for  a  place  fitted 
for  the  reception  of  patients  labouring  under  contagious  disease. 
From  the  small  number  of  patients,  as  the  report  of  the  resident 
physician  exhibits,  the  revenue  accruing  to  the  city  is  comparatively 
small ;  but  it  must  be  conceded  that  the  advantages  are  incalculable, 
which  such  an  institution  affords  to  our  city  by  the  confidence  which 
it  inspires  in  the  minds  of  our  citizens,  and  the  protection  that  it 
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furnishes  against  one  of  the  most  loathsome  diseases.  The  expen- 
ses in  this  department  will  be  found  by  referring  to  table  F,  to  have 
amounted  to  the  sum  of  $2,492  50i,  leaving  a  balance  in  the  hands 
of  the  Register  of  $2,507  49J. 

In  conclusion,  the  Board  of  Health  would  respectfully  call  the  at- 
tention of  your  honours  to  the  ordinances  and  State  enactments  rela- 
tive to  unpaved  streets,,  private  lanes,  &c.  With  the  limited  means 
appropriated,  and  the  questionable  powers  conferred  by  these  enact- 
ments, the  Board  of  Health  have  comparatively  little  authority  for  the 
effectual  removal  of  nuisances  so  frequently  found  in  those  unpaved 
alleys  and  avenues  of  every  description.  But  it  is  not  merely  on 
private  property  that  these  difficulties  are  found  to  exist ;  the  bed  of 
Schroeder's  run,  extending  from  west  Baltimore  to  Lombard  streets, 
presents  at  present,  although  in  the  centre  of  a  public  street,  a  nuis- 
ance at  once  annoying  to  the  neighborhood,  offensive  to  the  inhabi- 
tants, interrupting  all  communication  by  travel,  and,  from  the  im- 
purities of  the  stream,  calculated  to  generate  disease  in  the  imme- 
diate vicinity.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Health,  this  may  be 
regarded  as  one  of  the  greatest  nuisances  that  can  be  found  upon 
any  of  the  unpaved  public  streets,  and  deserves  due  consideration 
from  your  honourable  bodies.

*  These  patients  were  mostly  sent  from  ship-board,  with  premonitary  symptoms  of 
contagious  diseases,  which  disappeared  in  a  few  days. 
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Of  these,  two  were  received  by  order  from  Dr.  Wra.  T.  Leonard, 
Pres't.  Board  of  Health,  fourteen  from  Dr.  E.  J.  Chaisty,  Ass't. 
Health  Commissioner,  fifty-seven  from  Dr.  D.  H.  Lawrence,  Health 
Officer,  and  four  from  the  Baltimore  City  and  County  Aims-House. 

Of  the  whole  number,  ten  were  paupers  at  the  expense  of  the  city  ; 
in  all  other  cases  the  ships  or  individuals  becoming  responsible  for 
dues. 

I  have  collected  and  paid  over  to  the  City  Register  four  hundred 
and  eighteen  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents,  ($418  75.)  Two  hun- 
dred and  forty  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($240  50)  of  which  was  over 
from  the  year  previous. 

There  remains  unpaid  bills  to  the  amount  of  seventy-five  dollars, 
($75  00,)  due  from  different  ships  and  individuals.

The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  : 

Gentlemen  : 

In  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  city  ordinances,  I  present 
the  following  report : 

From  the  last  day  of  December  of  1847,  to  the  first  day  of  January, 
1849,  I  boarded  the  following  number  of  vessels,  viz  :  890  ; — of 
these  61  were  ships  ;  129  barques  ;  233  brigs  ;  and  462  schooners- 
bringing  7,019  passengers.  Of  these,  6,155  were  aliens,  864  citi- 
zens of  the  United  States.  The  permit  dues  amounted  to  the 
sum  of  $3,072  00  :  after  deducting  from  the  above  my  salary  and 
commissions,  bargemen's  wages,  office  rent  and  contingent  expenses, 
left  a  balance  in  favour  of  the  city  treasury  of  $1,314  46. 

The  passengers  and  crews  that  arrived  during  the  above  period 
were  generally  healthy.  I  had,  however,  to  detain  in  quarantine,  for 
a  short  period,  ships  Mary  Pleasants  and  Masconoma,  from  New 
Orleans,  with  government  troops  ;  brig  Rufus  Soule  was  detained 
some  thirteen  days  in  consequence  of  one  of  the  crew  having  the 
small  pox;  ship  Silas  Richards.  Capt.  Welch,  from  Rotterdam, 
twenty-nine  days,  with  twenty-eight  passengers,  arrived  on  the  loth 
of  December,  having  lost  on  the  voyage  the  chief  mate  and  one  of 
her  crew  and  one  passenger, — from  the  evidence  of  her  log,  and  the 
history  of  the  disease,  as  obtained  from  her  commander,  they  un- 
questionably died  of  Asiatic  cholera  :  as  a  precautionary  measure,  the 
vessel  was  placed  under  an  efficient  guard,  day  and  night,  for  some 
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six  days — as  the  disease  did  not  manifest  itself  among  her  passen- 
gers or  crew  daring  this  period,  her  passengers  were  removed  to  the 
hospital  ground,  and  the  ship  subjected  to  a  thorough  cleansing  and 
disenfecting  process.      .  m 

So  far  as  I  am  able  to  judge,  no  important  consequences  resulted 
from  the  arrival  of  either  above  vessels.

It  will  be  perceived  from  the  last  table,  that  the  commutation  money 
on  account  of  the  arrival  of  foreigners  at  the  port  of  Baltimore, 
applicable  to  the  support  of  the  poor  for  1849,  amounts  to  $4,381  97 ; 
being  $2,800  55  less  than  the  sum  applicable  to  the  same  purpose 
in  1848.  This  cause,  in  addition  to  considerable  improvements  on 
the  farm,  and  repairs  to  the  mill  and  water  power  of  the  institution, 
have  compelled  the  trustees  to  ask  for  a  greater  appropriation  for 
1849  than  was  required  for  the  preceding  year. 

In  reviewing  the  annual  reports  of  the  trustees  of  the  Alms  House 
for  the  past  twenty  years,  it  is  gratifying  to  find  that  the  expenses 
consequent  upon  supporting  the  institution  have  increased  very  little, 
notwithstanding  the  population  of  Baltimore  has  nearly  doubled 
within  that  period.  It  is  not  pretended  that  this  is  the  result  of  the 
exercise  of  more  rigid  economy  within  recent  periods  than  was  prac- 
ticed by  the  trustees  of  the  poor  at  earlier  times,  but  because  pau- 
perism and  vagrancy  have  not  increased  in  a  ratio  with  the  increase 
of  population.  The  tide  of  emigration  to  America  has — as  wras  rea- 
sonably to  be  expected — 'brought  with  it  much  poverty  as  well  as 
disease,  and  as  a  consequence  has  tended  to  increase  the  inmates  of 
charitable  public  institutions.  It  is,  however,  a  pleasant  reflection 
to  the  philanthropist  that  the  poor  emigrant,  borne  down  by  privation 
or  disease,  may  find  on  the  shores  of  God's  favoured  land  a  chari- 
table roof  under  which  he  may  recover  his  wonted  physical  energy. 
Even  in  this  class  of  inmates  the  increase  falls  far  below  an  estimate 
which,  under  the  circumstances  of  great  emigration  and  much  pov- 
erty, might  be  deemed  reasonable. 

The  monthly  average  of  strangers  (mostly  foreigners)  in  the  Balti- 
more Alms  House  for  the  sixteen  years  preceding  the  year  1848  was 
75  1-16.  In  1848  the  monthly  average  was  137  7-12,  showing  an 
increase  over  the  average  designated  of  only  62  and  a  fraction.  An 
exhibit  for  the  same  period  of  the  monthly  average  of  what  are 
termed  city  paupers — those  having  acquired  a  residence  in  Balti- 
more— shows  a  diminution  in  that  class  or  portion  of  inmates.

This  decrease  of  resident  pauperism,  under  a  rapid  increase  of 
population,  speaks  volumes  in  favor  of  the  prosperity  as  well  as  the 
morals  of  our  citizens.  Extreme  poverty  is  not  always  the  com- 
panion of  slothfulness,  dissipation  or  vice,  but  is  frequently  the  re- 
sult of  premature  physical  disability,  and  decrepit  age  ;  yet,  in  the 
main,  the  reports  of  Alms  Houses  exhibit  the  painful  truth  that  in- 
toxicating drinks  fill  their  cells,  hospital-wards,  and  dormitories. 
This  statistical  comparison  irresistibly  evidences  that  the  meritori- 
ous labours  of  good  men  in  our  midst  have  not  been  fruitless  in 
promoting  temperance,  at  least  in  the  ranks  of  that  portion  of  the 
community  most  benefitted  by  its  practice — the  poor. 

The  trustees  derive  much  pleasure  in  bearing  testimony  to  the 
faithful  services  of  the  respective  officers  of  the  institution,  as  well  as 
to  the  valuable  aid  rendered  by  the  resident  students  in  alleviating, 
as  far  as  practicable,  the  sufferings  of  the  afflicted  inmates.

The  tabular  statements  hereto  annexed,  Nos.  1,  2  and  3,  exhibit 
the  financial  condition  of  the  company ;  No.  1  shows  the  total  re- 
ceipts and  expenditures  ;  No.  2,  the  same  from  all  sources  for  the 
fiscal  year;  and  No.  3,  the  receipts  and  expenditures  chargeable  to 
the  transportation  department  during  the  same  period. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  revenue  from  passengers  of  $8,979  77, 
and  a  decrease  in  the  receipts  from  tonnage  of  $25,027  06;  the  total 
gross  revenue  being  $  16,047  29  less  than  during  the  preceding  year. 

The  expenditures  for  transportation  are  $10,607  27  less  than  the 
previous  year;  and  the  net  receipts  are  also  less  by  the  sum  of 
$5,440  02.  The  number  of  passengers  conveyed  between  Balti- 
more and  York  has  increased  19,442,  upwards  of  20  per  cent.,  and 
the  increase  on  the  Wrightsville,  York  and  Gettysburg  Rail  Road  has 
been  1,026,  about  4|  per  cent. 

The  falling  off  in  the  burden  transportation  is  assignable  to  two 
causes.  Firsts — that  there  was  a  greater  demand  during  the  pre- 
vious year  (1847)  for  all  kind  of  bread-stuffs;  which  enhanced  the 
price  and  brought  to  the  sea-board  larger  quantities  than  usual,  leav- 
ing the  sources  of  supply,  tributary  to  this  road  and  its  connections, 
measurably  exhausted.  The  second  and  principal  one  was  the  in- 
terruptions to  the  main  line  of  Pennsylvania  improvements,  caused 
by  the  damage  these  works- sustained  from  the  freshet  of  October 
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1847.  This  injury  was  not  repaired  until  late  in  the  following 
spring.  Then  followed  the  destruction  by  fire  of  the  Freeport  ac- 
queduct  in  June  last.  Thus  the  suspension  of  transit  through  this 
channel,  so  intimately  connected  with  the  prosperity  of  the  Baltimore 
and  Susquehanna  Rail  Road,  left  only  four  months  of  uninterrupted 
communication  with  Pittsburg  during  the  company's  fiscal  year.  It 
will  be  found  by  reference  to  the  accompanying  report,  No.  4,  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Transportation,  that  to  these  causes  the  diffi- 
ciency  of  $25,027  06  in  the  revenue  from  tonnage  is  altogether 
attributed. 

If  we  then  assume  that  $20,000  of  this  sum  would  have  been 
profits,  (the  company  being  compelled  to  maintain  the  same  expense 
in  running  trains,)  the  net  revenues  would  have  been  $91,572  27, 
an  amount  almost  sufficient  to  meet  the  current  interest  on  the  State 
loans. 

Notwithstanding  the  decrease  in  the  gross  and  net  revenues,  the 
company  paid  the  State  during  the  year  ending  September  the 
30th,  1848,  $50,000;  an  amount  much  greater  than  it  has  been 
enabled  to  pay  during  any  previous  year.  And  from  the  revenues 
of  the  first  quarter  of  the  present  year,  the  further  sum  of  $15,000 
has  been  paid. 

The  following  payments  were  also  made  during  the  fiscal  year,  as 
will  be  seen  by  statement  No.  2. — $5,605  51  for  rebuilding  two 
locomotives  too  small  for  economical  running,  and  the  construction 
of  two  eight  wheel  tenders,  $2,400,  the  company's  proportion  of  the 
cost  of  the  iron  bridge  at  Monument  street ;  and  $8,761  94  for  new 
passenger  cars. 

During  the  last  session  of  the  legislature  of  Maryland  a  law  im- 
portant in  its  relation  to  the  interests  of  the  stockholders  was  passed, 
altering  the  character  of  the  loans  by  the  State  on  certain  copdi- 
tions ;  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  act,  No.  5;  which  is  hereto 
annexed.  It  has  been  accepted  by  the  stockholders  and  the  City  of 
Baltimore  in  accordance  wTith  its  provisions. 

The  connections  contemplated  by  the  above  act  are  in  progress. 
The  one  from  Columbia  to  Middletown  will  be  made  by  the  Harris- 
burg  and  Lancaster  Rail  Road  Company,  and  will  form  a  branch  of 
their  road.  The  other  from  York  to  Harrisburg  on  the  west  side  of 
the  Susquehanna  has  been  commenced  by  the  organization  of  the 
York  and  Cumberland  Rail  Road  Company ;  which  company  are 
now  employed  in  locating  their  road. 

The  Pennsylvania  Rail  Road  is  progressing  rapidly  in  its  construc- 
tion. The  Chief  Engineer  of  the  company,  in  his  report  to  the 
stockholders,  dated  20th  November  1848,  says: — "We  apprehend 
no  difficulty  in  finishing  the  road  to  Huntingdon  by  the  close  of  the 
next  year,  (1849,)  and  to  Hollidaysburg  during  the  following  spring, 
(1850,)  the  periods  heretofore  promised." 
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"  The  road  bed  is  now  under  contract  continuously  from  Harris- 
burg  to  Logan's  Narrows,  a  distance  of  117  miles;  leaving  still  to 
be  contracted  for,  to  reach  Hollidaysburg,  about  20  miles,  upon 
which  there  is  no  heavy  work." 

At  Hollidaysburg  the  Pennsylvania  Rail  Road  connects  with  the 
Portage'  Rail  Road  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  which 
latter  extends#west  36  miles  to  Johnstown.  Thus  in  the  spring  of 
1850,  on  the  presumption  that  one  or  both  of  the  connections  with 
Harrisburg  will  be  made,  then  there  will  be  a  continuous  line  of  rail 
road  from  the  city  of  Baltimore  to  Johnstown,  situated  at  the  west 
side  of  the  Alleghany  mountains,  of  about  270  miles  in  length.  At 
Johnstown  commences  the  western  division  of  the  State  Canal,  a 
work  well  adapted  to  passenger  boats  during  the  summer  season ; 
and  also  an  excellent  turnpike  of  only  73  miles  in  length ;  after 
the  completion  of  theseworks  now  in  progress,  passengers  can  be 
transported  by  this  route  from  Pittsburg  to  Baltimore  in  26  hours, 
and  to  Washington  City  in  30  hours. 

This  company,  looking  to  the  increasing  travel  and  business  of 
the  road,  have  leased  the  square  of  ground  bounded  by  Calvert  and 
North,  Centre  and  Franklin  streets,  for  the  purpose  of  a  general 
depot.  For  a  description  of  the  improvements  contemplated,  refer- 
ence is  made  to  the  annexed  report,  No.  6,  of  the  architects.  The 
construction  of  this  depot  will  cause  a  great  annual  saving  in  the 
expenses  of  the  company,  by  enabling  it  to  concentrate  under  one 
roof  its  offices,  and  all  the  business  of  the  road,  both  tonnage  and 
passenger.  The  cost  of  the  improvement  is  to  be  met  by  the  sale 
of  real  estate  belonging  to  the  company  and  not  necessary  to  be  re- 
tained. 

The  locomotives  and  cars  of  the  company  are  in  excellent  work- 
ing condition,  having  undergone  thorough  repairs.  No  additional 
power  or  cars  will  be  required  for  the  business  of  the  coming  year. 

From  the  report  of  IsaaG  Denmead,  Superintendent  of  Machinery, 
the  number  of  locomotives  owned  by  the  company  at  this  time,  and 
their  estimated  value,  is  as  follows  :

I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  the  operations  and 
condition  of  this  department,  for  the  last  fiscal  year,  ending  30th 
September,  1848.

There  is  a  considerable  decrease  of  the  burden  transportation 
compared  with  the  previous  year,  attributable  to  several  causes,  the 
principal  ones  were  the  stoppage  of  the  canals  of  Pennsylvania  by 
the  great  storm  of  October,  1847,  until  late  in  the  spring,  and  the 
burning  of  the  Freeport  acqueduct  in  June,  1848,  by  which  I  have 
no  doubt  the  receipts  were  reduced  upwards  of  $25,000.

The  total  estimated  value  of  the  passenger  and  burden  cars  is 
$155,000. 

A  large  portion  of  the  burden  cars  now  owned  by  the  company 
are  "  six  wheelers,"  a  class  of  cars  by  no  means  adapted  to  the 
cheap  working  of  this  road.  A  greater  objection  to  this  class  of 
cars,  other  than  their  injurious  effect  to  the  track  and  bridges, 
(having  been  adopted  almost  exclusively  by  individual  transporters,) 
is  their  effects  on  the  revenue  of  the  company,  derived  from  charges 
for  tolls  and  motive  power ;  because,  carrying  as  they  do  nearly  the 
same  tonnage  as  eight  wheel  cars,  they  pay  one-fourth  less  for  tolls  and 
motive  on  the  car. 

Impressed  with  the  conviction  of  their  prejudicial  effects,  both 
with  regard  to  the  road  and  the  revenue,  1  have  to  the  extent  of  my 
influence  discouraged  the  further  introduction  of  this  class  of  cars  on 
the  road. 

During  the  past  year  four  new  passenger  cars,  built  at  the  com- 
pany's shops,  and  finished  in  the  most  superior  manner,  have  been 
put  on  the  road  ;  which  have  afforded  ample  accommodation  for  the 
steadily  increasing  demand  for  the  regular  passenger  transportation, 
and  for  excursions.  On  extraordinary  occasions  we  have  been  com- 
pelled to  tax  the  courtesy  of  the  agents  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
and  Philadelphia,  Wilmington  and  Baltimore  Rail  Road  Companies 
for  the  loan  of  cars.  It  affords  me  pleasure  to  say,  that  the  agents 
of  both  of  those  companies  have  cheerfully  and  promptly  met  any 
requisition  made  upon  them  by  the  agents  of  this  company.  We 
were  also  enabled  during  the  year,  to  transport  the  emigrant  passen- 
gers in  comfortable  passenger  cars. 
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The  burden  cars  on  the  road  are  in  excellent  working  order,  many 
during  the  year  have  been  rebuilt  and  thoroughly  repaired,  they  now 
require  repainting  to  make  them  complete. 

During  the  press  of  the  busy  transporting  season,  we  have  some- 
times experienced  a  want  of  burden  cars,  particularly  of  wood,  lum- 
ber and  coal  trucks ;  this  difficulty  have  been  measurably  obviated 
by  the  active  operation  of  the  night  train,  and  by  the  prompt  unload- 
ing of  cars  at  Belvidere  depot,  where  great  inconvenience  have  been 
felt  from  the  accumulation  of  merchandize  in  the  warehouse  and  on 
the  platforms. 

The  whole  number  of  horses  and  mules  owned  by  the  company 
consists  of  twenty-six  horses  and  eight  mules,  which  are  employed 
at  the  following  points  :

All  the  disabled  stock  have  been  disposed  of  during  the  past  year, 
and  their  places  supplied  with  sound  young  horses ;  the  whole  stock 
is  now  in  good  condition  and  in  fine  working  order.-

Of  the  certainty  and  precision  with  which  those  trains  were  run, 
some  estimate  may  be  formed  by  the  fact,  that,  carrying  daily  two 
mails  up  and  down  during  the  whole  year,  but  a  single  mail  was 
delayed  beyond  time,  which  was  occasioned  by  an  accident  to  one 
of  the  burden  trains.  And,  with  a  single  exception,  no  accident 
have  occurred  (on  any  train)  involving  the  loss  of  life  or  limb  to  any 
individual. 

With  regard  to  the  present  tariff  of  rates  of  transportation  of  this 
company,  my  short  experience  and  observation  will  prevent  me  from 
offering  any  suggestions  in  relation  to  so  important  a  subject.  It 
appears  to  me  that  its  general  operation  is  well  adapted  to  the  pecu- 
liar local  positions  and  circumstances  of  the  road,  so  far  as  regards 
the  competition  for  transportation  with  other  companies,  and  on  the 
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other  hand  it  certainly  gives  very  general  satisfaction  to  the  public 
transporting  on  the  road.  The  only  defect  discernable  to  my  judg- 
ment is:  that  it  discriminates  perhaps  too  much  in  favour  of  indi- 
vidual cars,  and  thereby  raises  up  a  class  of  competitors  with  the 
company  for  freights  which  legitimately  belong  to  them,  and  which 
should  be  transported  in  the  company's  cars.  I  refer  particularly  to 
tonnage  transported  between  York  and  Baltimore,  a  large  portion  of 
which  is  carried  in  individual  cars ;  I  most  earnestly  invite  your 
attention  to  this  matter. 

In  conclusion  I  beg  leave  to  remark  that,  in  accordance  with  your 
oft  and  earnest  instructions,  the  strictest  economy  have  been  intro- 
duced into  this  department.  It  will  afford  me  great  pleasure  if, 
under  the  disadvantage  of  great  inexperience  in  the  duties  of  this 
service,  the  expenses  of  this  department  for  the  past  year  will  bear 
sl  favourable  comparison  with  that  of  former  years.

A    FURTHER    SUPPLEMENT 

TO    AN   ACT    TO    INCORPORATE 

THE  BALTIMORE  AND  SUSQUEHANNA  MIL  ROAD  COMPANY. 


Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  that 
from  and  after  the  day  when  any  company  or  companies  now  or  here- 
after incorporated  for  the  purpose  by  the  legislature  of  Pennsylvania,  shall 
have  completed  a  rail  road,  or  rail  roads,  either  from  the  borough  of  York 
to  the  Cumberland  Valley  road ;  or  from  the  borough  of  Wrightsville  to  a 
junction  with  the  Harrisburg,  Mount  Joy  and  Lancaster  rail  road,  or  to 
the  town  of  Harrisburg,  thereby  securing  a  connection  with  the  Penn- 
sylvania rail  road,  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Susquehanna  river,  the  arreara- 
ges of  interest  due  from  the  Baltimore  and  Susquehanna  rail  road  company 
to  the  state  of  Maryland,  upon  loans  made  to  that  company,  shall  be 
funded  and  its  payment  postponed  in  the  manner  hereafter  stated  ;  provided, 
that  said  rail  road,  or  rail  roads  to  the  Cumberland  Valley  rail  road,  or  to 
Middletown,  shall  be  completed  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  March  in  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty  one. 

Sec  2.  And  be  it  enacted,  that  as  soon  as  the  fact  is  certified  and 
shown  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  treasurer  of  the  western  shore  of  Maryland 
that  the  rail  road  or  rail  roads  mentioned  in  the  first  section  of  this  act, 
is  or  are  completed,  as  therein  mentioned, — stocked  and  ready  for  use  in 
the  transportation  of  passengers  and  freight,  he  the  .said  treasurer,  shall  be 
anthorised  and  required  to  take  from  the  Baltimore  and  Susquehanna  Rail 
Road  company,  bonds  for  the  amount  of  interest  then  due  to  the  state,  upon 
loans  made  to  the  said  company,  under  the  acts  of  assembly,  passed  at 
December  session  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-four,  chapter  two  hundred 
and  forty  one — at  December  session  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-seven, 
chapter  three  hundred  and  two — at  December  session  eighteen  hundred 
and  thirty  eight,  chapter  three  hundred  and  ninety-five — and  at  December 
session  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-nine  chapter  twenty,  the  bonds  so  to 
be  issued  to  the  said  treasurer,  to  be  without  interest,  and  payable  in 
fifteen  years  from  their  date ;  and  upon  receipt  of  the  same,  he,  the  said 
treasurer,  shall  immediately  execute  a  release  to  the  said  company,  of  the 
right  of  the  said  state  to  make  any  demand  upon  the  said  company  for  the 
said  arrears  of  interest  so  funded  for  the  said  period  of  fifteen  years. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  enacted,  that  until  the  fact  of  the  completion  of  the 
aforesaid  rail  road  or  rail  roads,  mentioned  in  the  first  section  of  this  act, 
is  certified  to  the  treasurer  as  aforesaid,  all  the  revenue  and  receipts  of  the 
said  Baltimore  and  Susquehanna  rail  road  company,  after  paying  the  or- 
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dinary  expenses  of  managing,  stocking  and  repairing  its  road,  shall  be  paid 
to  the  said  treasurer,  on  account  of  the  interest  due  to  the  state  of  Maryland 
on  her  loans  to  the  said  company ;  and  after  the  passing  of  the  bonds,  and 
release  mentioned  in  the  second  section  of  this  act,  the  revenue  and  re- 
ceipts of  said  company,  after  paying  the  ordinary  expenses  as  aforesaid, 
shall  be  applied  as  follows  :  the  said  net  receipts  shall  first  be  paid  in 
each  and  every  year,  to  the  treasurer  of  Maryland,  to  the  amount  of  six 
per  cent,  upon  the  loans  made  to  the  said  company,  under  the  acts  of 
Assembly  mentioned  in  the  second  section  of  this  act,  the  residue,  if  any, 
to  the  payment  of  a  dividend  not  exceeding  six  per  cent.,  to  the  stock- 
holders of  said  company  pro  rata,  including  the  city  of  Baltimore  and  the 
State  of  Maryland ;  the  stock  of  individuals  to  be  computed  at  two  hund- 
red and  fifty  thousand  dollars;  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  at  nine  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars ;  and  of  the  State  of  Maryland  at  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars ;  and  if  in  any  year  there  should  remain  any  balance — 
after  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  debt  due  the  State  and  a  six  per  cent, 
dividend  to  the  stockholders,  as  herein  provided — then  said  balance  shall 
be  paid  by  said  company  forthwith  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Western  Shore, 
to  be  invested  by  him  in  six  per  cent,  bonds  of  the  State,  or  in  other  safe 
stocks,  approved  by  said  treasurer  and  the  said  Baltimore  and  Susquehanna 
Railroad  Company,  to  constitute  a  sinking  fund  for  the  redemption  of  the 
bonds  authorised  to  be  received  by  said  treasurer,  by  the  second  section 
of  this  act ;  and  the  said  treasurer  shall  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorised 
and  directed  to  apply  the  said  monies  that  may  be  so  received  from  said 
company,  and  all  dividends  upon  stocks  in  which  it  may  be  invested,  to 
the  constitution  of  the  sinking  fund  herein  before  provided  for,  and  to  re- 
port to  the  said  company,  if  requested,  annually  the  amount  and  condition 
of  the  sinking  fund. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  enacted,  that  if  the  sinking  fund  provided  for  in  the 
third  section  of  this  act  shall,  at  any  time  before  the  bonds  received  by  the 
treasurer,  under  the  second  section  of  this  act  may  become  due,  equal  the 
amount  of  said  bonds,  then  it  shall  immediately  be  applied  to  the  payment 
thereof,  and  said  bonds  shall  be  concelled  and  returned  to  the  said  Balti- 
more and  Susquehanna  Railroad  Company,  and  from  thenceforth  the  reve- 
nues and  receipts  of  the  company  shall  be  applied  first  to  the  payment  of 
the  interest  due  to  the  State  upon  her  loan,  and  the  residue  be  distributed 
pro  rate  among  the  stockholders,  including  the  State  and  city  of  Baltimore. 
And  if  the  sinking  fund  aforesaid  shall  not  be  equal  in  amount  to  the  said 
bonds,  when  the  same  become  due,  then  said  sinking  fund  shall  be  applied  to 
the  payment  pro  tanto  of  said  bonds,  and  the  balance  remaining  due  shall 
thenceforth  be  added  to  the  principal  of  the  debt  due  the  State,  and  shall 
have  the  like  priority,  and  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  centum  per 
annum  :  and  the  interest  upon  the  whole  preferred  debt  thus  increased  by 
the  addition  of  said  balance,  shall  first  be  paid  and  the  balance  of  the 
revenues  of  the  company  distributed  among  the  stockholders  in  the  man- 
ner hereinbefore  provided. 

Sec  5.  And  be  it  enacted,  that  from  and  after  the  time  when  the  loans 
shall  be  received  by  the  treasurer  as  provided  for  in  the  second  section  of 
this  act,  and  the  provisions  of  this  act  have  been  approved  and  assented 
to  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  that  thenceforth  the 
seventh  section  of  the  act  of  December  session  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty 
eight,  chapter  three  hundred  and  ninety  five,  shall  be  considered  repealed 
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and  of  none  effect :  provided  that  such  repeal  of  said  section  shall  in  no 
manner  affect  the  rights  and  advantages  which  have  heretofore  been  ac- 
quired by  the  private  stockholders  in  the  said  company,  under  an  ordinance 
of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  "entitled  an  ordinance  relat- 
ing to  the  individual  stockholders  of  the  Baltimore  and  Susquehanna  Rail 
Road  Company,''  approved  June  the  fifth,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-nine; 
and  that  the  approval  by  the  city  of  Baltimore  of  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  construed  as,  and  have  the  effect  of  repealing  the  second  and  third 
sections  of  the  said  ordinance ;  and  as  extending  the  time  allowed  by  the 
fourth  section  thereof  to  individual  stockholders  to  claim  the  benefits  of 
said  ordinance  to  the  first  day  of  December  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-one. 

Sec  6.  And  be  it  enacted,  that  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorised  and  empowered  to  make  loans  of 
money  to,  or  to  subscribe  for  stock  in  any  of  the  rail  road  companies 
mentioned  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the 
construction  of  the  said  rail  road  from  York  to  the  Cumberland  Valley 
Rail  Road,  or  from  Wrights ville  to  Middletown;  and  for  that  purpose  shall 
have  power  to  negotiate  a  loan,  and  increase  the  public  debt  of  the  city  to 
such  an  amount  as  they  may  deem  requisite  for  the  purpose  aforesaid. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  enacted,  that  this  act  shall  be  of  no  force  and  effect 
until  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  by  an  ordinance  to  that 
effect,  and  the  individual  stockholders  of  the  said  Baltimore  and  Susque- 
hanna Rail  Road  Company  in  general  meeting  assembled  shall  have  given 
their  assent  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  shall  have  deposited  with 
the  treasurer  of  the  Western  shore  evidence  of  such  assent  having  been 
given. 

Sec  8,  And  be  it  enacted,  that  all  acts  of  assembly  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act  so  far  as  they  are  so  inconsistent  be  and  they 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec  9.  And  be  it  enacted,  that  this  act  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to 
impair  the  liens  of  the  state  securing  her  priority  in  regard  to  the  payment 
of  the  current  interest  upon  loans  made  by  the  state  to  the  Baltimore  and 
Susquehanna  Rail  Road  Company.

Sir: 

We  submit  the  following  statement  of  the  progress  of  the  con- 
struction of  the  new  depot  on  North  and  Calvert  streets.  The  six 
large  piers  forming  the  foundation  of  the  portal  on  Noith  street  have 
been  built  either  on  the  rock  or  on  a  compact  bed  of  gravel  found  at 
a  depth  varying  from  fifteen  to  eighteen  feet  below  the  surface  of  the 
ground,  and  from  one  to  three  feet  below  the  water  in  the  falls  near 
Monument  street  bridge.  Twenty-five  of  the  forty  piers  which  form 
the  foundation  of  the  stone  pillars  of  the  car  house  are  completed. 
The  excavation  for  the  remaining  fifteen  and  for  the  office  buildings 
has  been  carried  as  far  as  was  considered  advisable,  until  the  work 
of  building  should  reach  each  of  them.  When  completed,  the  depot 
will  consist  of  a  car  house  315  feet  long,  112  feet  wide,  occupying 
the  diagonal  of  the  square  of  ground  owned  by  the  company,  and 
terminated  at  the  end  on  Calvert  street  by  a  large  building  with  a 
front  of  112  feet,  in  the  Italian  style,  two  stories  in  height,  contain- 
ing the  principal  passenger  entrance,  ticket  office,  transportation  and 
other  offices,  with  the  necessary  rooms  for  president  and  directors, 
and  fire-proof  vaults  for  securing  the  books  and  papers  of  the  com- 
pany. On  North  street,  the  car  house  will  be  teminated  and  sup- 
ported by  a  massive  portal  in  the  same  Italian  style,  affording  the 
entrance,  by  an  easy  curve,  for  the  passenger  and  tonnage  trains. 
The  roof  of  the  car  house,  spanning  100  feet  clear,  will  be  of  sheet 
iron,  sustained  by  a  series  of  trusses  of  a  simple  form,  easily  adjusted 
and  repaired,  and  depending  for  all  the  essential  ties  on  wrought 
iron — comparatively  indestructable.  The  pillars  are  of  cut  granite ; 
the  space  covered  contains  two  passenger  tracks  and  platforms,  with 
three  tonnage  tracks,  and  broad  receiving  and  distributing  platforms 
for  goods,  which  can  be  taken  off  and  on  under  shelter  of  the  six 
foot  projecting  eaves  of  the  roof. 

The  diagonal  position  of  the  depot  buildings  permits  the  easiest 
and  best  access,  both  for  passengers  and  trains,  and  offers  for  future 
buildings  the  most  frontage  on  the  four  streets  encompassing  the 
square.

Sir: 

I  have  the  pleasure  of  reporting  that  the  tracks  between  this 
borough  and  Baltimore  are  in  good  and  substantial  order,  and  will 
not  cost  for  labour  to  keep  in  equal  good  order  more  than  $7,000, 
or  about  $110  per  mile,  for  the  ensuing  year,  with  the  exception  of 
about  850  rods  originally  laid  on  stone  blocks  at  Timonium  Summit, 
which,  although  perfectly  safe3  the  rapid  wear  to  the  iron  rails  shows 
the  importance  of  relaying  the  section  on  sleepers  at  as  early  a  day 
as  practicable.  It  will-  require  about  6,000  sleepers  and  30  tons  of 
rail  to  replace  the  damaged  ones  ;  the  estimate  to  relay  this  section 
is  $1  75  per  rod. 

The  bridges  are  in  good  order,  and  will  require  but  small  repairs 
this  year,  except  one  at  Collett's,  which  ought  to  be  rebuilt.  If  a 
new  bridge  on  the  plan  of  the  one  near  White  Hall  is  adopted,  it  can 
be  rebuilt  at  a  cost  of  $900. 

About  100  tons  of  rail  are  required  to  replace  damaged  ones, 
which  includes  the  section  at  Timonium. 

The  track  and  bridges  on  the  Wrightsville,  York  and  Gettysburg 
Rail  Road  are  in  good  order,  and  cannot  cost  more  than  $1,000,  or 
$83  per  mile,  to  keep  them  in  good  repair  this  year,  exclusive  of 
sleepers,  of  which  about  2,000  will  be  required.  A  road  bridge  at 
Hershey's  requires  renewal,  the  expense  of  which  will  not  exceed 
$50.     For  repairs  we  have  18,000  sleepers  on  the  line  of  the  road.
